WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The President gave 
the country a surprise to-day when he sent 
to the Senate the nomination of Judge 

‘Rufus W. Peckham of the New-York Court 
of Appeals to be Associate Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. While it has 

“been at once admitted that the nomination 
is one of the strongest that could have been 
made, the fact that Mr. Cleveland had not 
gelected Judge Peckham when the vacancy 
existed that was caused by the death of 
Justice Blatchford, coupled with the inter- 
esting fact that Senator Hill had indirect- 
ly advised the appointment of Judge Peck-

ham, gave rise to the impression in Wash- 
ington that Judge Peckham stood no 
chance of receiving this much-prized honor. 
The President’s action has caused much 
gratification, for it is well known here that 
the nominee is one of the ablest jurists in 
the State of New-York. Senators on both 
sides of the Chamber have expressed their 
satisfaction with’ the appointment. 
Senator Murphy said to a correspondent 
for THE New-Yorx Times that the selec- 
tion of Judge Peckham from the long list 
of available men was in every way cred- 
itable to the discernment of the President. 
“I have known Judge Peckham many 
years,” said Mr. Murphy, “and I can vouch

OTHER NEW-YORK MEN BEATEN. 


Hill Prevented Two 
Nominees from Being Confirmed, 


How Senator 


Because President Cleveland in 1893 nomi- 
nated as'a successor to the late Justice 
Blatchford of the United States Supreme 
Court an attorney of high standing who was 
not in favor with the Senators from thisState, 
the country saw a bitter fight, led by Mr. 
Hill, against the Administration. The fight 
was, by the help of Republican Senators, 
under the leadership of William E. Chand- 
ler of New-Hampshire, successful, and as 
a result, New-York State did not have the 
honor of representation in the highest 
legal tribunal of the Nation. 

The fight against the Administration was 
protracted for a period of almost six 
months. While it was in progress, the Su- 
preme Court bench was lacking one mem- 
ber, and business which demanded con- 


sideration of the entire bench was at a 
standstill. 

President Cleveland nominated as Justice 
Blatchford’s successor William B. Horn- 
blower of New-York City, on Sept. 19, 1893. 
Mr. Hornblower had not been allied with 
that element of the Democratic Party which 
supported Senator Hill. His selection, as 
Senator Hill said during the time that his 
name was before the Senate or its Judiciary 
Committee, pending action on confirmation, 
had been made by the President without 
consulting himself and Senator Murphy. 
This was regarded by the New-York 
Senators as a breach of courtesy, 
and they sought revenge by an at- 
tempt to prevent the confirmation of 
Mr. Hornblower. For four months the 
name of Mr. Hornblower was held 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee with- 
out action, until, according to the re- 
ports at that time, President Cleveland 
Was moved to press the matter upon the 
attention of some members of that com- 
mittee. 

At length, on Jan. 8 of 1894, the committee 
took up consideration, and an unfavorable 
report was decided on, and announcement 
Was so made to the country. From that 
time forth until the vacancy had been filled 
by the appointment and confirmation of 
Edward Douglass White of Louisiana, the 
battle against the Administration was 
watched with the keenest interest in many 
States, while in New-York this interest was 
intensified because of its local bearing. 

The annual meeting of the New-York Bar 
Association was held in New-York City 
two days after the adverse report of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, and at that 
meeting resolutions deploring the action in 
Washington were passed. These resolu- 
tions were presented by James C. Carter, 
and they provoked an earnest discussion, in 
which the sentiment was almost without 
exception an indorsement of the President. 

The, Bar Association had on a previous 
occasion taken an uncompromising position 
against Judge Maynard, who had been the 
Democratic candidate for Court of Appeals 
at the instance of Senator Hill and his 
olitical associates in this State. After the 

ar Association’s resolutions condemning 
the Senate committee, Senator Hill was 
more active than ever in his fight. It grew 
so hot that the National political organiza- 
tions were moved to participate, and mem- 
bers of the Republican National Commit- 
tee from several States visited Washington 
and took an active part. 

Cornelius N. Bliss of New-York, Garrett 
A. Hobart of New-Jersey, and Samuel Fes- 
senden of Connecticut were among these. 
They impressed upon the Senators of their 
party that the fight had assumed a double 
significance, inasmuch as Senator Hill was

tion is well established throughout New- 
‘York State. He will be an honor to the 
Supreme Bench. No judicial appointment 
made in recent years hag refiected more 
eredit on the President.” 

Mr. Murphy added that there would not 
be any opposition in the Senate to the con- 
‘firmation of the nomination at an early 
day. 

Mr. Hill has not yet reached the city. 
‘ {here is no doubt, however, of his friendly 
feeling toward Judge Peckham. While Mr. 
Hill does not admire Wheeler H. Peckham, 
he makes no secret of his admiration for 
Judge Peckham. It is understood here that 
Mr. Hill will remain away from Washing- 
ton for some time on account of ill health. 
In view of his friendly relations with Judge 
Peckham, it is not unlikely that he will ask 
Mr. Murphy to bring about confirmation 
as soon as possible. 

The nomination has been referred to the 
Senate Committee on the Judiciary, of 
which Mr. Hill is a member. So far as can 
be learned here the President nominated 
Judge Peckham without solicitation on the 
part of the latter’s. friends. While the 
Judge undoubtedly knew of Mr. Cleveland’s 
intention, it is a question if any other per- 
gon was in the secret. 

A few Democrats who concede the ability 
, of the Judge are disposed to criticise the 
President for not naming him two years ago,, 
when the Blatchford vacancy was required 
¢ to be filled, for the reason that such action

at that time would have resulted in the 
appointment of a Democrat as hie successor 
on the Court of Appeals bench, and of a 
Democrat in place of one of the Judges of 
the State Supreme Court, who, it is taken 
for granted, would have been promoted by 
Gov. Flower. The Government of New- 
York State now being in the hands of the 
Republicans, it follows that Judge Peck- 
ham’s place will be filled by the appoint- 
ment of a Republican. 

It is regarded here as reasonably certain 
that Gov. Morton will select Judge Irving 
G. Vann of the Fifth New-York Judicial 
District as Judge Peckham’s successor. 
Frank H. Hiscock of Syracuse, 4 nephew of 
the ex-Senator Hiscock, has long been an 
aspirant for judicial honors, and his friends 
here think that he will stand a good chance 
of stepping into Judge Vann’s shoes in case 
the latter goes to the Court of Appeals. 
Mr. Hiscock is a Republican. 

Many complimentary remarks relative 
to Judge Peckham have been made this 
afternoon by persons acquainted with the 
family of the distinguished jurist. His 
father and step-mother, it will be remem- 
bered, perished on the ill-fated steamer 
Ville de Havre in the Atlantic years ago. 
As illustrative of the high courage of the 
elder Peckham, which his sons are declared 
to have inherited, the story is told that

“owing one’’ to the Bar Association be- 
cause it had helped to defeat Maynard. 

On Jan. 15 the Senate held an executive 
session of five hours, and the adverse action 
of the Judiciary Committee was sustained 
by a vote of 30 to 24. Senator Hill spoke 
for:an hour at this meeting, and Senator 
Vilas of Wisconsin, in favor of confirma- 
tion, spoke for three hours. 

When Mr. Hornblower had been defeated, 
speculation at once arose as to the probable 
course of the President. Candidates had 
begun to be “prominently mentioned” 
when, a week after Mr. Hornblower’s de- 
feat, the President gave everybody a sur- 
prise by nominating Wheeler H. Peckham 
to fill the vacancy. Such objections as Sen- 
ators Hill and Murphy had to Mr. Horn- 
blower existed more emphatically in the 
case of Mr. Peckham. The President had 
not consulted the Senators. Mr. Peckham 
had been an opponent of Mr. Hill’s in Demo- 
cratic politics in this State, and had been 
more oseeuve than Mr. Hornblower. 

Mr. ill at once began open warfare 
against the confirmation. The politics of 
other States than New-York were drawn 
into the matter. One branch of the Ken- 
tucky Legislature passed resolutions which, 
while they made no mention of Mr. Peck- 
ham’s name, were construed as a request 
to the Kentucky Senators, Blackburn and 
Lindsay, to join Senator Hill in his 
fight against the Administraton. Methods 
which, considering the dignity of the po- 
sition involved, the high standing of Mr. 
Peckham, and the high official station of 
those who were waging the war, were 
characterized as ‘‘desperate’’ were em- 
ployed to compass Mr. Peckham’s defeat. 

The nomination was made to the Senate 
on Jan. 22. The Judiciary Committee had 
the mame under consideration until Feb. 
12, and then, in view of the bitterness of 
the fight, decided to report Mr. Peckham’s 
name without recommendation. 

This was regarded as a favorable indi- 
eation by the friends of the President. 
On Feb. 16, the Senate, in executive ses- 
sion; considered Mr. Peckham’s name. Sen- 
ator Hill drew to his assistance Senator 
Chandler, and, after a scene which was in 
many respects a repetition of the one 
which came over Mr. Hornblower, Mr. 
Peckham was rejected by a vote of 32 in 
favor of confirmation and 41 against. 

Three days later, on Feb. 19, the Presi- 
dent appointed Edward Douglass White, 
who was then a Senator from Louisiana, to 
fill the vacancy in the Supreme Court 
bench, and Judge White took his seat on 
March 12. 

Howell Edmunds Jackson, who had been 
appointed a Justice of the Supreme Court 
from Tennessee by President Harrison, 
died Aug. 9, 1895. The vacancy has since 
existed. 


JUDGE PECKHAM HEARS THE NEWS. 





Congratulated by Associates on His 
Promotion—Talk of a Successor, 


ALBANY, Dec. 8.—Gov. Morton said that 
the selection of Judge Peckham for the 
vacancy on the United States Supreme 
Court bench was an excellent one, and he 
believed that Judge Peckham would be an 
valuable acquisition. 

Judge Peckham was on the bench of the 
Court of Appeals when the news of his 
appointment reached this city, and Clerk 
Parks conveyed the information to him. He 
simply nodded his head, having been ap- 
prised in advance of the President’s con- 
templated action. 

William B. Hornblower of New-York City, 
whose name was rejected by the Senate 
for a similar position, was in the court-

COL. GARDINER TRIUMPHS 





Exciting Election by the Sons of the 
Revolution. 


AN OLD-TIME TROUBLE REVIVED 


Members Who Thought New Blood 
Was Needed by the Managers 
Badly Defeated—Offi- 
cers Elected. 


The rebellious spark struck Monday 
night by the Daughters of the Revolution 
last night reached the camp of their broth- 
ers, the Sons of the Revolution, and there 
was the liveliest kind of an explosion. The 
camp was pitched in comfortable fashion 


at Delmonico’s, the ‘commissary depart- 
ment being particularly well locked after. 

At the opportunity, however, the slumber- 
ing flame sprang up with a fury that quite 
startled some of the older men who are 
proud to wear the ribbon of the order. 

The leading figures among the revolution- 
ists were Gilbert Ray Hawes and J. Apple- 
ton Morgan. The special object of their at- 
tack was Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, and, in- 
cidentally, they made flerce war on all the 
officers in power, though their attack, ex- 
cept as to Col. Gardiner, was veiled in most 
polite rhetoric. 

The annual business meeting and election 
of the organization was set.for last evening, 
and all the old officers and managers had 
been put up again by the Committee ’on 
Nominations. Col. Gardiner headed the list 
of managers, and, as it was known that a 
fight was to be made on him, his friends 
turned out in large numbers. The opposi- 
tion, too, had been active. 

Col. Gardiner and Mr. Morgan had 
fallen out over the Society of the War of 
1812, in which Col. Gardiner is the chief 
figure. It was charged that Col. Gardiner 
was largely responsible for the split be- 
tween the Sons of the Revolution and the 
Society of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, of which Chauncey M. Depew is 
President. 

Mr. Hawes, Mr. Morgan, and their friends 
therefore tried to prevent the renomination 
of Col. Gardiner, but they failed. There- 
upon the opposition got together and de- 
cided to put up Richard Henry Greene 
against Col. Gardiner. 

They were on hand last night with an 
electioneering foree, armed with Greene 
pasters, and practically for the first time 
there was some good old-fashioned hustling. 
But Col. Gardiner was elected by 164 votes, 
as against 95 votes for Mr. Greene. 

Mr. Morgan hunted up his vest and coat 
and left the meeting with a solemn cast of 
countenance. Mr. Hawes, who is a fighter, 
when he saw how the tide of battle was 
turning, said: 

‘““We are satisfied, very well satisfied 
under the circumstances, at having made so 
good a showing. We had no facilities, as 
all the bocks and lists were in the hands 
of the other side. Then we were throttled 
by the constitution, which gave us absolute- 
ly no privileges. But we are going to 
keep this thing up, and we will down Gar- 
diner and the other reactionists yet.”’ 

While the election was in progress Mr. 
Hawes had made oratorical assaults in open 
meeting on the enemy’s fortress. He sug- 
gested amendments to the by-laws and 
constitution, and delivered himself of a 
raking fire of small shot that caused more 
or less uneasiness to the forces on the 
other side. He proposed to do away with 
the Nominating Committee’s power by pro- 
viding that all nominations should be made 
a month in advance of the annual meet- 
ing, so that any opposition ticket might 
be put in the field on the same footing as 
the regular ticket. He also proposed that 
voting should be permitted by mail and by 
proxy, and that meetings be held once a 
month. instead of once a year. 

“This society,’’ declared Mr. Hawes loud- 
ly, ‘“‘has reached a critical stage in its 
existence. Its prosperity is endangered 
because of the nomination and election of 
its officers. It is time there was a change 
if the society shall continue to live and 
thrive. The young blood should have a 
show. We are tired of having the same old 
people crammed down our throats year 
after year by the Nominating Committee. 
We are Yfuled by a minority. Let us make 
these changes, so that the society may act 
for itself and not be governed by a small 
body of men in its actions.” 

There was some spirited debate, and final- 
ly the amendments were referred to a 
committee of five, with instructions to re- 
port. 

Col. William Irwin Martin arose at the 
close of the meeting to protest against the 
continuance in office of the Committee on 
Tablets, which had been reappointed by 
President Tallmadge. 

“*I didn’t object before,’’ said Col. Mar- 
tin, “‘ because I thought the appointment 
was entirely out of order.”’ 

“ Well, seeing that they were appointed 
and ratified some time ago,’’ replied Presi- 
dent Tallmadge, dryly, “it would appear to 
me that you are rather late. What do you 
propose to do now?” 

**I propose that they be turned out. They 
have been in office twenty-four months and 
have done absolutely nothing. There is no 
prospect that they will do anything in the 
future.”’ 

“ Well, 
President. 

“All right; if I can’t do anything else I 
am satisfied. I have accomplished my pur- 
pose in calling attention to their negli- 
gence.” 

“Then I hope you are happy,” said Mr. 
Tallmadge, with some asperity. 

“T am,” answered Col. Martin, with a 
bow, sitting down amid roars of laughter, 

The special cause of the Colonel’s griev- 
ance was that Prof. H. P. Johnston of the 
New-York University had written a letter 
recommending the erection of a tablet on 
the new Columbia College grounds to com- 
memorate the battle of Harlem Heights. 
The suggestion was considered favorably, 
and Prof. Johnston was added to the regu- 
lar committee. The predecessors of this 
committee fixed on One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth Street and the Boulevard as a proper 
site for the erection of a tablet to com- 
memorate the battle of Harlem Heights, 
and Col. Martin, as Chairman, received this 
tablet some years ago on behalf of the so- 
ciety.

Mr. Brookfield Speaks His Mind Freely 
About the Republican Dictator— 
Interviews Goy. Morton. 


ALBANY, Dec. 3.—That retired Republican 
chieftain, William Brookfield, had a mission 
to Albany to-day prior to his departure for 
California. It was not a place mission 
either, and Mr. Brookfield expressed him- 
self very emphatically at times, asserting 
that Platt rule would eventually be over- 
thrown by the people, 
the yoke. 

His first meeting was with Mr. Platt’s 
friend, Gov. Morton. Mr. Brookfield came 
from New-York on the Empire State ex- 
press, which stopped at Rhinecliff to take 
the Governor aboard, but he waited until 
reaching Albany before shaking hands with 
Mr. Morton. Mr. Brookfield poured tales of 
woe into the Governor’s ear for_half an 
hour, but got no satisfaction. When he 
left the Governor, THE NEw-YORK TIMES 
correspondent asked him how matters were. 

“In New-York they are in a bad state, 
very bad state,’”’ he said. ‘My mission 
here? Oh, I just dropped in to shake hands 
with the Governor.” 

Then Mr. Brookfield made a tour of the 
State Departments, but failed to meet any 
of the State officers. In Treasurer Colvin’s 
office, Private Secretary Charles W. An- 
derson was found. He informed Mr. Brook- 
field that his chief was still in the South 
searching for health. Finally, Mr. Brook- 
field returned to his hotel in anything but 
an agreeable temper.

Charles MacDonald of 
the Union Bridge Company, whose plans 
for the bridge have been approved by the 
commission and the Secretary of War, was 
present, and explained the site for the 
bridge. The situation, which agrees with 
that decided on by the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission of the City of New-York, was 
adopted. The site selected will be an- 
nounced to the Secretary of War and the 
Sinking Fund Commission. 

The following is the location of the besege: 
Said location shall be on a centre line, - 
ginning at a point in New-Jersey, on the 
west side of the Hudson River, at a point 
where a line drawn midway between the 
southerly line of West Fifty-ninth Street, in 
the City of. New-York produced, and the 
northerly line of West Sixtieth Street, in 
the City-of-New-York produced, intersects 
the westerly line of the anchorage of said 
bridge in the State of New-Jersey; thence 
running easterly along said line drawn par- 
allel to and midway between the southerl 
line of West Fifty-ninth Street produced, 
and the northerly line of West Sixtieth 
Street produced, to a point 100 feet west 
to Eleventh Avenue or West End Avenue, 
where it’ intersects ‘the easterly line of 
the anchorage of said bridge in the City of 
New-York. 


SECRETARY SMITH TALKS ON SILVER 





He Tells the Georgia Legislature Why 
He Is Opposed to Free Coinage. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec, 3.—Hoke Smith, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, addressed the Geor- 
gia Legislature to-night on the financial 
question. Ex-Speaker Crisp spoke before the 
General Assembly two weeks ago in re- 
sponse to an invitation. Judge Crisp and 
Secretary Smith are recognized as opposing 
candidates for the United States Senate. 
A successor to Senator John B. Gordon will 
be elected next November. 

Judge Crisp will make his race as the free- 
silver candidate, and Secretary Smith will 
run as a sound-money man. 

The Secretary, in opening, said the ques- 
tion on which he intended to speak was of 
vital interest to the Democratic Party. 
That Democrats differ honestly, he con- 
fessed. For those who differed with him he 
had profound respect, he said. He objected 
to calling the present division in the Demo- 
cratic Party a family quarrel. ‘Call it 
rather,” said he, ‘‘a family consultation.’ 
But whatever might happen in the next 
National Convention to the party, he trust- 
ed that all Democrats would abide by the 
result as expressed in the platform. 

Mr. Smith then proceeded to state the 
grounds on which he was opposed to the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to 1. He made 
a strong and impressive address.

ELECTION INSPECTOR ALSO ACCUSED 


Murphy Gave a Certificate of Elec- 
tion to Madden—Charges that 
the Figures Were 
Changed. 


Lone IsLtanp City, L. I, Dec. 3.—City 
Clerk Thomas J. Murphy of this city, and 
Charles J. Sheridan, Chairman of the Board 
of Election Inspectors in the Second Dis- 
trict, of the First Ward, were arrested 
this evening, having been indicted to-day 


by the Queens County Grand Jury. Both 
men are charged with willful violations of 
the election laws. ; 

The Grand Jury took up the considera- 
tion of the alleged election frauds in this 
city early this afternoon. It was late when 
they filed into court, and presented a batch 
of indictments. No one present had the 
slightest intimation that any of the elec- 
tion officials had been indicted until some 
time after, when Murphy and Sheridan 
were arraigned before County Judge Gar- 
reston to furnish bail. 

City Clerk Murphy was arrested in his 
office in the City Hall. At the time the 
Board of Aldermen were in session, and 
Deputy Sheriff John McDougal, who ar- 
rested Murphy, gave the City Clerk an op- 
portunity to secure a bondsman before tak- 
ing him to the court. Joseph McGee, Al- 
derman at Large of the First District, con- 
sented to become surety for the City Clerk, 
and accompanied him to the Court House. 

In the meantime, Detective James Mars- 
ton of the District Attorney’s office had 
found Sheridan in his store, 79 Borden 
Avenue, and took him to the court house. 
Sheridan had not arranged for a bondsman, 
and Alderman McGee agreed to also fur- 
nish bail for him. 

The Justices of the Sessions had gone 
home by the time the two men appeared in 
court, and they could not plead to the in- 
dictments. County Judge Garretson fixed 
bail in each case at $2,000, and directed the 
accused to be present in court to-morrow 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

Assistant District Attorney Charles Wad- 
ley made out the bonds, and, after they had 
been acknowledged and approved by the 
Judge, the two men were relased. Sheridan 
is janitor of the Jefferson Clubhouse, the 
headquarters of the administration party. 

City Clerk Murnhv made the official can- 
vass of the votes cast in this city, and 
gave a certificate of election to John P. 
Madden, the Jefferson candidate for Mayor, 
based on a plurality of seventy-four votes. 
This plurality was made up by the large 
vote credited to Madden in the Second Dis- 
trict of the First Ward and in the First 
District of the Fourth Ward. In the First 
Ward district Madden was credited with 
175 votes, Gleason 143, and Strong, the Re- 
Publican candidate, with 94 votes, In the 
district in the Fourth Ward Madden was 
credited with 1438 votes, Gleason 652, and 
Strong 123. 

In the returns from the Second District 
of the First Ward the number of votes given 
each candidate was. written out, and the 
word “seventy” in the “one hundred and 
seventy-five’’ votes credited to Madden 
was, it is alleged, in reality ‘‘ twenty.” 
The City Clerk read it “‘ seventy.” It is 
not known whether he took into considera- 
tion the number of votes cast in the dis- 
trict or the number of votes on the registry 
list. His reading of the word “twenty” 
as “seventy ’’’ made the total vote cast in 
the district fifty more than was in reality 
cast, and twenty-six more than there were 
names of voters on the registration books. 
The returns from that district filed with 
the County Clerk and the Supervisor both 
made the vote cast in the district for Mad- 
den 125. It is said.that the set of returns 
filed with the City Clerk were written out 
by Sheridan, and that he has admitted that 
the word was “twenty,’’ and not “ sey- 
enty.” 

It is charged that several bottles of liquor 
were carried into some of the polling places 
during the counting of the votes, and that 
certain Inspectors left the polls before the 
canvass was completed. It is known that 
many disputes occurred over the counting 
of certain ballots, and in several instances 
only the persistence of the watchers saved 
a number of legal ballots from being thrown 
out. 

It is reported that an Election Inspector 
in the Third Ward will go before the Grand 
Jury and tell how, when he arrived at 
the City Hall to file his returns with the 
Supervisor, he was offered a consideration 
to alter the figures of the result of the 
vote cast for Mayor. It is reported that 
he will connect a prominent city: official 
with the alleged attempt to induce him to 
alter the returns. 

A motion, made by counsel for ex- 
Mayor Gleason, was argued a few days ago 
before Supreme Court Justice Gaynor, ask- 
‘ing for a mandamus to compel the Board of 
Aldermen to canvass the vote. Mr. Glea- 
son’s counsel contend that the law does 
not give the City Clerk the sole authority 
to perform that important duty. Justice 
Gaynor has the matter under consideration 
and a decision is daily expected.

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MISS SOUTHGATE BADLY INJURED 


The Daughter of an Episcopal Bishop Run

Miss Ellen Southgate, sixteen years old, 
of 1,270 Madison Avenue, was run down 
by a truck, at Eighty-sixth Street and 
Madison Avenue, at noon yesterday, and is 
now lying in the Presbyterian Hospital, 
suffering from internal injuries from which 
she may dle.

The President 
already had recommended the retirement 
and cancellation of the greenbacks, anc 
Mr. Reed knows that he could not make 
his Republican associates in the last Con- 
gress believe that they should vote to ap- 
prove the recommendations.

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President’s message as soon as it had been 
read, The reading was listened to with 
close attention, and members after adjourn- 
ment were free to express their opinions. 
Among the comments made were these: 


Ex-Speaker Crisp, (Dem. Ga.)—I heard with 

some surprise and great regret that part of the 
message relating to our finances. That relief is 
needed no one doubts. That it can be found in 
the direction indicated in the message I do not 
believe. The President makes ag strong an argu- 
ment as can be made in favor of the single gold 
Standard, but I do not think fairly states the 
case. He assumes throughout his message that 
our obligations are payable in gold. There is 
no law on the statute book justifying this as- 
sumption. All bonds, Treasury notes, and other 
obligations of the United States are payable in 
coin—that is, gold and silver of the present 
standard of weight and fineness—and if the 
Treasury would exercise the option which the 
law and contracts give of paying in those metals 
most convenient to it, our difficulties would be 
less. I am opposed to the retirement of the 
greenbacks and Sherman notes, because it would 
ruinously contract our currency. Neither can 
i approve the propositions recommended to en- 
large the privileges of the National banks. I 
have no doubt the President honestly believes he 
is right, and I know I as honestly believe he is 
wrong. 
_Mr, Boutelle, (Rep.> Me.)—The President's in- 
Gifference to the relations between our income 
and our expenditures is as pronounced as his 
theory that we can become more prosperous by 
borrowing money on interest-bearing bonds than 
by raising revenue at the expense of foreign 
competitors with our own wage earners. The is- 
sue raised by the President is fundamental, but 
it is the same issue between promoting American 
and foreign prosperity that was raised in the 
elections of 1894 and 1895, and decided by tre- 
mendous majorities in favor of the American 
poiicy under which the United States became 
the greatest manvfacturing country and the 
richest in the world, 
. Representative Payne, (Rep., N. Y.)—The Presi- 
dent, in his effort to justify the policy of his 
party, fails in a proper diagnosis of the case. 
He endeavors to put the blame of the entire 
wituation on the greenbacks and Treasury notes. 
He forgets that although the greenbacks have 
been in existence for more than thirty years, 
and have been redeemable in gold since the re- 
sumption of specie payment, that there was no 
pressure for their redemption until a growing 
deficit in revenue, and a large increase in the 
balance of trade against us, caused a demand 
for gold export and produced an uneasiness bor- 
dering on panic. I do not think the message 
has tended to solve the question or improve the 
situation. 

Mr. Hopkins, (Rep., Iil.)—The greenbacks never 
troubled us in the manner suggested by the 
President’s message while the Republicans were 
in power, with legislation in force that brought, 
in customs dues and internal revenues, money 
enough to pay the current expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, 

Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio)—If I understand 
‘the recommendations cf the message as to finance, 
I do not believe the President can rally sixty 
votes in both houses to stand by him. 

Mr. Loud, (Rep., Cal.)—The President’s recom- 
mendations regarding Venezuela are vigorous and 
in accord with the sentiment of our people. On 
Cuba he is dignified and voices the cooler judg- 
ment of true Americans. His recommendation 
regarding the retirement of greenbacks will hard- 
ly meet the wishes of the people of the Western 
country. Still, some such system may yet become 
necessary. The views expressed on the silver 
question are bold and vigorous, but are not in 
accord with those expressed by our people. 

Representative Sherman, (Rep., New-York)—An 
economic measure that would yield revenue suffi- 
cient for the needs of the Government would 
meet all the existing exigencies. 

Mr Barrett, (Rep., Mass.)—The only point of im- 
portance is the adoption by the President of tha 
Carlisle doctrine that there is no deficit in the 
revenues, and that the Treasury’s only danger is 
in the greenbacks. The House will not sanction 
the withdrawal of all Government paper money. 
it will provide for an increased revenue in its 
own way, leaving to the Senate and Mr. Cleve- 
land responsibility for continuing the present 
deficit, or agreeing with the House in measures 
to put an end to it. A revenue bill will pas. 
the House within a few weeks. 

Mr, Patterson, (Dem., Tenn,)—The message is an 
exceedingly able State paper. It is statesmanlike 
and courageous throughout. His party for a 
time has gone down in defeat, but Mr. Cleveland 
Temains in the unshaken confidence of «the 
American people.

The boundary dispute between Great 
Sritain and Venezuela is attracting wide atten- 
tion, and I believe our people, regardless of party 
affiliations, will indorse the President in an 
earnest and vigorous policy on the lines set forth 
in his message.

From the tenor of the 
whole message it is patent that in his judgment 
no legislation increasing their revenues is needed, 
or would receive his approval. It is clear, there- 
fore, that there is nothing possible through legis- 
lation or administration that will cure our ills 
during his term. 


Mr. Quigg, (Rep., N. Y.)—It would cost the 
pore a great deai of money to retire the green- 

acks, and when it had been done, neither the 
country nor the Government would be any better 
off than they now are, in so far as their present 
and main embarrassments are concerned. 

Mr. Bell, (Pop., Col.)—Many of the general rec- 
ommendations will meet with public approval, but 
the financial recommendations, if carried out, 
would aggravate our difficulties quite as much as 
did the repeal of the Sherman act. 

Mr. Johnson, (Rep., Ind.)—It is a labored ef- 
fort to fasten the responsibility for all our busi- 
ness and financial difficulties on the Republican 
Party. In this respect it is a sort of protest 
against the verdict of the peopie rendered at the 
polls. It is gratifying to notice that there is no 
recommendation for State banks of issue in the 
message and that the remonetization of silver 
at the present ratio is deprecated. 


Mr. Newland, (silverite, Nev.)—The sole cause 
ef the prevailing depression is the low price of 
products and property, and the high value of 
gold, which measures them. There its but one 
Way to cure this fall in prices, and that is to take 
away a portion of the increased value of gold 
by restoring silver, its only competitor. 

Mr. Dingley, (Rep., Me.)—The most astonish- 
ing feature of the message was the fact that it 
entirely omitted to inform Congress whether 
there was or was not a necessity of providing 
more revenue. The inference, however, from 
the general tenor of the message was that the 
President did not desire more revenue, holding 
that bye and bye present revenue laws would 
yield enough revenue. The effort of the Presi- 
dent to divert attention from the real causes 
of the financial stress of the Government by 
charging the responsibility on the presence of 
the greenback in our currency will not prove a 
success, 


Mr. Walker, (Rep., Mass.)—I regret exceeding- 
ly that the President felt called upon to repeat 
the statements that protection is for the benefit 
of a favored class and at the expense of the 
great mass of the people; that it is insufficient 
for revenue; that it impedes our entrance to 
foreign markets, curtaile our foreign trade, and 
that free trade alone can build up our country 
and develop its industries. It was also the 
direct influence frum the White House which not 
only prevented the adoption of Senator Sher- 
man’s short-bond proposition in the Fifty-second 
Congress, but prevented the adoption of Mr. 
Reed's proposition in the Fifty-third Congress for 
similar short-time bonds. 

Mr. Dalzeill, (Rep., Penn.)—The most remarka- 
ble thing about it is the labored attempt to 
make the people believe that the miserable tariff 
policy of the. present Administration is not re- 
sponsible for our present ills, 

Mr. Washington, (Dem., Tenn.)—The message 
de characterized by the usual vigor and clearness 
with which Mr. Cleveland handles all questions.

DIVIDED ON PARTY LINES. 


Senators Give Voice to Their Opinions 
of the Message. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The message of the 
President was received in the Senate soon 
efter 12 o’clock, and Secretary Cox droned 
through the document for an hour or 
more, to the torment of the Senators, who 
desired to know what the message con- 
tained, and the amusement of others who 
had printed copies. The supply of copies 
was small, so but few Senators fully under- 
stood the President’s recommendations 
when Mr. Cox finished his task. ; 

Opinions regarding the document divided 
largely upon party lines. The sound-money 
Democrats had nothing but praise for the 
manner in which the financial condition of 
the country had been presented, while some 
of the silyer Democrats declared that Mr. 
Cleveland had erred in saying that the, adop- 
tion of free coinage would not remove ex- 
isting difficulties. The sound-money Re- 
publicans found no fault with the portions 
of the message dealing with the country’s 
foreign relations and the financial ques- 
tion, but they combated the President’s 
statement that the McKinley Tariff bill 
had “curtailed our trade relations and 
impeded our entrance to the markets of 
the world.” The silver men on the Repub- 


lican side, as might have been expected, 
paid attention only to the statements con- 
cerning the use of gold and silver and de- 
nounced the President for his adherence to 
the anti-silver view. Several Senators an- 
tagonistic to the Administration expressed 
the opinion that nothing would be done by 
the present Congress to remedy the evils 
of which Mr. Cleveland complains. A prom- 
inent Democratic Senator said to a cor- 
respondent of THE NEW-YORK TimMeEs this 
evening that the message seemed to him to 
be unusually strong, and that he would be 
much surprised if the Republicans should 
ignore the recommendations cantained in it. 

‘“What Mr. Cleveland says about the 
finances of the country is thoroughly 
sound,” this Senator said. ‘‘ His recommen- 
dations are in line with the views of our 
best financiers. The greenbacks ought to be 
retired, and the plan he proposes seems 
to me to be a good one. This Congress 
will have to take hold of this question. Mr. 
Cleveland has shown that he is not wedded 
to his own plan. He says plainly that 
he will be willing to co-operate with the 
Congress in devising some way out of our 
trouble. Something is bound to come of 
his recommendations I am sure.” 

Other Senators expressed their opinions 
as follows: 

Mr. Aldrich, (Rep., R. I.)—In the face of a 
rapidly growing deficit the message suggests no 
method for providing an increase in revenue. 
The President's recommendation for the retire- 
ment of the greenbacks will avail nothing, be- 
cause the members of his party in the Senate 
and a large majority of the Senate are committed 
to a policy directly antagonistic to Mr. Cleve- 
land’s views. A bill to retire these notes could 
not be reported from the Finance Committee as 
at present constituted, nor from any committee, 
as I believe, that will be formed in the Senate. 
The portion of the message to be commended is 
the reference to Venezuelan matters. 

Mr. Hansbrough, (Rep., N. D.)—It exhibits 
a complete abandonment of the message of 1887, 
and opens the way to further gold bond issues, 
as a means of defraying the expenses of the 
Government. 

Mr. Smith, (Dem., N. J.)—I was very much 
gratified at the, financial recommendations con- 
tained in the document. 

Mr. Palmer, (Dem., Ill.)—I indorse the idea of 
retiring the greenback, as a general proposition, 
but have not investigated the full scheme as un- 
folded in the message. 

Mr. Cockrell, (Dem., Mo.)—I am opposed to 
the retirement of the greenback, and transferring 
to the National banks the.sole power of control- 
ling the currency of this country. 

Mr. Allison, (Rep., Iowa)—The message seems 
to be incomplete, and is lacking in suggestions 
pertinent at this time. With our revenues woeful- 
ly short of the requirements there it not a word 
about increasing those revenues. 

Mr. Voorhees, (Dem., Ind.)—The message is 
repugnant to everyihing that I have held to on 
the financial subject through life, and for one 
I will not vote to retire the greenback. 

Mr. Brice, (Dem., Ohio)—Mr. Cleveland's only 
object was, perhaps, to agitate the subject of the 
retirement of the greenbacks in this chamber, 
in the press, and throughout the country. He 
could certainly have had no hope of getting 
such a measure through this Congress. The 
silver men would not support it unless it were 
coupled with conditions that would make it im- 
possible for the President to approve the meas- 
ure; the Republicans and the gold standard men 
are not likely to advocate the plan, and, there- 
fore, the President at once elminates two-thirds 
of the votes in both Houses. How, then, can he 
hope to get his recommendations adopted? 

Mr. Gray, (Dem., Del.)—It strikes me as being 
strong, foreeful, and persuasive. His sugges- 
tion that we should retire the greenback is a 
good one, and I heartily indorse it. The message 
as a whole makes a great document, and I am 
sure it will be approved by the mass of the peo- 


ple. 

Mr. Tillman, (Dem., S. C.)—I see nothing in 
the message that indicates statesmanship or a 
regard for the general welfare of the people. 
The question that suggests itself to my mind 
is, if he retires the greenback, what will be 
substituted therefor as currency? If National 
bank notes are to be issued upon the bonds 
issued to retire the greenbacks, why not save 
the interest that will accrue upon those bonds? 
Both the bonds and the greenbacks are the 
promises of this Government to pay. The only 
difference is that the bond will draw interest 
and the greenback not. Why, then, saddle this 
additional interest upon a suffering people? The 
policy of Mr. Cleveland is surely leading to 
plutocracy instead of Democracy. 

Mr. Vilas, (Dem., Wis.)—The message was 
such an one as might be expected from the pen 
of President Cleveland. He has been acting with 
a perfect intelligence and understanding of all 
the conditions heretofore and is likely to be 
able to make his reasons plain. JI will cheer- 
fully support him in his endeavor to have the 
greenbacks retired. The message is a sound and 
patriotic document and deserves the favorable 
consideration of the whole American people. 

Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kan.)—The message makes it 
plain that the cause of the money changers vs. 
the people must be tried before the jury of the 
people. 

Mr. Teller, (Rep., Col.)—The President says 
the tariff has destroyed our exports and yet we 
never had sueh exports as we enjoyed under 
the McKinley tariff; they were infinitely larger 
than under the present Democratic measure. 
The present law is not, of course, along Demo- 
cratic lines, but it was the best they could get. 

Mr. Davis, (Rep., Minn.)—He says absolutely 
nothing on the tariff and suggests no remedy 
for his depleted treasury. His treatment of our 
foreign relations is weak in general, ‘but better 
in the discussion of the particular questions 
growing out of the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute, although he is not as forcible or as liberal 
in his interpretation of the Monroe doctrine as 
I would like to see. 

Mr. Carter (Rep., Mon.)—The President has not 
demonstrated to my satisfaction how we can more 
satisfactorily pay our debts by making it more 
difficult for our creditors to collect. 

Mr. Hale (Rep,, Me.)—The distinctive feature 
of the message is its recommendation for the 
retirement of the greenback. I think the senti- 
ment of the country is against such a policy. 
His treatment of our foreign affairs seems to 
be conservative and satisfactory. 

Mr. Lodge (Rep., Mass.)—The most important 
thing to be done at this moment is to replenish 
the Treasury, and on that the President has not 
a word to say, except to intimate that a tariff 
which has never produced anything but a deficit 
will at some date not named, produce a surplus. 
He has as usual a panacea for all existing ilis, 
which is characteristic of this Administration 
and the Democratic Party, and in this case the 
panacea consists in withdrawing the greenbacks 
and turning them into interest-bearing debt. 
However wise this may be as a matter of the 
adjustment of the currency, it does not touch 
the difficulty of the moment, which is to check 
the great increase of importations, stimulated by 
the new tariff, which causes the present drain 
of gold* to pay for them. Nearly all that the 
message says upon foreign affairs is colorless and 
of slight importance, but in regard to Venezuela, 
I am happy to say, the President has taken an 
excellent and sound position. 

Many of the Senators are giving the 
message a careful reading to-night, and 
many of its points will probably soon be 
discussed in set speeches. 





COMMENT ACROSS THE WATER, 


Views of English Newspapers on the 
President’s Message. 


LONDON, Dec, 3.—The Daily News, com- 
meniing on President Cleveland’s message 
to Congress, will say to-morrow: 


A worse financial muddle than Mr. Cleveland 
stated it would be difficult to concelve. Such 
is the result of tampering with the currency for 
the supposed relief of powerful interests. It is 
worth the attention of our own currency doctors. 

The News will refer to the Venezuela 
dispute as a matter in which the United 
States is not concerned directly. On this 
point it says: 

The principle of arbitration is invaluable, but 
its friends should beware of straining it unduly.

Arbi- 
tration has nothing to do with the relative 
strength of the les. The President's message 
is silent re the outrage on the British 
Guiana police, It is neither dignified nor poli- 
tic for Washington to take up the quarrels of 
South American communities which do not ob- 
serve the usages of ized nations. ._ The Unit- 
ed States will find out some day that this sort

Cleveland if he allowed them to perish. 

The Standard will say: 

The maintenance of friendly relations between 
Great Britain and the United States is of such 
supreme importance that we cannot but regret 
the tone in which President Cleveland alluded 
to the dispute with Venezuela. If we may judge 
the tone and substance of the dispatch ad- 
dressed to Ambassador Bayard in July from the 
paraphrase communicated to Congress we are 
not in the least surprised that no answer has 
yet been received. We undertake to predict that 
when the answer reaches the White House it 
will furnish the President with much matter for 
serious reflection. We have far too much con- 
fidence in the strength and generosity of Ameri- 
can character to believe fer a moment that the 
President will be sustained in his position by 
the better order of transatlantic sentiment. 


The Standard disavows any wish to treat 
the message with disrespect, but says that 
the whole passage relative to Venezuela is 
a tissue of unreal assumptions and unsup- 
ported deductions. It adds that it is ob- 
viously for the ople of the United States 
to decide whether at any time they will 
forcibly prevent a European power from 
forcibly increasing its possessions on the 
American continent. If they wish to car 
out this view they will do so after due - 
culation of the cost, but this has nothing 
to do with Great Britain’s right to vindi- 
cate her title to territory which she holds to 
be her own without interference from the 
outside. 

Regarding the mode of enforcing the Brit- 
ish claim, the paper asks: 

Does Mr. Cleveland seriously suggest that be- 
cause a State is insignificant it is to be ex- 
empt from the ordinary consequences of aggres- 
sion on a powerful neighbor? Has he ever 
adopted this singular principle where wrong has 
been done to the United States? Of course not, 
and he must not teach a virtue that he declines 
to practice. He insists that there must be arbi- 
tration; that Venezuela is to define the issues, 
and Great Britain is to submit meekly to the 
award. 

The Morning Post will say: 

Regarding Samoa and Venezuela, the message 
appears to be framed on lines that Senator 
Chandler might approve. The President appears 
to assume that England must be wrong because 
she is stronger than Venezuela. 


The Chronicle will say: 


The President's reference to Armenia is prac- 
tically an invitation foy_the powers to coerce the 
Sultan, and, being backed up by the sending vf 
a cruiser, it must be regarded as a definite ad- 
herence of the United States to the European 
concert. 

Few honest critics can say anything against the 
references to Venezuela. We agree with the 
President that the matter is eminently suited for 
impartial arbitration. No doubt the British Gov- 
ernment will take the same view when repara- 
tion for injuries due us from Venezuela is made. 

Every Liberal will acquiesce in the doctrine 
enunciated by Mr. Cleveland that our hands 
are full enough without increasing our burdens 
in America, especially at the risk of creating 


ship is more valuable to us than that of all 
others together, but if the United States assumes 
extra territorial authority, they render themselves 
answerable in some degree for the faithful dis- 
charge of obligations by the Central and South 
American republics. Apparently it is their in- 
tention to undertake this serious task, 

The Times will say: 

The failure of Congress to embody Mr.

‘Dingley May Be the Head of the 


Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee—Grosvenor Interprets 
Reed's Speech. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative Sere- 
no E. Payne of New-York made the motion 
to adjourn yesterday and again to-day. That 
motion is one usually made by the leader 
of the House. The leader of the House is 
usually the Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Arguing from these signs, it is assumed 
that Mr. Payne, and not Mr. Dingley of 
Maine, is to be the most prominent of Mr. 
Reed’s lNeutenants on the floor, and that 


the Speaker has in reservation some ap- 
pointment for which he considers Mr. 
Dingley equally well fitted. Mr, Payne, if 
selected, will bring to the arduous task 
imposed upon him an abundance of phys- 
ical vigor and a partisanship that knows 
no sleeping. He probably is a stronger 
protectionist than the Sneaker himself. 
His regard for the Speaker has been deep 
and abiding. His watchfulness for party 
opportunity on the floor, and off it, has 
been a habit for years. He is less of a 
statesman and more of a politician than 
the Speaker. He has more courage and 
less politeness than the former leader, Mc- 
Kinley. All things considered, he easily is 
the best man for the place on the Repub- 
lican side, although his general ability is 
of an inferior character to that possessed 


‘by Mr. Dingley. 


It is assumed that if Mr. Payne be se- 
lected for the head of the Ways'and Means 
Committee, Mr. Dingley will take Banking 
and Currency. This place, in the present 
Congress, may be of greater practical im- 
portance than the one for which Mr. Ding- 
ley frequently has been named. That 
Chairmanship will not impose upon its 
holder the charge of the House, but with

CHAPLAIN COUDEN IS WARLIKE. 


Prays that the Nation May Be Quick 
to Resent ap Insult. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—One of the jokes 
that has passed about the Capitol since Con- 
gress assembled is that both the Senate and 
the House are led by the blind. This is at 
the expense of the Chaplains. The Rev. 
William H. Milburn, the Chaplain of the 
Senate, a blind man, who has lectured 
upon what he saw without eyes in England, 
was formerly Chaplain of the House. He 
was never so aggressive a prayer maker, 
however, as the Rev. Mr. Couden, the new- 
ly elected House Chaplain, who made his 
first official appeal to the throne of grace 
this morning. If he was chosen for his 
warlike notions and his audacity, he has at 
once justified his employment, even if he 
has not added lustre to his cloth. He sald: 

Almighty and.most merciful God, our heavenly 
Father, we come into Thy presence with reverence 
and awe, yet with perfect confidence and faith, 
because Thou art a prayer-hearing and prayer- 
answering God. We thank Thee for that provid- 
ence which has been over us as a people, to 
guide and sustain us as a people, through all the 
vicissitudes of the past, and we pray Thee that 
the same providence shall be present to guide 
and sustain us through all the future. 

Let Thy spirit fall mightily upon these, Thy 
servants, here assembled, that they may be guided 
to truth and right and duty. Especially let 
Thy spirit rests upon the Speaker of this House, 
that in all his rulings he may be guided unto 
justice and equity. 

And so, Heavenly Father, let peace reign 
throughout our borders, yet may we be quick 
to resent anything like an insult to this our 
Nation. May prosperity smile on our land, and 
peace and happiness come into every home. So 
may Thy kingdom come and Thy will be done 
through Jesus Christ, Our Lord. Amen. 

The prayer, formally for peace, incidental- 
ly breathed a menace of war, when he fol- 
lowed an invocation to be guided ‘“ unto 
justice and equity”’ by expressing the hope 
that we may “ be quick to resent anything 
like an insult to this, our Nation.” It is 
safe to assume that he will be cautious 
hereafter. 





CUBA AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The subjects of 
Cuban belligerency and the Monroe doctrine 
divided attention with the President’s mes- 
sage in the Senate to-day. Mr. Lodge, who 
only a few weeks ago was pouring war talk 
into the willing ears of foreign reporters, 
introduced a resolution declaring in favor 
of the maintenance of the Monroe doctrine. 
Mr. Cullom delivered himself of a similar 
declaration. Big Mr. Allen of Nebraska of- 
fered a joint resolution treating both of 
Cuba and the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Call of 
Florida came out flat-footed for the recog- 
nition of the belligerent rights of the Cuban 
revolutionists, and notice to Spain that she 
must conduct the war in Cuba with some 
regard to the laws of nations and human- 
ity.

MANY CONTESTS IN THE HOUSE. 


Speaker Reed Wants a Speedy Settle- 
ment of the Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—There are thirty 
contests in the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the testimony thus far 
printed aggregates 17,000 pages. Of these 
thirty cases, five, including that of Mr. 
McGann of Chicago, will probably be dis- 
posed of by unanimous agreement of the 
committee. The remaining twenty-five con- 
tested cases will consume probably thirty- 
two or thirty-three days of the time of 
the House, to say nothing of the burden 
their consideration imposes upon the com- 
mittee, In the Fifty-first Congress there were 
seventeen contested election cases, all but 
two of which were disposed of. Their con- 
sideration occupied the House twenty-three 
days, even with the advantage of a strong 
cloture rule to close debate. 

It is understood that Speaker Reed has 
been impressed with the importance of se- 
curing reform in this matter, as well as 
to bring about the speedy settlement of 
the questions involved in these contests. It 
has been intimated that one of the first 
things to be brought before the Commit- 
tee on Rules will be a plan which has been 
suggested of either increasing the commit- 
tee to twenty-one or twenty-five instead of 
fifteen as at present, or the appointment of 
two separate committees on election cases 
to be referred as the House may indicate. 

This method of dealing with these con- 
tested cases will, it is believed, if adopted, 
result in the settlement of at least two- 
thirds of them before the Ist of May. 





DUPONT WILL CLAIM ASEAT TO-DAY 


The Delaware Senatorial Muddle Expected to 
Cause a Protracted Debate—The Case 
for the Claimant. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 3.—The initial steps 
in the effort to seat Henry A. Dupont, al- 
leged by the Republicans to have been the 
legally elected Senator from the State of 
Delaware, will be taken up in the Senate 
to-morrow, when Senator Chandler will lay 
before that body the written claim of Mr. 
Dupont, the certified copy prepared by the 
Speaker and Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the proceedings of the Legis- 
lature in the matter of the election of a 
United States Senator, and a copy of the 
record. These he will ask to have referred 
to the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions. 

The statement of the case shows these 
facts, which, it is understood, are undis- 
puted: Gov, Marvil (Rep.) was inaugurated 
Jan. 15 last to serve for a term of four 
years. He died April 8 following. William 


T. Watson (Dem.) was elected Speaker of 
the Senate on the organization of the State 
Legislature the first Tuesday in January. 


By the Constitution of Delaware, on the™ 


death of the Governor the Speaker of the 
Senate “shall exercise the office of Gov- 
ernor.” : 

Watson was accordingly sworn in as Gov- 
ernor April 9. From that time he ceased 
to act as a Senator, either in the Senate 
or the joint Assembly, in the matter of the 
election of a Senator, until May 9, upon 
which day, at 8 o'clock in the afternoon, it 
had been provided that an adjournment 
sine die should be had. Watson appeared in 
the joint Assembly at noon and took the 
chair as Speaker, presided, and voted. Du- 
pont received 15 votes to 15 votes cast for 
other candidates. 

It is claimed that the whole matter rests 
upon a question of law, and the friends of 
Mr. Dupont, in the contest about to be pre- 
cipitated in the United States Senate, con- 
tend that the question resolves itself into 
this and this only: If Watson had the right 
to vote as a Senator after his elevation to 
the office of Governor, then Dupont was not 
elected, he not having received a major- 
ity of the votes cast. If, however, Watson 
had not the right to vote, then Dupont, 
having received a majority of the votes of 
those entitled to vote, was duly elected to 
the Senate, and should be seated. 

A prolonged debate will doubtless grow 
out of this case, and one of the reasons 
urged why the Republicans should reor- 
ganize the Senate is that they may have 
possession of the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections and secure a favorable re- 
port on this case.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—If present indica- 
tions may be taken as a basis for prophecy, 
the present Congress will have as many 
schemes of new legislation to consider as 
any of its predecessors, New bills came in 


in a flood to-day from all directions in both 
houses. As is usually the case, the new 
members, in the enthusiasm of their unac- 
customed employment, were most prolific 
of ideas which they desired incorporated in 
the statutes. Some of these were ‘“‘ reform” 
measures calculated, acording to the the- 
ories of their sponsors, to bring about an 
immediate millennial condition, Others were 
in the interest of individuals, while a large 
number were merely expressive of loyalty 
to ‘“‘the old flag and an appropriation,” 
and called for the construction of public 
buildings and other public works. The old 
members were not far behind the novices, 
and many “ fads’’ which have been before 
past Congresses appeared in their old fa- 
miliar garb, their advocates getting them 
in early to secure consideration. 
Free Silver to the Front. 


Free silver bills were numerous. In the 
Senate three were offered, one each by Sen- 
ators Peffer, (Pop., Kan.,) Squire, (Rep., 
Washington,) and Stewart, (Pop., Nev.) Sen- 
ator Peffer also offered a bill to repeal all 
laws authorizing the issue of United States 
bonds. In the House, Mr. McRae (Dem., 
Ark.,) presented a bill providing for the free 


coinage of silver and the issue of gold cer- 
tificates. 

Pensions came in for liberal consideration. 
The first bill introduced in the Senate was 
a pension bill by Senator Lantge (Rep., 
Mass.) It provides a pension o $100 per 
month to the widow of Brig. Gen. William 
ogewell. The last session’s bill of Senator 
Palmer (Dem., Ill.,) to codify and arrange 
the laws relating to pensions was reintro- 
duced. Senator Peffer (Pop., Kan.,) had a 
bill to protect the rights of pensioners. In 
the House, Mr. Mahon (Rep., Penn.,) offered 
a bill making a pension a vested right and 
authorizing the suspension of pensions ob- 
tained by fraud, accident, or mistake. Mr. 
Hermann (Rep., Oregon) introduced a bill 

ranting pensions to the survivors of the 
ndian wars of 1832 to 1842, inclusive. 

The question of providing a uniform sys- 
tem of bankruptcy laws was introduced 
in both branches. In the House Mr. Powers 
(Rep., Vt.,) presented a bill providing for a 
modification of the Torrey bill. 1t was 
the measure advocated at the last session 
by Mr. Oates, (Dem., Ala.) In the Senate 
similar bills were offered by Senators Petti- 
grew, (Rep., S. D.,) and Mitchell, (Rep., Ore- 
gon.) 


Frye and Shipping. 


Senator Frye (Rep., Me.,) introduced a 
number of measures of interest to ship- 
builders and owners, one bill abolishing 
compulsory pilotage fees on vessels in the 
coastwise trade. Another would establish, 


under Federal control, shipping officers for 
seamen. A third would admit to American 
registry forty-eight foreign-built steamships 
owned by American citizens or corporations. 
Included in these are the steamers Kensing- 
ton, Southwark, Berlin, Chester, Friesland, 
Westerniand, Noordland, way wee. Belgen- 
land, Nederland, Waesland, Switzerland, 
Pennland, Baracouta, Aztec, Manhanset, 
Mohican, Monomoy, Massasoit, Manitoba, 
Massachusetts, Montezuma, Mariposa, Mis- 
sissippi, Maine, Missouri, Maryland, Mon- 
tana, Michigan, Minnesota, Rappahannock, 
Shenandoah, and Kanawha; and also au- 
thorized American registry to foreign-built 
vessels when bond is given by their owners 
to build in an American shipyard vessels of 
equal value. 


Immigration and Naturalization. 


Matters connected with immigration 
called for some attention. Senator Chandler 
(Rep., N. H.,) introduced his bill exeluding 
alien Anarchists, and amending the immi- 
gration laws. In the House, a bill was 
offered by Mr. McCall, (Rep., Mass.,) 
amending the immigration laws by adding 
to the class of aliens excluded from the 
United States all persons between the ages 


of fourteen and sixty years who cannot 
read, write, and speak the English or some 
other language. Mr. Johnson (Rep., Cal.,) 
presented a bill amending the naturaliza- 
tion laws, so as to provide that no alien 
shall become a citizen who has not for five 
years precedin the time apemeation is 
made resided within the United States, and 
who cannot read, write, and speak the 
English language. 

Senator Peffer (Pop., Kan.,) reintroduced 
his ‘‘ reform’’ measures, among them being 
bills to regulate Congressional funerals 
and resolutions for Constitutional amend- 
ments providing for the election of the 
President, Vice President, and Senators 
by the direct vote of the people, and that 
no change = eee policy of the Govern- 
ment, especially respecting foreign rela- 
tions, taxation, and monetary affairs, shall 
take effect until approved by the people 
at an election held for that purpose. 

Senator Frye (Rep., Me.,) presented the 
joint resolutions of the Legislature of 
Maine, asking that the birthday of Abra- 
ham Lincoln made a public holiday. 


General Subjects. 


The pioneer petition by an army officer 
for the refunding of the income tax col- 
lected from him during the late war of the 
rebellion was’ presented in the House by 
Representative Dolliver, (Rep., Iowa.) The 
petitioner is John McNulty, M. D., ex-Sur- 


geon of the Thirty-seventh New York Vol- 
unteers, and he asks for a refund of $560. 

Senator Kyle (Pop., 8S. D.,) introduced a 
bill for the Government control of tele- 
graphs; Senator Peffer, (Pop., Kan.,) one 
prohibiting officers of the Government from 
refusing to pay money appropriated by 
Congress for specific purposes; Senator 
Mitchell (Rep., Oregon,) one for postal sav- 
“_— depositories, 

r. Mahon Chep. Penn.,) offered in the 
House a bill esta ishing a bureau of pub- 
lic health in the Treasury Department to 
provide measures of security against the in- 
troduction and spread of contagious and 
epidemic diseases. 

Mr. Phillips’ (Rep., Penn.,) presented in 
the House the same bill he introduced in 
the last Congress, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a non-partisan commission to col- 
late information and to consider and rec- 
ommend legislation to meet the problems 
presented by labor, agriculture and capi- 
tal. Mr. Meiklejohn (Rep., Neb.,) had one 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicants to In- 
dians under penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Mr. McRae (Dem., Ark.,) got several bills 
on the House calendar. Among them was one 
defining trusts and authorizing the free im- 
portation of articles dealt in by them. An- 
other was to refund the cotton tax; an- 
other looked to the final adjustment of the 
swamp-land grants, and still another pro- 
vided for the sale of lands, chiefly val- 
uable for their building stone, salt, chalk, 
and like mineral products, 

Senator Davis (Kep., Minn.,) introduced a 
bill giving the Major General commanding 
the army the rank and pay of Lieutenant 
General. 

In the House, Mr. Chickering (Rep., N. 
Y.,) offered a bill appropriating $100, to 
enable the Secretary of War to ascertain 
the cost and feasibility of constructing a 
ship canal from the great lakes to the nay- 
igable waters of the Hudson River, 

Senator Squire (Rep., Washington,) pro- 
posed an appropriation of $300,000 for a 
monument to Gen. Grant at Washington, 
D. C., and Mr. Hall of Iowa asked the 
House for $100,000 for a home for disabled 
colored people, to be established in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Appropriations Asked. 


The majority of the appropriations pro- 
posed were for public buildings, but Mr. 
Mercer, (Rep., Neb.,) in House bills, asked 
$15,000 to establish an assay office and $10v,- 
000 for a branch mint, both to be situated 
at Omaha. Senator Frye (Rep., Me.,) asked 
100,000 toward constructing a memorial 
ridge over the Potomac at Washington, 
the cost of which should be $600,000, and 
Senator Gallinger (Rep., N. H.,) wanted a 
like amount, under like conditions, for a 
dry dock at Portsmouth, N. H. Senator 
Vest (Dem., Mo.,) had a bill appropriating 
$300,000 for a hall of records at Washing- 


ton.

Waco, Texas, Dec. 3.—The Standard Oik 
Trust indictment cases came up in the Dis- 
trict Court to-day. The exceptions filed yes- 
terday holding that the business of the 
trust was inter-State commerce and out of 
the jurisdiction of the State courts, and 
also that the Texas trust law was uncon- 
stitutional, were overruled by Judge Scott, 
and the local managers of the trust will 
be tried separately. 

Requisitions for John D. Rockefeller, 
Hen M. Plagler, and other prominent 
Standard Oil officials were issued last year 
by the Governor of Texas, but Gov. Flower 
of New-York refused to honor the papers, 
and these officials have not appeared. to 
answer the indictments. 

Violation of the anti-trust laws of Texas 
is a felony, punishable with heavy penal- 
tiles.

CHARLES LOWE’S LIFE OF THE KAISER 


THE GERMAN EMPEROR WILLIAM I. Pub- 
lic Men of To-day Series. By Charles Lowe. 
12mo. New-¥ork: Frederick Warne & Co.

Emperor William will not enjoy this book. 
He may like the first few chapters, in, which 
the story of his babyhood and boyhood its 
told, but as he proceeds into the book it 
will dawn on him that he is being picke 
to pieces; his rich Hotenzollern blood will 
boil with rage when he comes to @ full 
understanding of what Mr. Lowe has done 
with him. It is possible, of course, that the 
Emperor aiready has read the book. It 
may be the author has sent him an advance 
copy, gilt-edged and bound in morocco, con- 
sidering that the proper thing to do. If we 
assume that this has been done, we open & 
wide field for conjecture as to what has 
become of the Emperor’s copy. It requires 
no great stretch of the imagination to pict- 
ure the book blazing in the grate, and the 
Emperor prancing up and down the room, 
kicking the dogs and the hassocks and be-* 
moaning the fate that made him ruler of 
only Germany instead of the autocrat of all 
the world. Mr. Lowe never could write an- 
other book if he were under Emperor Will- 
iam’s governmental. thumb. 

It is not a savage book that Mr. Lowe has 
written, not a bit of it. The author un- 
doubtedly "has formed decided opinions as 
to William’s character, his capacity as a 
ruler, and his public career, but it is not 
through laying stress on these opinions that 
he conveys impressions that are distinctly 
disparaging. There is not much of direct 
expression of opinion in the book, its meth- 
od being almost strictly narrative rather 
than critical. The author has undertaken 
to state wha. nas taken place—what has 
been said and done—and apparently he has 
attempted to refrain from saying what his 
own judgments are concerning acts and 
policies which must be the bases of esti- 
maies of William’s character and career. 
He is, however, like the witness in court 
who, though he tells the truth and nothing 
but the truth, is bound to disclose to the 
jury what his opinions are as to the merits 
of the case on trial. Probably it would be 
fair to assume that he is like the skillful and 
prejudiced witness who makes up his mind 
when he takes the stand that his testimony 
shall serve the cause to which he is at- 
tached. 

If we look at Mr. Lowe’s book in this 
light, his cleverness and literary skill im- 
press us strongly. In a calm, quiet way, 
he has run over the story of William’s life 
up to date, proceeding all the while with 
the manner of one who is thoroughly disin- 
terested, willing to let his readers decide 
for themselves whether the Emperor has 
been a dutiful son, a lovable husband, an 
amiable man, and an accomplished states- 
man. Nobody can discover any ill nature in 
the story. Somehow the impression rests 
in the mind that the story not only ts dis- 
paraging, but also is true. One would say 
that it was the sort of story to do the Em- 
peror good. As the author phrases it, he 
has painted his subject in the “ carefully 
mixed colors of his own words and acts,” 
and nobody should be able to appreciate the 
truth of this remark more readily than the 
Emperor himself. So, then, he may regard 
Mr. Lowe’s book as a sort of mirror in 
which are portrayed all his good points, and 
his blemishes as well; he may regard it also 
as being a pretty close approach to the 
world’s judgment of his life up to the pres- 
ent, and its expectation of what his future 
will be. 

We may imagine William subjecting him- 
self to examination and his life to review 
after reading what Mr. Lowe has written 
about him. One question he would ask 
would be whether he has been, ever sincé he 
came of age, so full of conceit, so compiete- 
ly in love with himself, as to exclude the 
possibility of his learning a good many 
things a great sovereign should know. Mr. 
Lowe does not say this of him, but, in tell- 
ing what he has said and done, he strongly 
suggests it, Another question William would 
ask would be whether he had not set his 
face toward the past and attempted to bring 
back the brutality of a dead age, instead of 
facing to the front and embodying in his 
royal habits and governmental methods the 
spirit of the nineteenth century. 

The Emperor might get a reasonably 
strong intimation in Mr. Lowe’s book that 
he has been talking a lot of stuff and 
twaddle since the day he snatched the 
erown he eagerly had been waiting for, 
and with his own hands clapped it on his 
head and called himself God’s appointed 
ruler of Germany. It does a man good 
sometimes to take a rejected manuscript 
out of the bureau drawer where it has 
jain a number of years and read it over. 
Oftentimes the man will finish his read- 
ing with a sigh of relief that there 
was an intelligent editor that stood like a 
stone wall in front of him when he tried 
to get at the public. Emperor William has 
said what he liked since he has been an 
Emperor. Possibly now that he is in- 
vited to eat his own words and say if he 
likes them, it may occur to him, on ac- 
count of the manner in which they are 
served, that he is like the parrot which re- 
marked to himself as he smoothed out 
the few feathers the dog had left him, 
“One trouble with you, my friend, is that 
you talk too much.” Mr. Lowe says on this 


point: 


But it was not so much by his deeds as 
by his words that the Emperor began to 
attract the attention of Europe. ror it 

resently appeared that there was one thing 
i which his Majesty far excelled all his 
forbears, and that was in the use of his 
tongue. One of his ancestors had been 
Dutch “ William the Silent,” and now he 

med at becoming equally famous as a 

ind of German “ William the Speaker.” 
In the first year of his reign the young 
Emperor had spoken almost as much as his 

dfather had done in the course of all his 
ong life. He was thus, onent many, 
incurring a very grave responsibility by fly- 
\ng 80 Many drafts on the future, for he 
gost no possible opportunity of haranguing 
his subjects, deeming that a throne might 
well be made to serve the purposes of a pul-

RECENT NOVELS 


Three Stories by Miss Murfrec. 

THE MYSTERY OF WITCH-FACE MOUNT- 
AIN, and Other Stories. By Charles Egbert 
Craddock. New-York: Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co. $1.25. 


Miss Murfree still linges among the mount- 
ains and the moonshiners of Tennessee, 
The long story, or novelette, which gives 
this book its title, reflects much of her 
original talent, and, we should judge, ex- 
hibits all of her worst extravagances. Its 
element of weirdness is well treated, and 
its pictures of mountain scenery are cer- 
tainly full of the sense of largeness, and 
abound in passages that are both convinc- 
ing and beautiful. But her reckless use of 
words is frequently irritating. Her long 
study of an uncouth dialect has had its 
effect upon her style. 

“The Mystery of Witch-Face Mountain” 
is a sad tale, in which the view of life is all 
rather hopeless and depressing. The exiled 
consumptive who, by chance, discovers rock 
oil in the mountain, is able to use his 
knowledge to no personal advantage, and 
dies of his malady and his disappointment 
just as a corporation has begun to bore its 
wells. The chemist whom he summons 
to test his discovery is killed by the way- 
side. And finally the discovery is found to 
have no commercial value at all; the wells 
are soon exhausted and the corporation 
made bankrupt. The mountaineers who are 
more or less involved in these proceedings 
derive no sort of benefit from them. The 
moonshiners, the farmers, and the horse 
thieves are alike discomfited. Narcissa, 
the golden-haired mountain girl, whose ex- 
tremely poetical nature is never expressed 
in her harsh speech, stands irresolutely be- 
tween two romances, so to speak, and 
neither is complete. Her liking for the 
valley stranger is so vague that it is scarce- 
ly expressed, yet it impels her to check the 
smooth current of Moonshiner Con Hite’s 
wooing, and the dénouement leaves her 
still uncertain and unplighted. 

There are two other short stories in 
the volume, and these are both less pessi- 
mistic, and, therefore, more welcome. We 
are used to the pessimism of fiction that 
finds its theme in great cities, and tolerate 
it, if we do not like it, but pessimism 
among the hills and in the wilderness is a 
little too much. 


A New Romance by Bret Harte. 

IN THB HOLLOW OF THE HILLS. By Bret 
Harte. New-York: Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
$1.25. 


The facility with which Bret Harte can 
tell a story amazes his admirers freshly 
each time he produces a new book. His 
skill in plot building and the art of narra- 
tive is unerring, and his style is ever al- 
luring. Here is a new long romance from 
his ready pen, in which the reader finds 
himself under a spell at the very beginning, 
and his attention is closely held until the 
end. 

A plot that seems at first deeply in- 
volved in mystery and full of n sug- 
gestiveness is woven deftly and swiftly, and 
the action goes forward without pause. 
Nearly half the story is finished before 
the author finds it necessary to break the 
thread in order to introduce new elements 
to sustain the interest, and it is not until 
the last word has been read that we real- 
ize how old and well worn all these ma- 
terials are that have been used to charm 
us, and of how little significance this ro- 
mance of California in the early sixties is. 

In truth, so far as characterization is 
concerned, this is one of the very feeblest 
of all Harte’s tales, and the love story it 
involves is slight and even improbable. As 
we lay the book aside we have already 
forgotten even the name of its hero, and 
are conscious of no feeling of sympathy for 
the vaguely defined schoolgirl with whom 
he is enamored. She faintly suggests a 
dozen of Harte’s ingenuous soubrettes, but 
she has less life than any one of the others. 
Perhaps, after all, this young prospector is 
not the hero, and his elusive sweetheart 
is not the heroine of ‘‘In the Hollow of 
the Hills.”’ 

Collinson, the man of the old mill, one 
of those quaintly overwrought characters 
Harte’s readers are familiar with, which 
in some of his most powerful and original 
works serve to keep in view his early in- 
debtedness to the influence of Dickens, 
may be entitled to the first place. But 
we cannot quite believe in Collinson, and 
the outlaws and earthquakes associated 
with his grotesquely sad experiences, though 
probably like enough to real outlaws and 
earthquakes, do not linger in the memory 
very seriously. As for Collinson’s wife, 
we see her face to face, and hear her 
voice but once, and then she is strongly 
human and impressive. 

But, as a whole, the story is all in the 
telling of it, and the materials are next to 
nothing. One who has read it has ex- 
perienced anew the eloquence of one of the 
most gifted romancers of this century, 
though he has gained nothing but the mo- 
mentary thrill of the narrative. The de- 
scriptions of nature are as richly suggest- 
ive as ever, the play of humor as free and 
effective, and the climaxes as well devised; 
which is only to say that everything Bret 
Harte writes is well worth reading through. 
“In the Hollow of the Hills” is not one 
of his works that will be long remembered,

The 
title story is an Irish sketch. The next is 
a picture of high life in London town, with 
a charming little girl who wears lace pet- 
ticoats and has pretty little feet as the 
heroine.

NEW MUNICIPAL BUILDING 





Another Plan Reported to the Board 
of Estimate. 


TO BE LOCATED IN CITY HALL PARK 


Room to be Provided for the Reg- 


ister, Controller, Corporation 


Counsel, Surrogate, and 


County Clerk. 


Another new municipa) building scheme 
has been evolved. It is not quite as elab- 
orate as were some of Its predecessors, but 
it may turn out to be more useful. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment recently appointed Corporation Coun- 


sel Scott and President Jeroloman of the 
Board of Aldermen a sub-committee to 
examine the condition of the Register’s 
office, as to the safety of the records and 
as to the accommodation afforded for public 
business. This committee made its report 
at yesterday’s meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

Besides the Register’s office, the report 
went into the ‘condition of other offices, and 
in conclusion recommended that authority 
be obtained from the Legislature for the 
removal of the old brownstone Court House, 
the engine house, and the Hall of Records 
in the City Hall Park, and for the erection 
in the park, at the corner of Centre and 
Chambers Streets, of a fire-proof building 
of proper height and size to accommodate 
all the offices mentioned in the report, and 
including two courtrooms for the use of 
the Surrogate and the Department of 
Taxes and Assessment. 

“The superficial area of the park occupied 
by the three buildings whose demolition we 
recommend is nearly 21,000 square feet,’ 
says the report. ‘“‘A building occupying a 
considerably less number of square feet 
could readily be designed to afford ample 
accommodation for the five offices re- 
ferred to. 

“If the County Clerk's office was put on 
the second floor of such a building, a Nght 
bridge connecting the new building with 
the County Court House would conveniently 
connect the Supreme Court with the Clerk. 

“The removal of the Hall of Records 
would afford an opportunity for much more 


convenient access to the Brooklyn Bridge 
than is at present enjoyed by the thousands 
who daily cross the City Hall Park going 
to, and from the bridge. 

‘The amount that would annually be 
saved in rentals alone would go far to pay 
the yearly interest and sinking-fund charge 
upon the cost of such a building, if, indeed, 
it id not wholly pay them. 

Your committee therefore recommends 
that the Counsel to the Corporation be 
directed to prepare and present to the 
board for approval a bill to effect the pur- 
Poses outlined in this report.’’ 

Owing to the absence of the Controller 
and the President of the Board of Alder- 
men, there was no discussion or action in 
the matter yesterday. It was laid over 
until the next meeting. 

The report states, among other things: 


That we find that the building now occupied 
by the Register is wholly inadequate and unfitted 
for the amount of public business necessarily 
transacted there, and is by no means so safe 
from danger by fire as such a building should be. 
No time should, in our opinion, be lost in pro- 
viding proper accommodations for this most im- 
portant office. 

What is true of the Register’s office is equally 
true of other offices containing invaluable public 
records. 

The records to which we refer may be divided 
into two classes: 

First—The records affecting the titles to real 
estate generally in the city, and 

Second—The records especially affecting 
property, rights, and liabilities of the city. 

The records embraced in the first class are to 
be found in the Register’s office, the County 
Clerk’s office, and the office of the Surrogate. 

The records contained in the second class are 
to be found in the office of the Controller and 
the office of the Counsel to the Corporation. 

In the Register’s office are the recorded deeds 
and mortgages affecting the title to all the real 
estate in the city, and a vast number of original 
and valuable maps, no less important than the 
deeds themselves. 

In the County Clerk's office are the original 
records of actions in foreclosure, partition, and 
ejectment, upon which numberless titles depend, 
and which are constantly consulted by con- 
veyancers, 

In the Surrogate’s office are the records of 
wills, a great number of original wills, and the 
papers in all the actions and proceedings affect- 
ing the testamentary disposition of property from 
the earliest days. 

These three offices are filled daily by lawyers 
engaged in examining titles, and each of the 
offices is so inadequate In accommodation and 
room, that this most necessary work is rendered 
unreasonably difficult. 

In the Controller’s office are preserved at least 
one of the original ancient charters of the city, 
a very large number of water grants, and valu- 
able maps, and documents without number which 
may be necessary at any time to defend the 
city against unwarranted claims, or to enable 
her to assert undoubted rights. 

In the office of the Counsel to the Corporation 
are the papers in all the litigations to which the 
city ig a party, and a great number of valuable 
original contracts, grants, and other documents 
necessary for the successful presentation of the 
city’s case in each of these litigations, 

The report says that the total or partial 
destruction of any of the records would be 
a great loss to property owners of the city. 

The County Clerk’s office, in the base- 
ment of the County Court House, is de- 
eclared to be badly arranged for its pur- 
poses and inadequate in space. The same 
is said of the Surrogate’s office. Light and 
ventilation are bad in both offices.

Proposed Joint Parade in New-York 
of Veterans. 


COMMITTEE TO MAKE ARRANGEMENTS 


Mayor Strong Found the Idea Popu- 
lar Among ex-Confederates— 
Date for the’ Reunion 
Not Decided. 


A proposition to hold in this city next 
year a great joint parade of Federal and 
Confederate veterans of the civil war has 
finally taken shape under the auspices of 


an influential committee, headed by the 
Mayor of New-York. 

The itdea originated with Col. John J. 
Garnett, a distinguished Confederate vet- 
eran, who lives in this city. Col. Garnett 
proposed some weeks ago that “ blue”’ and 
‘““gray’”’ should march through the streets 
of New-York July 4 in fraternal harmony, 
and thus bury on America’s great National 
holiday any ill feeling left by the war. 

It was then pointed out that July 4, 
though the most suitable holiday on which 
such an event could fall, as it antedated all 
the strife which led to the war and was 
never a sectional holiday, would probably 


be too hot for many of the veterans who 
might wish to take part in it. 

Decoration Day was proposed as a substi- 
tute, but did not seem to meet with the 
concurrence of all those concerned, as it 
was peculiarly a Northern holiday. 

The matter was allowed to rest until the 
Mayor went South to the Atlanta Exposi- 
tion, when mention was made of the project 
there. The citizens of Atlanta, to whom 
the idea was new, embraced it with the 
wildest enthusiasm, and it threatened to 
eclipse the ordinary glories of Manhattan 
a by becoming the sole topic of discus- 
sion. 

One influential Southern editor said };:ri- 
vately that such a parade would send 100,- 
000 persons from the South to New-York 
City, and would create the most unbounded 
enthusiasm, besides giving a capital fixed 
day for ceasing to allude to the civil war 
as other than a matter of past history. 

By the advice of those who had the pro- 
motion of the —_ most at heart, no al- 
lusion was made to the subject on Manhac- 
tan Day, but Mayor Strong and many 
others who were with him came home 4e- 
| to carry out the idea in a practical 
orm. 

The result of conferences held since was 
the sending of the following letter to a dis- 
tinguished list of men throughout the coun- 
try, asking them to act as a general com- 
mittee to take charge of the patriotic vn- 


dertaking:

NO GOWNS FOR JUSTICES 





The Appellate Division Votes to Re- 
tain Ordinary Garb. 


RULES OF PRACTICE ARE AMENDED 


Terms Wiil Be Held for Ex 
Parte Motions—Calendars Will 


Not 


Be Made Up upon Order 


of the Court. 


ALBANY, Dec. 38.—The Justices of the Ap- 
Ppellate Division of the Supreme Court re- 
sumed their session to-day. 

The absentees were Justice Calvin E. 


Pratt of Brooklyn and Charles C. Dwight of 
Auburn. 

The report on the matter of rules was 
discussed four hours. The most important 
changes made, when compared with the 
old General Term rules, were: 

Extending Rule 14 for the discovery of books, 
Papers, and documents, when compelled, so as 
to include property. 

Continuing in force the rule of 1888 relative 
to notices of arguments. 

Extending the time for the preparation of cases 
on appeal] from ten to thirty days. 

Authorizing the appellate departments to make 
rules for the exchange of briefs, but adopting no 
general rule on that subject. 

Directing that the calendars of the Appellate 
Division in each department shall be mdae up 
for the first term, and at such other times as the 
Court may direct. 

That cases on appeal from non-enumerated 
motions shall be filed with the Clerk within fif- 
teen days after appeal is taken. 

That all counselors stand while addressing 
the Court, whether examining witnesses or sum- 
ming up. 

That counselors be allowed thirty minutes in- 
stead of fifteen, as proposed, in arguments on 
non-enumerated motions. 

That the stenographer in each department fur- 
nish a copy of every opinion to the reporter of 
the Appellate Division free of cost. 

The longest discussion was over the mak- 
ing up of calendars and the mode of prac- 
tice. Some Justices favored a continuous 
calendar; others a calendar for each term. 
While those carrying on the discussion 
were floundering about, Justice Herrick, 
who had been seated in the background, 


moved up to the table, and suggested that 
a calendar be made up whenever the court 
should direct. This seemed to be satis- 
factery to all, and the proposition was 
accepted. 

The first roll call was on the adoption of 
the proposed Rule 39, relative to practice. 
It was vot down—yeas, 18; nays, 6, 
and the old rule of practice was substan- 
tially re-enacted. 

A 4 otion was made by Justice Rumsey 
that it was the sense of the convention 
f the Appellate Division 
may make decisions in any case submitted 
to them on issues of fact and law before 
Jan. 1 after that date. This was voted 
down—yeas, 1; nays, 17. 

The —— of wearing gowns came up 
on a question of privilege by Justice Adams. 
He said that he had received a communica- 
tion addressed to Justice Hardin as Presid- 
ing Justice of the Fourth Department, signed 
by prominent lawyers in the Seventh and 
Bighth Districts, asking that the Justices 
of the Appellate Division wear gowns. Jus- 
tice Ingraham said that he had a corre- 
sponding paper, which had been sent to the 
Presiding Justice of the First Department. 

Justice Green said that a large number 
of Justices in the Eighth District had ex- 
pressed regret at the action of the conven- 
tion at its former session voting down the 
proposition to wear gowns. He was urged 
to use his strongest endeavors to have the 
vote reconsidered. 

The motion to adopt the gown was lost 
by a vote of yeas 6, nays 12. : 

Justice Landon said that these petitions 
were but a flimsy pretext for vain persons 
to get into gowns. , He believed that the 
only place where a gown should be worn 
was in criminal cases and police courts. Jus- 
tice Bartlett thought the matter should be 
referred to the bars of the several’ de- 
partments. If the Justices decide to wear 
gowns it will be to display their vanity. 
The Justices themselves should not take 
action for a distinctive garb unless re- 
quested to do so. 

It was declared the sense of the con- 
vention that Appellate Justices are not au- 
thorized to hold terms for ex parte motions.

THE MISSOURL DEMOCRACY SPLIT 


A Drawn Battle Between the Sound Money 
and Free Silver Advocates at the 
Meeting of State Committee. 


Sr. Louis, Dec, 3.—That the schism in the 
Missouri Democracy is serious enough to 
menace the party’s supremacy in the State 
is admitted to-night by leading Democrats. 

The division in the ranks began a year 
ago, with the movement for a party dec- 
laration for free silver. This division cul- 
minated in the calling of a State Convention 
at Pertle Springs in August last, when the 
free silver men, dominating the meeting, 
doubled the membership of the State Com- 
mittee and added four members at large, 
thus giving them control. 

This combination of two opposing ele- 
ments met to-day in this city. Immediately 
following roll call Chairman C. Cc. Maffitt, 
representing the sound-money wing of the 
committee, tendered his resignation, which 
was tabled by a decisive vote. Secretary J. 
WwW. Zevely, Vice Chairman John H. Car- 
roll, and Treasurer H. L. Roseier also ten- 
dered their resignations, but the commit- 
tee tablea them. There was much sup- 
pressed anxiety among the members, and 
some time was spent in sparring on both 
sides, with harmless motions for the ap- 
pointment of sub-committees, 

The report of the Committee on Address 
to Electors was read. member of the 
committee classes it to-night as follows: 
“Tt is a whimsical evasion of a direct 
declaration for free silver, and gives just 
enough comfort to Democratic bimetallists 
to save a serious revolt, its keynote being 
an almost pathetic plea for harmony.” 

Chairman affitt again announced hts 
resignation and declared it to be irrevocable. 
For a moment it looked as though a fatal 
split had occurred. Motions, amendments, 
cries of “order,’’ and fervid oratory fol- 
lowed, and the Chairman was forced to 
quell the storm by i esse ayes his resig- 
nation. A reaction followed, and the meet- 
ing closed with a semblance of unity. 

@ committee adjourned to meet ter: 
days subsequent to the meeting of the Na- 
tiena! Committee. It 1s admitted that the 
battle was drawn between the silverites 
and the sound-money men, leaving success 
at the next election in doubt.

The death of 
Judge William F. Allen was followed by 
the appointment of Samuel Hand.

for a full term. Benjamin F. Tracy was 
appointed when Judge Andrews was made 
Chief Judge, and Judge John Clinton Gray 
was appointed upon the death of Judge 
Charles A. Rapallo, and was elected for 2 
full term.

SKETCH OF THE NEW JUSTICE. 


Is an Able Jurist and Has Filled Sev- 
eral Offices in the State. 


Judge Rufus W. Peckham was born in Al- 
bany Nov. 8, 1838. He passed through the 
Albany Academy, and at the age of eight- 
een entered the law office of Peckham & 
Tremain—the late Judge Rufus W. Peck- 
ham, his father, who was lost at sea Nov. 
22, 1873, and the late Lyman Tremain. 
After three years’ study Mr. Peckham was 
admitted to the bar, and became a partner 
in his father’s firm. In 1868 Mr. Peckham 
was elected District Attorney of Albany 
County, and performed the duties of that 
office with rare ability. He was pitted 
against Senator George F. Edmunds in the 
National bank tax cases argued before the 
United States Supreme Court in 1881, and he 
came off victor. 

Mr. Peckham has always taken great in- 
terest in politics, but abandoned all active 
participation after his election as a Supreme 
Court Justice in the Third District in 1883. 
Prior to that time Mr. Peckham was fre- 
quently presiding officer of Democratic Con- 
ventions, State, county, and city, and also 
took part in the National Conventions of 
his party in 1876 and 1880. Among the sev- 
eral offices held, Mr. Peckham never gave 
greater satisfaction in any, perhaps, than 
that of Corporation Counsel of Albany. 

In 1886 Mr. Peckham was elected Asso- 
ciate Judge of the Court of Appeals, and 
had he finished out his term would have re- 
tired in 1900. His opinions as an appellate 
Judge are considered among the ablest, 
clearest, and most concise coming from the 
highest court. 





MARK LANNIGAN DIES OF CANCER 


Checkered Career of the Old Fourth 
Ward Politician. 


Mark Lannigan, the old Fourth Ward pol- 
itician, died at his home, 112 East Eighty- 
fourth Street, last evening of cancer of the 
liver. 

Mark Lannigan had been prominent in 
city politics for more than twenty-five 
years. For many years he kept a saloon at 
67 James Street. He early became a recog- 
nized power, and gained the notice of the 
political leaders of the city. He was a Re- 
publican originally, and his first office was 
that of City Marshal. He supported the 
Greeley movement and worked hard for the 
fusion ticket. 

He was subsequently Deputy Collector of 
Internal Revenue and Deputy Sheriff. He 
joined the Irving Hall Democracy, and aft- 
erward identified himself with Tammany 
Hall. He did not remain in the Wigwam 
long, however. Being defeated in a political 
fight with ex-Police Justice Divver, he re- 
turned to the Republican ranks. 

Since then he had been an Inspector in the 
Department of Public Works. In the last 
campaign, in the Sixth Assembly District, 
he opposed ex-Police Commissioner Murray, 
the Republican leader. ; 

Mr. Lannigan’s career as a politician was 
not a smooth one. His numerous changes 
of party faith were the cause of much com- 
ment, and when in the liquor business at 
67 James Street he was accused of —— 
the lodging house over his salcon wi 
illegal voters before every election, 

Tr. Lannigan was a native of County 
Kilkenny, Ireland, and was fifty-one years 
old. He leaves a wife and two sons, James

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“CLEVELAND DOCTRINE” 
VENEZUELA, 








THE IN 

In his statement of our relations to the 
boundary dispute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain President CLEVELAND has 
enunciated a doctrine that would become 
as famous in history as Mr. MoNROs’S 
great declaration were it not for the fact 
that the interests and the designs of the 
European powers are diminishing factors 
in New World affairs. It is not the 
Monroe doctrine that Mr. CLEVELAND 
affirms. The hasty commentators on his 
message who assume that it is that doc- 
trine miss the point entirely. The posi- 
tions taken by President MONROE were 
quite outside the domain of possible ar- 
bitration. But Mr. CLEVELAND declares 
that Great Britain’s boundary dispute 
with Venezuela ‘“‘can be reasonably set- 
tled only by friendly and impartial arbi- 
tration.” The distinction is fundamental 
and as wide as the seas that separate 
these disputants. 

No part of the message will be more 
attentively scrutinized than the passage 
in which the President treats of this sub- 
ject, nor will any other be more fruitful 
of discussion. It contains the substance of 
the July dispatch to Ambassador BAYARD 
and will awaken the liveliest public de- 
sire for the perusal of that document in 
its entirety. Our attitude was “ fully and 
distinetly set forth,’ says the President, 
being, in substance, “ that the traditional 
and established policy of this Govern- 
ment is firmly opposed to a forcible in- 
crease by any European power of its ter- 
ritorial possessions on this continent; that 
this policy is as well founded in principle 
as it is strongly supported by numerous 
precedents; that, as a consequence, the 
United States is bound to protest against 
the enlargement of the area of British 
Guiana in derogation of the rights and 
against the will of Venezuela,” and that 
in the impartial arbitration which opens 
the only avenue to a reasonable settle- 
ment the “ whole controversy” should be 
included, as it would not be satisfactory 
“if one of the powers concerned is per- 
mitted to draw an imaginary line through 
the territory in debate and to declare 
that it will submit to arbitration only the 
part lying on one side of it.’”’” The dis- 
patch, therefore, calls upon the British 
Government to give a “ definite answer 
to the question whether it would or would 
not submit the territorial controversy in 
its entirety to impartial arbitration.” 

Now, Mr. Monrow’s celebrated doctrine 
consisted of three leading affirmations: 
(1) That “the American continents are 
henceforth not.to be considered as sub- 
jects for future colonization by any Eu- 
ropean powers.” (2) That as we have on 
just principles announced the independ- 
ence of the various American Repub- 
lics, “‘we could not view any interposi- 
tion for the purpose of oppressing them 
or controlling in any other manner their 
destiny by any European power in any 
other light than as the manifestation of 
an unfriendly disposition toward the 
United States.” (8) “ It is impossible that 
the allied powers should extend their 
political system to any portion of either 
continent without endangering our peace 
and happiness,” or “ that we should be- 
hold such interposition in any form with 
indifference.” 

None of these positions furnishes mat- 
ter for arbitration. The Monroe doctrine 
is nowhere conditionally permissive. It 
prohibits on pain of our displeasure— 
that is, of giving us probable cause for 
war. Mr. CLEVELAND’s proposition is that 
Great Britain may have the disputed ter- 
ritory, and be welcome to it, if she can 
establish her title before an honest arbi- 
trator. But she must not attempt “a 
forcible increase”’ of her possessions as 
against Venezuela, and she must let the 
whole belt go to arbitration, not merely 
that part west of the Schomburgk line. 

This is not the Monroe doctrine, it is 
the Cleveland doctrine; and it is a mighty 
stiff and firm utterance. Translated into 
action it means that Great Britain must 
not attempt to seize territory of which 
Venezuela contests the possession, and 
that she must abandon the Schomburgk 
line and all other “lines ”’—Aberdeen, 
Granville, Rosebery, and what not—and 
retiring behind the Esequibo River, the 
original boundary of British Guiana 
under her rights of succession, must let 
the arbitrator judge between her and 
Venezuela as to all territory west of that 
stream. This is a serious abatement of 
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her pretensions. If she accepts this propo- 
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court of arbitration on even terms. Oth- 
erwise she will enjoy the advantages 
which, according to her notorious cus- 
tom, she has from time to time obtained 
by encroachment perpetrated against 
Venezuela's protests. 

Unlike Mr. Monror’s doctrine, which, 
in some of its applications, would lead to 
war, Mr. CLEVELAND’s doctrine unmistak- 
ably tends to peace. He proposes ‘to 
“ have peace if he has to fight for it” by 
enforcing arbitration. This reaffirmation 
of American beliéf in the adequacy of 
arbitration for the adjustment of inter- 
national differences is important to a 
degree not easily overestimated. It fore- 
shadows the broadening of the principle, 
to which the message several times re- 
fers, and is;a better guarantee of peace 
than are battleships and bayonets. 

The counsel he gives in such firm tones 
is so plainly disinterested that no rea- 
sonable power, no nation not possessed 
of the instincts of a bully, would venture 
to disregard it. 

SE DAES OS ED I 
CUBA, 

The President speaks of “the futile 
endeavors thus far made to restore peace 
and order’’ in Cuba, to suppress the up- 
rising of a people “ struggling for larger 
autonomy and greater freedom.” 

How long must these “futile endeav- 
ors” be allowed to continue? Until Spain 
has made the Cubans cease struggling 
by cutting all their throats? The Presi- 
dent refers to this insurrection as “in 
some respects more active than the last 
preceding revolt, which continued from 
1868 to 1878.” If this revolt is more active 
it will last longer, and Spain is weaker 
and poorer. Must the butchery go cn 
for thirty years, forty, indefinitely? 

Even under the responsibility of high 
official utterance the President is unable 
to conceal his appreciation of American 
feeling toward Cuba. His language is 
guarded. He speaks with a full conscious- 
ness of international obligations, as to 
which no President has been moresensitive 
and respectful, but he is aware that our 
feeling toward our neighbors, the Cubans, 
and toward a people struggling for free- 
dom is quite a different thing, for in- 
stance, from the feeling we had toward 
the Chinese while they were being 
drubbed by Japan. 

Our duty with respect to Cuba is a 
matter for. the most serious consideration, 
which we have no doubt it receives at 
Washington every day. To a certain 
extent the Cubans themselves will de- 
termine what we can do for them. The 
procedures as to a recognition of bellig- 
erent rights are pretty well established. 
The procedures dictated by humanity 
and by those considerations of politics 
which are above international law are 
less precisely determined. 

If Spain cannot advance from “futile 
endeavors” to effective measures within 
a reasonable time, a stop ought to be 
put to her operations altogether. THE 
TiMps suggested some months ago that 
if the proper occasion arose for recog- 
nizing the belligerent rights of the Cu- 
bans, all the American republics ought 
to act in concert. We are of the opinion 
that these republics should very soon 
agree upon a time beyond which they 
will not consent that Spain be permitted 
to persist in her ‘“ futile endeavors.” 

SS 
THE PRESIDENT ON THE CURRENCY. 

The greater part of the message of Mr. 
CLEVELAND is given up to the finances 
of the Nation—to a statement of the gen- 
eral situation, a review of the events of 
the past year, and those intimately con- 
nected with them, and to a discussion 
of the measures immediately demanded. 
The spirit of the message is profoundly 
earnest. It would be surprising if it were 
not. During the past two years it is 
not too much to say that Mr. CLEVELAND 
has borne almost alone, with no efficient 
aid from the National Legislature, with 
scant sympathy from its members, the 
enormous burden of maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the National currency and 
defending the most vital interests of the 
country. In this he has had the support 
of the business men of the couniry, who 
understood the imminence and the vast- 
ness of the peril against which the Presi- 
dent was fighting, but who did not and 
could not understand the heroic courage, 
the stanch will required to perform such 
a task without adequate means provided 
by law and by the use of powers hotly 
disputed by pvlitical opponents, and only 
too frequently criticised in ignorance by 
political friends. 

But the spirit of the message is not 
less temperate, candid, and considerate 
than it is earnest. The President recog- 
nizes that the ultimate causes of our 
difficulties are remote, that they spring 
from a mistaken system for which each 
party is more or less responsible, and 
that this system has been so long in ex- 
istence, has so far affected the opinions 
and habits of the great body of the peo- 
ple, that its reform requires the hearty 
co-operation of the clear-headed and 
right-minded men in public life, without 
regard to party. This co-operation he in- 
vites from Congress, and to it he pledges 
himself with almost a solemn fervor. 

It is unnecessary to do more than refer 
to the President’s very clear review of 
the events and measures that have led 
up to the present situation. He traces 
our trouble to the law of 1878, which 
compels the reissue of the redeemed le- 
gal-tender notes, and to the silver legisla- 
tion of 1878 and 1890, which have at 
once inflated the currency and increased 
the burdens of the Treasury. He re- 
counts the efforts made to replenish and 
maintain the gold reserve, and acknowl- 
edges their inadequacy. He demonstrates 
by the history of the Treasury, the propo- 
sition that we have steadily insisted 
on, that the difficulty has only partly 
and in an unimportant degree been due 
to an insufficient revenue, and that no 
revenue, however ample, could enable the 
Treasury permanently to make head 
against the demand that depletes its gold, 
because it would not and could not sup- 





ply the gold which is the sole object of 
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that demand. He makes clear that the 
essential and continuing cause, not only 
of the embarrassments of the Treasury, 
but of the discredit which sends our se- 
curities home and turns foreign capital 
from investment in this country, is the 
distrust of the world as to our mainte- 
nance of gold payments. It is this distrust 
that must be met and removed. It can 
only be removed by ample provision for 
actual gold payments. It will remain so 
long as we continue ‘to redeem without 
redemption and to pay without acquit- 
tance.’”’ He points out that the various 
loans that have been made—in February 
and November, 1894, and in February, 
1895—were not made to provide revenue 
for current expenses, would not have 
been authorized by law for that purpose, 
and were not for that purpose required. 
They were made to maintain the means 
for gold payments. They were tem- 
porarily successful, the last one being 
the most But their effect was 
soon or late exhausted, and that would 
be the inevitable fate of like attempts 
in the future, no matter on what scale 
or on what terms made, so long as the 
legal-tender notes redeemable in gold are 
not paid and canceled. 

This actual payment, withdrawal, and 
cancellation of the legal-tender notes is 
the one point to which Mr. CLEVELAND 
addresses himself. He proposes to Con- 
gress to accomplish it by issuing long- 
term bonds at a low rate of interest, ex- 
changeable for the notes, or for gold to 
be used by the Treasury in the redemp- 
tion and canteliation of the notes. The 
proposition is completely justified by the 
situation, and would be prompt, sure, and 
complete in its operation. It would at 
once begin the actual abatement of our 
difficulties arid it would give to the whole 
world the absolute assurance that the 
cause of difficulties was per- 
manently to be removed. While the prop- 
osition of the President may with mod- 
eration 


so. 
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be thus emphatically indorsed, 
he does not insist on its details; he urges 
only its principle, which is impregnable. 
He closes his message with these most 
auspicious words: 

“In conclusion, I especially entreat the 
people’s Representatives in the Congress, 
who are charged with the responsibility of 
inaugurating measures for the safety and 
prosperity of our common country, to 
promptly and effectively consider the ills of 
our critical financial plight. I have sug- 
gested a remedy which my judgment ap- 
proves. I desire, however, to assure the 
Congress that I am prepared to co-operate 
with them in perfecting any other measure 
promising thorough and practical relief, 
and that I will gladly labor with them in 
every patriotic endeavor to further the in- 
terests and guard the welfare of our coun- 
trymen, whom in our respective places of 
duty we have undertaken to serve.” 

We have already expressed our hope 
that the best men in the Republican ma- 
jority will listen to this appeal. Mr. Reep 
could not more worthily and honorably 
serve his country than by the use of his 


great influence to accomplish this end. 
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JUDGE PECKHAM, 

The nomination of Judge Rurus W. 
PeckHAM of the Court of Appeals to the 
Supreme Court of the United States is 
In every way admirable. As a lawyer 
of this State, the President is aware of 
the necessity of putting upon the bench 
of the highest court a lawyer familiar 
with the class of business which goes to 
that court from this State, and which 
constitutes one of the most important 
classes of the court’s business. It would 
be both an indignity and a misfortune if 
representation in the Supreme Court were 
withheld the first commercial State of the 
Union. \ 

It is not, indeed, the President’s fault 
that New-York is not already represent- 
ed on the bench of the Supreme Court. 
His efforts to secure such a representa- 
tion have heretofore been defeated by the 
factional division in his own party in his 
own State turning upon the attempt to 
place Judge MAYNARD upon the bench of 
the Court of Appeals and the overwhelm- 
ing defeat of that attempt. In that con- 
troversy almost every practicing lawyer 
of the State took part who was of suffi- 
cient professional standing to be consid- 
ered in relation to a vacancy upon the 
bench of the Supreme Court. Judge 
PECKHAM is one of the few exceptions to 
this rule. It happens that he was not a 
practicing lawyer at the time, but a 
Judge of the very court to which it was 
proposed to elevate Judge MAYNARD, and 
judicial propriety restrained him from 
any public expression of his views upon 
that subject. He was not, therefore, an 
object of any of the resentment that the 
Senators from New-York felt against the 
Democratic lawyers who had been in- 
strumental in securing the defeat of 
MaYNARD. The President has very hap- 
pily averted the only cause of contro- 
versy that could have arisen over the re- 
tention of a New-York lawyer for a place 
where one is needed. And Judge PEcK- 
HAM is admirably qualified for the place 
by integrity, by learning, by judicial tem- 
per, and by judicial experience. It would 
be wantonly disrespectful to the Senate 
to suppose that such a nomination can 
encounter any opposition in that body. 

ST AE TE TE 
FAST TRAIN SERVICE. 

In reducing the time schedule of its 
daily west-bound Empire State Express 
between New-York and Buffalo from 8 
hours and 40 minutes to 8 hours and 15 
minutes the New-York Central manage- 
ment accomplishes something more than 
the mere achievement of running the 
fastest regular passenger train in the 
world. By maintaining the prestige of 
an unrivaled train service it continues to 
develop an influence that has for four 
years been a potent factor in developing 
the discipline, morale, and general effi- 
ciency of the large body of men employed 
in the handling of its trains. 

The new schedule requires that the 
Central’s noted flier shall be run from 
New-York to Buffalo, a distance of 440 
miles, at an average speed of 53 1-3 miles 
an hour. The fastest regular long-dis- 
tance train in England averages 51.75 
miles an hour, and the fastest regular 
long-distance train in Germany is cred- 
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ted with an average speed of 51.25 miles 
an hour. At present, therefore, the New- 
York Central train is indisputably in the 
lead as a flier. As a stimulant to greater 
efficiency in train service the Empire 
State Express has been of incalculable 
benefit to the New-York Central Rail- 
road. The locomotive engineers, the fire- 
men, the conductors, and the trainmen 
who serve on this fast train are the pick 
of the entire New-York Central service. 
Promotions to the Empire State Ex- 
press are made solely as rewards of dem- 
onstrated merit. The men employed on 
that train receive more pay than those 
engaged in the ordinary service, conse- 
quently the Empire State Express is the 
goal toward which every engineer and 
trainman on the road is constantly striv- 
ing. Third Vice President Wrsp is au- 
thority for the assertion that this laud- 
able strife on the part of the men has 
worked a very perceptible improvement 
in the. general train service of the road. 
An additional incentive to reach the fast- 
train grade of employment lies in the fact 
that the best men in that grade are most 
likely to be selected for train dispatchers, 
train masters, and even division Superin- 
tendents. As a developer of good men 
the Empire State Express has more than 
justified the expectations of its projectors. 
Moreover, it is a demonstrated fact that 
this train is not only a record breaker in 
regular long-distance passenger service, 
but also that it is an extraordinary 
money maker. It earns in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000 a year, averaging 
about $90,000 a month. Its capacity is 
frequently tested to the extreme limit. 
Often persons take passage on this train 
after being informed that every seat is 
filled and that standing room only 
This eagerness to travel rapidly,

IMPORTANT ACTION OF THE STATE 
BOARD OF HEALTH. 

For four or five years past THe TIMAS 
has urged ihat health authorities in this 
State and elsewhere should take meas- 
ures to prevent the sale of milk which 











contains the germs of the disease com- 
monly called consumption, The dis- 
patches from Albany which we published 
yesterday announce that the Board of 
Health of the State of New-Yerk has de- 
cided to submit and recommend to the 
Legislature at its coming session a Dill 
forbidding the sale of milk containing 
such germs. This bill will require those 
who sell milk to show that their cows 
are free from the disease in question. 
The desired proof will consist of a certifi- 
eate issued by the board or its authorized 
agents after an examination made by 
competent persons. 

This is a notable and most commend- 
able step in the progress of practical san- 
itary reform, and TH TIMES rejoices be- 
cause it has been able, by the frequent 
presentation of important facts during 
the last four or five years and by dili- 
gently pointing out the sanitary action 
which those facts have shown to be nec- 
essary for the protection of consumers, 
to aecelerate that progress in some meas- 
ure. We have predicted from the begin- 
ning that eventually the sale of milk 
carrying the germs of tuberculosis would 
be forbidden and prevented in all civil- 
ized communities. The movement for 
the purification of dairy herds and of the 
milk supply has been retarded at times 
by the opposition of interested persons, a 
majority of whom were misled by their 
ignorance concerning the infectious char- 
acter of tuberculosis and the danger to 
which their own families as well as buy- 
ers of milk from their herds were exposed 
so long as there were consumptive cows 
in those herds. But it has not been 
stopped, and when one recalls the fact 
that the infectious nature of the disease 
was demonstrated only a very few years 
ago, and that some time elapsed there- 
after before the value of the tuberculin 
test became established and this diagnos- 
tic agent came into general use, the prog- 
ress thus far made seems not only very 
encouraging, but even somewhat remark- 
able. 

It was reserved for the health authori- 
ties of this State, however, to be the first, 
we think, of all State or National Boards 
of Health to take the action to which 
our dispatches have referred—to recom- 
mend the passage of a bill forbidding the 
sale of milk taken from dairy herds as 
to which no official proof is offered that 
they are free from that dreaded disease 
which causes at least one-seventh of the 
recorded deaths of mankind. And while 
the experience of all the members of the 
board and their familiarity with the sub- 
ject must have suggested to them the 
expediency of making this appeal to the 
Legislature, the influence of the Board 
of Health of this city should not be over- 
looked. We understand that plans for 
the protection of consumers of milk in 
this city have been considered carefully 
for some time past by Health Commis- 
sioner Fow.LprR, (also a member of the 
State board,) President WurLson, Dr. 
Bices, Dr. PRUDDEN, and others con- 
nected with the city board, and it will 


be remembered that at a recent meeting 


of the State board these plans were sub- 
mitted by representatives of the city and 
were thoroughly discussed. The State 
board, familiar with the _ situation 
throughout the State—owing to the tests 
applied under the statute enacted four 
or five years ago, the inquiries and the 
report of the Tuberculosis Commission, 
and the continuing labors of the board's 
present committee on tuberculosis—has 
since decided, according to the dispatches 
from Albany, to recommend the preven- 
tion of the sale of tuberculous milk for 
the protection, not only of consumers in 
this city, but also of consumers else- 
where. 

As we said recently, evidence is steadily 
accumulating to the effect that the num- 
ber of cases of consumption or other tu- 
berculous diseases originating in the use 
of tuberculous milk is much larger than 
it was supposed to be a short time ago. 
Now that the attention of intelligent per- 








sons generally has been directed to the 
subject, and so many herds which seemed 
to be in good condition have been shown 
to be diseased thoroughly, the connection 
between certain cases of human tubercu- 
losis and the continued use of milk from 
such herds is perceived. 

Some persons are peculiarly susceptible 
to tuberculous infection, even when in 
ordinary health, and milk is frequently 

_the chief article of food for invalids and 
convalescents, who may be unable to re- 
sist infection. As every one knows, cows’ 
milk is the chief article of food for a host 
of children, who are frequently in a de- 
fenseless and susceptible condition. Con- 
sumption, moreover, is not the only tu- 
berculous disease which is caused by the 
tubercle bacillus. 

Unquestionably a considerable percent- 
age of the milch cows in this State are 
tuberculous, although many of those so 
affected may appear to be sound. Un- 
questionably, also, the milk of a consid. 
erable percentage of these diseased cows 
is charged with germs of tuberculosis. 
We mention a suggestive incident. A 
bacteriological examination made a few 
weeks ago in Watertown, N. Y., the pur- 
pose of the examiners being to ascertain 
the cause of an epidemic of typhoid fever, 
revealed not only the germs of typhoid in 
the milk sold by five déalers, but also the 
germs of consumption in the samples ob- 
tained from five other milkmen. The 
cows from which that milk was taken 
were found, and they have been killed. 
The sale of such milk must and will be

also in this city and other cities. 


formed may cause delay, but it cannot 
prevent the eventual enforcement of the 
needed sanitary regulations. 








Twice, now, within a few weeks, a New- 
York jury has rendered a verdict directly 
contrary to the decision which a calm, 
fair, and ‘unprejudiced examination and 
consideration of the evidence before 
the jurors would have forced them 
to reach. The first instance was in 
the Hannigan case, when a man was ac- 
quitted who had killed another man under 
circumstances which, as law and reason alike 
declare, constitute premediated homicide 
without adequate provocation, or, in other 
words, murder. In the second instance, a 
man was condemned, so far as the jurors 
could do so, to what amounted to life im- 
prisonment on evidence almost obviously 
and necessarily false, and which a slight 
amount of investigation has since proved 
sufficient to overthrow. These are mo- 
mentous and alarming outcomes of our 
civilization and of our judicial system. It 
is a truly frightful thing that either of 
them may be duplicated to-day, to-morrow, 
next week—at any time. 





In a letter published by one of our con- 
temporaries, Mr. G. WILFRED PEARCE of 
Boston says: ‘‘ Among the woolen mills 
which I have visited this week is the Cowan 
Wooler.

So began the speech 
by Recorder Gorr which closed with the 
discharge of LANGERMAN from custody: A 
few hours later, in talking about the case 
with a reporter, the Recorder said: ‘‘I had 
my doubts and misgivings about many 
things connected with it.’ Putting the 
two sentences together, what is one to in- 
fer? That the jury’s decision was not 
cleary warranted and justified in the opinion 
of impartial minds? That a mind to which 
propriety of the verdict seemed the reverse 
of clear was not impartial? It is a terrible 
dilemma for one who says he had “ doubts 


and misgivings” all through the trial, and 


who was forced by those doubts and mis- 
givings to make an investigation which re- 
sulted in setting the prisoner free, in im- 
prisoning his accuser, and in covering the 
jurors with humiliation.

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| MR. MANSFIELD AS RODION 


A Superb Dramatic Study of the Agony : 


of Remorse. - 


DOSTOIEVSKI ON ‘THE STAGE 


Mr. C. H. Meltzer’s Play, Founded on 
“Crime and Its Punishment.” 


Presented Last Night at 


the Garrick Theatre. 


Mr. Richard Mansfield, in a play made 
out of the materials of the one romance ‘of 
Dostoievski. the Russian, that is known 
here, even by name, ‘“‘ Crime and Its Pun« 
ishment,”” by Charles H. Meltzer, a distin« 
guished dramatic critic and student of the 


Stage, at the Garrick Theatre last night, 
Zave in one scene the finest and strongest 
proof of his splendid dramatic power New-« 
York has ever seen. We have lately seen 
Sir Henry Irving act the ghost scene in the 
banquet of ‘‘ Macbeth,” as it ought to be 
done on the modern stage, with no visible 
ghost of Banquo, and have marveled chiefly 
at his eccentric pronunciation of his mother 
tongue. In “ The Story of Rodion, the Stu- 
dent,” there is a similar scene, in which 
Mr. Mansfield has achieved the greatest 
artistic triumph of his brilliant career. 

Dodion has killed a filthy usurer and proc- 
urer deliberately, because he thought he 
believed that by thus suppressing an evil 
one does good. That is a foolish idea, but 
Rodion was crazed by hard study, sorrow, 
and starvation. After the crime he is the 
victim of remorse. Exposure and lack of 
food bring on a fever. A_ crafty police 
spy, who has read his article in a review 
called ‘‘ Killing No Murder,” suspects him 
of the crime but has no proof to convict 
him. He visits Rodion in his garret, goads 
him with banter, and departs convinced 
that his suspicion was justified, but stil} 
without evidence. 

Rodion comprehends the danger he is in. 
He knows his safety depends entirely on 
his own wit. But his fright brings on delir- 
ium. He sees the ghost of old Isaak and 
shrinks from it in horror. Then, still, in a 
delirium, he is impelled to act over again 
the incidents of the murder. Once more he 


kneels in the hall of the tenement to pray 
‘Lead me not into temptation,’ and once 
more his hand is forced against his will, 
to take up the workman’s pick lying beside 
him. Once more the old cuckoo clock ia 
the usurer’s room croaks the night hour; 
once more he strikes down the defenseless old 
man, rifles the body, and washes his blood- 
stained hands, Then there comes a knocking 
at the door, and the voice of Sonia, the out- 
cast,, whom Rodion loves, is heard, and he 
falls senseless. 

A conventional, even a familiar, scene, of 
course, and one many reasonably compe- 
tent actors could make fairly effective. But 
Mansfield illumined it with the light of his 

enius. He held his audience in breath- 
ess suspense. No wonder that, after the 
drop fell, he was called to the front again 
and again. But the drop fell in silence. 
There was no stir of applause for a few 
seconds. The spectators sat spellbound. 

Competent and sympathetic observers of 
the contemporary stage have not doubted 
the greatness of Mansfield’s art. He has 
few living equals, excepting Sarah Bern- 
hardt, and, possibly, Emma Calvé and 
Victor Maurel. He has had his failures, 
whi@a have been proclaimed with vehee 
mence by the upholders of mediocrity. But 
he has the inherent force and inspiration 
that are bound to tell. 

His acting was uneven last night. His 
tempo in the real murder scene was toe 
slow. His legs were too stiff as he ascend- 
ed the stairs; and when he came down, es- 
caping, he came too slowly, too. In the 
scene with Sonia, after the murder, he was 
manifestly too harsh and abrupt. But he 
rose beautifully to the requirements of the 
scene of atonement. 

Mr. Meltzer’s play is divided into six 
short tableaux. He acknowledges indebted- 
ness to the French play by Le Roux and 
Ginisty, but has departed widely from their 
dramatization, and from  Dostoievski’s 
book, by making Rodion an ardent lover 
of the poor girl, Sonia, (forced into shame 
by the usurer,) thus strengthening the mur- 
derers’ actual motive, and by making the 
victim a man, instead of an old woman, 
thus measurably lessening the horror of 
the crime. 

The piece, however, is rather a sketch, 
involving a strong study of character, 
than, a completed play. As such, it will be 
a strong addition to Mansfield’s repertory, 
hough not likely ever to have a long run, 

he dialogue is terse and characteristic, 

The piece was carefully staged last night, 
and the performance was careful and good. 
Mrs. MansSeld was a pathetic figure, as 
the stricken Sonia, forced into shame, and 
et retaining the power to lead her guilty 
over to repentance and confession. The 
personal humor of Johnstone Bennett was 
useful in a small réle, and Jennie Eustace 
composed well. a sketch of a despondent, 
overworked woman. The cast:

| FIGHT THE SUGAR TRUST 


Papers to Be Served on the Officials To-day— 
Attorney General to Prosecute the 
Refining Company. 


SrracusE, N. Y., Dec. 3.—It is probable 


the papers in the proceedings to be brought 
before the Attorney General against the 


American Sugar Refining Company will be 
served to-morrow in New-York. 

It is alleged that the several firms and 
corporations in the company are unlawfully 
conspiring to control and monopolize the 
business of manufacturing and selling sugar 
products in the United States. The allega- 
tion is made that in 1890 the company was 
declared unlawful by the Court of Appeals, 
and thereupon organized in the State of 
New-Jersey and under a certificate granted 
by the Secretary of State of New-York it 
is doing business in this State. The further 
allegation is made that the company binds 


jobbers in sugars to sell the products of 
Sugar at prices to be determined by the 
company, thereby creating a trust and mo- 
nopoly. The paper continues: 

And your petitioner further alleges that the 
said The American Sugar Refining Company and 
its associates, the unjust and illegal combination 
aforesaid, are at the present, by reason of, and 
as the effect of, said combination in practical 
control of the productions and sales of said 
products in the United States; the products and 
Sales of said products by the said company 
and its associates being at least $0 per cent. 
of ail the sales of said products within the 
United States and the State of New-York. 

That by reason of said combination and the 
absorption of said trade thereby accomplished, 
and the monopoly thereby created as hereinbefore 
set forth, must result the practical destruction 
of many dealers in consequence thereof, and of 
the operation of thé Aforesaid consignment 
agreement. 

That the said The American Sugar Refining 
Company has sought and is still seeking by and 
through this organization, as hereinbefore set 
forth, and has in fact established by meuns 
thereof, a practical monopoly of the business of 
manufacturing and selling within the State of 
New-York. and elsewhere throughout the United 
States the said products, and that the practical 
effect of the said combination has been in the 
State of New-York and elsewhere in the United 
States to create and carry out restrietions upon 
the trade in the said products, and to give to 
the said combination the effect of monopoly in 
the manufacture and sale of said products. 

That the said company has from time to time 
since its organization issued to dealers in the 
said preducts articles called ‘lists of sale,”’ 
fixing and establishing the price of said products, 
below which, by the terms of said agreement, the 
said dealers hereinbefore recited, ‘parties pur- 
chasing the said products, are prohibited from 
selling the same except under the penalties pro- 
vided in said agreement to wit: The refusal of 
the said company to allow the usual commission, 
discount, or allowance on such sales, end under 
the penalty in the discretion of said company 
of the entire discontinuance of all sales or so- 
ealled consignments to them by the said com- 
pany and its constituent organizations, and that 
by means of the confederation, commission, and 
conspiracy and the monopoly thereby created, 
established and enforced in pursuance of the 
several acts and proceedings hereinbefore set 
forth, the said The American Sugar Refining 
Company acquired and now holds and exer- 
cises a real and substantial monopoly within the 
State of New-York of the production and control 
of sales and selling prices of the said aiticles of 
trade and commerce.

Republicans Defeated In Many of Their 
Former Massachusetts Strongholds—

BERLIN, Dec, 3.—The Winter session of 
the Reichstag opened to-day. The Emperor 
was not present, and the speech from the 
throne was read by the Chancellor, Prince 
von Hohenlohe. 
covering four large pages, closely printed. 
In reading the speech, the Chancellor said: 

“I am charged by the Emperor of the 
united Governments to welcome you to 


your work. This,session falls upon a year 
which recalls events of a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago. You should earnestly strive to 
build up what was won under the leader- 
ship of the great Kaiser, by the firm co- 
hesion of the German Princes and people.” 

Outlining the programme for the session, 


he said: 

“You will discuss a new civil code for the 
empire, and an amendment to the criminal 
code. There will also ‘be submitted to you 
bills designed to assist the prosperity of the 
various handicrafts, to regulate transactions 
on the Boerses, so as to prevent illegal eom- 
petition, and bills relating to the manufact- 
ure and sale of oleomargarine and. sugar. 
The financial position of the country is sat- 
isfactory, but reform is necessary neverthe- 
less.”’ ; 

The Chancellor concluded with an assur- 
ance of Germany’s good relations with all 
foreign powers. In perfect harmony with 
Russia and France, Germany, the Chancellor 
said, was anxious to prevent outbreaks re- 
sulting from the war between the great 
powers of Eastern Asia. 

Referring to the situation in the East, the 
Emperor's address says: 

“Our united efforts have been successful, 
thanks to the sensible moderation of Ja- 
pan. Our action will also contribute to the 
preservation for German trade, industry, 
and commerce of @ valuable market, and to 
the extension of the same. The closest at- 
tention is being given to the deplorable 
events which are taking place in Turkey. 
Germany views the situation in the light 
of the existin treaties and well-tested 
principles of rmany’s policy, to which 
she intends to remain true. Germany is 
ready at all times to co-operate with the 
powers called upon by their interests for 
the preservation of peace. The unanimity 
of the resolution of the powers to observe 
existing treaties and support the Sultan in 
restoring orderly conditions gives reason for 
hope that their united efforts will not fail 
of success.” 

After reading the speech, Prince Hohen- 
lohe said: “By the BEmperor’s command 
I declare the Reichstag open.”’ 

The usual cheers for the Kaiser were then 
given. The ceremony lasted half an hour. 
Neither Prince Hohenlohe nor any of the 
other Ministers wore the grand uniform 
usually worn upon State occasions. 

The sitting began at 2:20 o’clock P. M., 
and was presided over by last session’s 
President, Herr von Buol-Berenberg, pend- 
ing the election of a new President. A 
call of the roll showed 208 members present. 
The Chamber will meet at 1 o'clock to-mor- 
2 el when the election of officers will take 
place. 





RETIREMENT OF VON KOELLER. 


Outcome of the Delbrueck Prosecu- 
tion and Anti-Socialist Policy. 


BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The retirement of Herr 
von Koeller is the outcome of his attempt 
to prosecute Prof. Hans Delbrueck for 
criticising in the Preussische Jahrbucher 
the policy of the Minister of the Interior 
against Socialism.

POLAND’S CATHOLICS AROUSED. 


The Priests Would Not Announce Olga’s 
Birth in Russian Language. 


LONDON, Dec, 3.—The Chronicle will +to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Rome, say- 
ing that the persecution of Catholics in 
Poland is being revived. A serious conflict 
has arisen between the officials and the 
clergy there. 

The Governor ordered the priests, under 
severe penalties, to announce in the Rus- 
sian language from their altars, the birth 


of Grand Duchess Olga, daughter of the 
Czar. This the priests refwsed to do, and 
they have appealed to the Vatican to pro- 
test against the order. 





KAISER COUNTS ON THE ARMY, 


Disregards Party Interests and Hopes 
His Guidance Will Be Followed. 


BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The Emperor was the 
guest of the Cuirassiers at a dinner in 
Breslau last evening, upon the occasion of 
the anniversary of the battle of Champigny.

ACCUSED TEACHER AN ACCUSER 


W. B. Ridenour’s Affidavit Involves 
Some of Brooklyn’s Educators, 


The Brooklyn Board of Education did not 
take any action yesterday in regard to 
School Principal William B. Ridenour. This 
was owing to a delay in the legal proceed- 
ings in the case. Principal Ridenour, 
through his counsel, Mirabeau L. Towns, 
had applied to Supreme Court Justice Will- 
iam J. Gaynor for an injunction restraining 
the Board of Education from dismissing him 
without trial. The application was made 
because Mr. Ridenour was apprehensive 
that the board would dismiss him at yes- 
terday’s meeting. It had been informally

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SESSION OF REICHSTAG | F@EMEN KILLED Iv iplaxaPoLis 


The speech was a long one,. 
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A Loss of Nearly Half a Million Dollars Caused 
By a Fire In the Wholesale 
’ District. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—A fire which 
resulted in the death of two men and the 
injury of three others, did damage amount- 
ing to nearly $400,000 in the wholesale dis- 
trict on South Meridian Street this morn- 
ing, laying a quarter of a square in ruins 
and burning out seven large concerns, The 
dead are: 

MURPHY, PATRICK, fireman, single. 
SLOANE, FRANK, fireman, single. 

Those injured are: 

ARNETT, FRANK, fireman. 
GEORGE, J. D., Fire Captain. 
SLOANE, WARREN, fireman. 

The fire was started at 8:30 by the col- 
lapse of the third floor of the wholesale 
grocery house of Schnull & Co. The falling 
wreckage struck the stockof parlor matches 
and started the fire. 

The house was full of employes and 
clerks, and the escapes of many of them 
were marvelous. In two minutes after the 
erash the whole building was in flames. 

The fire spread rapidly to the wholesale 
drug house of Ward Brothers, on the south, 
and the liquor houses of Eckhouse Brothers 
and Woodford & Pohiman, on the north. 

There was a heavy explosion in Ward 
Brothers’ store, followed by totteri walls, 
and Fireman Patrick Murphy was pinned 
in the ruins. He was rescued with diffi- 
culty, but died before reaching the hos- 
pital. 

A few minutes later another section of the 
wall fell, catching Frank Arnett, Frank 
and Warren Sloan, and Capt. George. Frank 
Sloan was so badly injured that he died 
soon after. The others are not badly hurt. 

The fire was under control at noon. The 
extreme cold weather impeded the work 
of the firemen not a little, and all they en- 
deavored to do was to prevent the spread 
of the fire. This was difficult from the na- 
ture of the stock carried by the burned-out 
concerns. The losses are as follows: 

Schnull & Co., wholesale grocers, $125,000 on 
stock; fully insured; $75,000 on buildings, insured 
for $25,000. Indiana Coffee Company, $60,000 on 
stock, with $48,500 insurance. Ward Brothers, 
wholesale drugs, $35,000; fully insured. Fair- 
banks Scale Company, $15,000; fully insured. 
Eckhouse Brothers, wholesale liquors, $11,000; 
fully insured. Woodford & Pohiman, wholesale 
liquors, $26,000, with $22,000 insurance. Mrs. 
Rvdell, building, $20,000; fully insured. , 
Malott, building, $18,000; fully insured. 

The insurance companies are hit to the 
extent of $314,500, which is very generally 
distributed among all the companies rep- 
resented here. This is the sixth fire within 
a year in which the loss has run over 
$100,000.

Prominent Germans Strongly Denounce 
the Anti-Semite. 


WILLIAM STEINWAY PRAISES HEBREWS 


A Catholic Priest’s Remonstrance 


Against the German Prelate’s 
Narrow-Mindedness — W. 
V. Weber's Views. 


Among the passengers on the steamship 
Spree, which is due here to-day, is the 
noted German anti-Semitic agitator, Dr. 
Ahlwardt of Berlin. In order to ascertain 
the sentiment of the local German-Ameri- 
cans as to Ahlwardt’s mission in this coun- 


try, a reporter for THE NEw-YorRK TIMES 
asked the views of many who are well- 
known in German circles, and others who 
are prominent in all matters pertaining to 
this element of this community. The unani- 
mous opinion is that Dr. Ahlwardt will 
neither be able to attract any audience 
here, nor to find any Germans in sympathy 
with his narrow-minded doctrine. 

“Dr, Ahlwardt could not secure Stein- 
way Hall for his lectures under any cir- 
cumstances,” said William Steinway em- 
phatically. ‘I do not know Dr. Ahlwardt 
personally, but I have, of course, read in 
the public prints some of his; to me, most 
obnoxious and disgusting attacks on the 
Semitic race. I am quite sure that in this 
country he will meet with no encourage- 
ment, for, to my mind, nowhere in the 
world can be found, espeeially in the large 
cities, a better class of Hebrews than in 
the United States. As jurists, as artists, 
musicians, writers, manufacturers, they may 
be found in the front rank. 

“Their benevolence, and that in the most 
liberal spirit, too, is not only of the most 
large-hearted, but of the most praiseworthy 
kind. Everybody appreciates their great in- 
telligence, but it is not so generally known 
that they are the most abstemious, sober 
people on the face of the globe. During my 
term of living in New-York, which covers 
a period of nearly half a century, I have 
become personally acquainted with several 
thousand Hebrews. I know of but two Jew- 
ish drunkards, and one of these has fully 
reformed. 

“Take all matters of art, music, opera, 
no class of people has done so much ‘to 
foster and patronize these as the Hebrews. 
Such a record speaks for itself. No class 
of people that I know of will sacrifice every- 
thing, even to their own discomfort, to en- 


able their children to obtain a good educa- 
tion, as the Hebrews. And in no other 
class is the respect for the parent so deep- 
ly, rooted as with the Hebrews. 

‘Look at their hospitals, their asylums, 
their schools, and their kindergartens. Busy 
men and noble women sacrifice their time 
and money to raise the condition of the 
poor and educate and elevate the ignorant, 
especially among their own race. Just to 
mention one practical charity, in which, I 
think, the Hebrews have set us Christians 
a shining example. Less than a dozen 
years ago about a half dozen Jewish gen- 
tlemen founded the Hebrew Technical In- 
stitue, in which the sons of poor Jewish 
parents were to be educated, as their in- 
dividual talents best warranted. 

“Busy as I am, I accepted an invitation 
some years ago from my old friend, James 

Hoffman, to visit the institution, of 
which he was one of the founders. To say 
that I was pleased and surprised would but 
faintly ezprece my feelings. I found more 
than 100 ys, between the ages of seven- 
teen and thirteen years, being taught the 
different kinds of handiwork, such as wood- 
working, metal working, architecture, and 
so on. I not only found that a large 
number of them were first-class mechanics, 
but some of them were veritable artists. 
All were under the guidance and super- 
vision of Prof. Henry M. Leipziger. 

“And to my great satisfaction the bond 
of sympathy that I found between these 
boys and their teacher showed me to what 
a rare degree the boys appreciated the 
thorough instruction coupled with the thor- 
oughness and kindness of their teachers. 
A year or two afterward I gave work to 
two of these young men at our factory at 
Fourth Avenue and Fifty-second Street, and 
both have made fine records as first-class 
and well-behaved artisans, 

‘I have learned since that this institution 
has greatly enlarged its useful sphere. Can 
there be a more practical benevolence than 
the maintaining of such an institute, which 
is wholly supported by our wealthy Hebrew 
fellow-citizens? 

“TI am certainly convinced that Rector 
Ahlwardt will find but a barren field for 
his tirades against the Hebrew race in this 
eountry. I ho that his whole projected 
lecture tour will, in its pitiful results, con- 
vince him that he had better go home 


again. 

William V. Weber, President of thea Na- 
tional Schuetzenbund, and editor of The 
Freischuetz, the oldest German humorous 
publication in America, exclaimed: 

“That man Ahiwardt ought to be coated 
with mud. We have not sunk as low as his 
level. Who upholds German art in America 
more than the Jews? Who has the finest 
institutions in America? Why, the Jews. 
Look at the audiences at the operas, 
theatres, concerts; whom do you see? The 
Jews. I am a,.friend of the human family 
without distinction, There is no room on 
this continent for anything but toleration 
in the broadest sense. Ahlwardt, I repeat, 
ought to be coated with mud, and I would 
like the privilege of doing the coating.” 

The Rev. A. B. Schweninger, rector of 
the German Roman Catholic Church of the 
Assumption, was found by the reporter for 
Ture NEw-YorxK TIMES busy with the details 
of the fair now being held for the benefit 
of the church’s school. 

“Surely I would always find time to 
rotest against such a movement in Amer- 
eca,””’ he said. ‘ We have no use for Dr. 
Ahlwardt, because we live here in peace, 
and the house of peace is built on the 
rock of the Constitution of the United 
States, which forbids the disfranchising 
of any person on account of race, color, or 
religious belief.' Any one coming here 
to establish a movement which tries to re- 
moye from the foundations of our Republic 
that cornerstone should remember that the 
people of America will ask him to ‘ go on 
the Spree again,’ and speed home as “ast 
as he can. The time for Knownothingism 
et not to be revived under any pretext, 
and it is to be hoped that this new kind, 
of a foreign importation, may be charged 
such a duty as to prevent its landing.” 

Richard Katzenmayer, President of the 
United Singers of New York, said: ‘‘ We 
are not in favor of any such movement 
here as Dr. Ahlwardt promulgates. We 
are much more liberal in America than 
they are in Germany. He will not have 
any audiences in America. If we shared 
Dr. Ahlwardt’s prejudicial views we surely 
would never have started the movement 
= pring the Heine Monument to this coun- 
ry.” 

Richard Weinacht, ex-President of the 
Arion, remarked: ‘‘ He will not find a field 
here for his work, as the views on the 
religious question in this country, and es- 
pecially among the German-Americans, are 
more liberal than anywhere else. In the 
candidacy for membership of all singing so- 
cieties here there is no distinction as to re- 
ligion. So long as the applicant is an hon- 
est, educat man, he is received with 

mn arms and shares equal benefits with 
all others.” 

F. A. Ringler, President of the Lieder- 
kranz, said: ‘‘ Ahlwardt will not accom- 
plish anything here. We are opposed to 
such a movement on this continent, and 
he will find, much to his disgust, that we 
will gl ig: him any encouragement. His 
efforts 1 surely fail here."

STOCK IS LARGELY UNDEVELOPED 


Rio Alto, the Star of the Sale, Bought 
for $8,300 by E. D. Slater— 
Bargains Secured by 
Several Buyers. 


Though it was not expected that anything like 
the old time prices would be realized for the 
California trotting stock offered at Madison Square 


Garden yesterday, the result of the sale was 


somewhat of a disappointment. To begin with, 
there was considerable delay, with a result that 


bidders became scarce along in the afternoon, 
when tle last of the lot from Palo Alto were 
under the hammer. The stock was in capital 
condition, none of them older than four years. 

According to a time-honored practice with Peter 
Cc. Kellogg & Co., the firm that conducts the 
sale, the gem of the shipment from the Sunny 
Slope was offered first. Rio Alto was known to 
be a fast colt, having scored 2:16% at three 
years, and his breeding is in the top notch of 
fashion. He is of good size, but unfortunately 
sustained an accident which injured both his 
kneecaps, so that it is doubtful if he could 
stand anything like hard work. 

Frank W. Conery, Superintendent of Palo Alto 
Farm, spoke in his forcible, graphic style of 
this aristocratic young stallion, and the bids 
were invited. Starting at $1,000, Rio Alto went 
along briskly till the third thousand was reached. 
Then W. W. Schuit, who represented John H. 
Shults, the latter being too ill to be present, and 
other competitors dropped out, and at $3,300 the 
son of Palo Alto was knocked down to E, D. 
Slater of this city. The purchaser has a farm at 
Saugerties and promptly named it Rio Alto.

HEARING THE TROTTING CASES. 


Session of the National Association to 
Listen to Appeals. 


There was an unusually large attendance of 
turfmen at the Murray Hill Hotel last evening, 
when the appeal court of the National Trotting 
Association began its regular annual session. 
The Board of Review, as it is called, is made up 
of members from the various districts, along with 
the President, P. P. Johnston of Lexington, and 
the Vice President, David Bonner of this city, 
who are members ex officio. Besides them the 
board is made up of Col. William Edwards, 
Cleveland, Ohio, Central District; J. C. Sibley, 
Franklin, Penn., Eastern District; Charles Dana 
Palmer, Lowell, Mass., Atlantic District. The 
Western District was not represented, and Will- 
fam Russell Allen, who is in the same jurisdic- 


tion represented by Col. Edwards, had a seat 
with the other members, but took no part in the 
proceedings. 

No decisions were rendered last night, but 
several cases were heard. The Secretary, M. M. 
Morse, whoge office is at Hartford, Conn., has 
a docket of 123 cases, but many of these will 
~ over, as the parties are not present. The 
rst one heard was an application from the 
Queens County Agricultural Soclety, on Long 
Island, for a rehearing of a matter passed upon 
at the Chicago session last May. It concerns a 
race trotted at Mineola, in 1894, when Queen 
Bess was allowed to start after she had met 
with an accident in the second heat. The cause 
of this was the ever troublesome hopples, the satne 
rigging that brought El Ranie to grief at the 

eetwood meeting last August. ueen Bess 
went down, and another trotter, driven by Charles 
G. Moser of Parkville, tumbled over her. Neither 
of the horses was ablé to finish before the dis- 
tance flag fell, but the judges permitted both 
to start again. 

This decision was reviewed at Chicago and was 
found to be wrong. The present hearing is in 
the nature of a new trial, Henry M. White- 
head of this city appearing for the defendant, 
aS F. Pettee of Brooklyn, the owner of Queen 

ess. : 

A like case was one from White Plains. H. 
N. Dykman, who is a leading spirit in trotting 
matters, represented the owner of the protested 
horse Frank Medium. The trouble -happened in 
the 2:35 class, when the owner of Frank Me- 
dium, who had purchased him after the race 
started, pulled him so hard that the breech-strap 
broke. As a result the gelding was behind the 
flag, but the judges permitted him to go on, and, 
he, like Queen Bess, won the race. The starter, C. 
H. Young, the judges, and other parties to the 
contest, gave their testimony. 

There are several cases from New-England, and 
in one, John Kerrick, a trainer at Worcester, 
Mass., asks for relief from a suspension for non- 
payment of entrance money. The Secretary of 
the track at Haverhill made the complaint on 
account of the alleged entry of the trotter Sey- 
lex. Dr. J. R. Lincoln, owner of Seylex, and 
Kerrick both testified that the Secretary had not 
been authorized to name the horse at the meet- 
ing of 1894, and the only reply was a letter from 
that officfal, claiming that the entry was 
straight. 

Other applications and appeals were heard 
till a late hour. The board will meet again at 
10 o’clock this morning. The case arising from 
the race betweensJoe Patchen and John R. Gen- 
try at Belmont Park, Philadelphia, last Septem- 
ber, is on the docket. John G. Taylor, owner of 
Joe Patchen, asks to have the fine of $500 im- 
posed on his trainer, ‘‘ Jack ’’ Curry, remitted. 


American Association Board Meets, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—The semi-annual meeting of 
the Board of Review of the American Trotting 
Association opened this morning at the Audi- 
torium, and will be in gession all of this week. 
There are 210 cases on the docket for hearing. 
Many of these have been conducted by corre- 
spondence and their determination will not te- 
quire much time. Protested collections embrace 
the large$t mumber of cases on the docket. 
Probably the leading, case before the board 
is that of the charge of Lincoln Association 
against John R. Gentry, J. F. Taylor, and Joe 
Patchen for violating an exhibition contract. 
Some disclosures are intimated in connection with 
a number of charges against L. A. Davies, the 
Chicago horseman. A large number of charges 
preferred against Davies come from the meeting 
he gave at the Des Moines track last Summer. 


Trotting-Horse Breeders’ Stakes. 


RdcHESTER, N. Y¥., Dec. 3.—The eleventh an- 
nual meefing of the New-York State Trotting 
Horse Breeders’ Association was heid here this 
morning, Dr. J. W.. Day, President of the 
association, occupying the chair. H. M. Littell, 
G.. V. Lines, H. B. Herrington, Thomas G. 
Flood, and Albert E. Tracey were named us 
members of the Executive Committee for three 
years. These officers were re-elected for an- 
other year: President—J. W. Day; First Vice 
President—H. M. Littell; Second Vice President— 


Judge Leslie E. Russell; Third Vice President— 
J. W. Ruppert; Secretary and Treasurer—M, BE, 
Servis. 

It was decided to hold a meeting in this city 
in August or early in September. The stakes 
will be heid open until a late day, and all 
stakes will be guaranteed. It is possible a second 
meet will be held later in the season. 

After the regular business of the meeting, the 
race committee went into session to make out 
a list of stakes for next year’s meet. They an- 
nounced the following list of stakes for the 
1896 meet: For yearling foals of 1895, trotters, 
$150; for two-year-olds, foals of 1894, trotting, 
eligible to the 2:50 class, $500; for foals of 189%, 
eligible to the 2:40 trotting class, $500; for 
foals of 1894, pacers, eligible to the 2:40 class, 
$500; for foals of 1893, pacers, eligible to 2:30 
class, $500. 

The total payment is fixed at 6 per cent. to 
be made in three payments—2 per cent. when the 
stake closes May 1, 2 per cent. on June 15, and 
2 per ent. on August 1. It was stated that class 
racing would be opened later.

Disreputable Journalistic Methods, 


CuHicaGco, Dec. 3.—The Inter-Ocean this 
morning prints the following editorial under 
the caption: 


‘“*BREAKING FAITH.” 


On Saturday morning The Inter Ocean called 
attention to the fact that The Chicago Tribune 
published on Friday morning the report of the 
Secretary of War that had been intrusted to it 
with the pledge of the press associations not to 
publish until. Saturday morning. To exhibit a 
little cheap enterprise it violated the pledge 
made, and printed it twenty-four hours ahead 
of the time when it was privileged to do so. 
The Chicago Record, not to be outdone in enter- 
prise by its one-cent rival, on Saturday published 
the reports of the Controller of the Currency and 
the Secretary of the Navy two days before it was 
authorized to do so. Both those documents were 
intrusted to The Record with this injunction: 

‘*To be held in confidence until Dec, 2, 1895.’" 

Mr. Lawson is President of The Associated 
Press, and knows the meaning of the words ‘‘in 
eonfidence ’’’ in connection with public documents 
for publication. Mr. Medill, too, has not in 
the newspaper business for fifty years without 
also knowing their meaning. Yet, these gentle- 
men deliberately do that which casts discredit 
upon the press of the whole country. 

It is a shame that such men should say to all, 
“We care not for pledges, but take advan of 
everything that is confidentially brought to our 
notice.’’ 

Was it to shield Mr. Lawson that The Asso- 
ciated Press sent out a bulletin on Saturday even- 
ing, stating that the reports were not forw 
by that association, but by the Government offi- 
cers? This is in a small, pettifogging spirit at 
best, and foreign to the character and reputation 
of The Associated Press. But admitting that the 
reports were not sent out by the press associa- 
tions, is there any excuse for Mr. Medill or Mr. 
Lawson violating the confidence of Cabinet

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BARBARA AUB INDICTED 


May Be Arraigned To-day on a Charge 
of Perjury. 


KEW PHASES OF HER PREDICAMENT 


Laugerman Examined by the Grand 
). Jury—Miss Smedley Mystified— 

Miss Aub’s 

Made Public. 


Confession 


Barbara Aub, who saved Walter Lothair 
Stanley Langerman frorn the doom of a 
convict, although his victim, was indicted 
for perjury by the Grand Jury yesterday. 

She may be arraigned to-day before Judge 
Cowing in Part I. of the General Sessions 
Court to plead, and bail in her case may 


be fixed; but last night she was in the 
Tombs, and her committal by Recorder 
Goff did not speak of guarantee for her 
liberation. 

Other phases in her extraordinary pre- 
dicament were developed yesterday. To 
secure her indictment the* presence in the 
Grand Jury room of Langerman was neces- 
sary, and his testimony clinched the evi- 
dence for the people. After her indict- 
ment she was taken to District Attorney 
Fellows’s office and was required to make a 
statement corroborative of that she made to 
Recorder Goff. 

Notwithstanding all these precautions, it 
should be remembered that nothing can 
prevent a recantation by the victim of 
Langermen, so that his retrial, until the 
conviction of Miss Aub for perjury, may 
be of greater import to him than a legal 
fiction. In other words, Miss Aub is at 
perfect liberty to recant and to assert again 
under oath that Langerman placed him- 
self within the provision of the criminal 
law by using force. 

Langerman was taken from the House 
of Detention yesterday, to be used as a 
witness agaimst Barbara Aub, before the 
Grand Jury. After he had given his testi- 
mony, he remained in the Criminal Court 
Building, expecting to be released on bail, 
but at the close of office hours no surety 
that was satisfactory had appeared, and 
he was taken back to the House of De- 
tention. 

. Receorder Goff on the Confession. 


" Recorder Goff, whose judicial duties will 
mot be resumed until next week, was in 
Chambers, in the Criminal Court Build- 
ing, yesterday, and had many callers who 
were interested in the Aub-Langerman 
case. He talked freely in the afternoon 
of his doings in connection with the re- 
lease of the convicted defendant and the 
compiaining witness. 

The Recorder was witty, mentally ag- 
eressive, and entirely at his ease when he 
talked with a reporter’for THe NEw-YorK 
Times. He said: 

**Here is Barbara Aub’s canvassing book, 
*Specimens of Art in All Ages.’ This is 
What she took into Langerman’s apart- 
ment. I can say but little to you about 
her confession to me. 

“While there is no truth in the story, 
the charge, the innuendo, that she black- 
mailed a professional man, a lawyer, there 
is some truth in the rumor that Barbara 
came to my house to confess, for she so did. 
On the other hand, it is absolutely false 
that discoveries by Col. Haire’s detectives 
presented to Miss Aub brought about her 
recantation. The girl came to me at my 
own house Thanksgiving night, and made 
a statement orally and voluntarily, and 
subsequently’ that statement was made with 
formality. 

“When Langerman was arraigned on 
Monday for sentence, only two persons in 
court knew of the recantation—I and the 
court stenographer, Mr. Osborne. 

“I do not know that it is proper or nec- 
essary for me to explain what I said in 
court before I came to the point where I 
admitted that the verdict was cast aside 
by reason of perjury as to the main issue— 
force. All the statements I made in regard 
to Langerman were on the authority of 
respectable citizens who were prepared, if 
necessary, to come forward and testify to 
them, 

“As to the unhappy complaining witness, 
the sinned against and the sinner, her char- 
acter is worth much study as a psycholog- 
fecal subject. I do not think that her in- 
tellect is wrecked. She is weak of purpose 
@nd lacks’ streng*h of character. to 
take a retrograde, a reconsidering course, 
when she has decided on another. In 
other words, she has a hesitancy, an 
obstinacy, derived from environment. She 
is deliberate and halting in expression, so 
ay heteropheny cannot be charged against 

er. 

“She is not a hysterical subject, certainly 
not vicious, amd hardly of erotic tempera- 
ment. She is weak in the point of trend 
of character, and her environment and ob- 
stinacy led her to cling to her first story 
for rehabilitation. 

“There is no earthly reason to believe in 
collusion, while I would rather not say how 
much Mrs. Whittemore, the Directress of 
the Door of Hope Mission, operated in Bar- 
bara’s confession. 

*“One word as to stories of projects of 
self-destruction by Miss Aub since the tridl. 
There is absolutely no foundation for them. 

“As to Langerman’s status and the ques- 
tion of his retrial, manifestly no jury 
would convict him. His retrial was ordered 
as a judicial formality, to keep the records 
of the court in line. 

“As to the criticisms of the newspapers, 
I am callous in one sense, while in another 
I am conscious of no departure from what 
Was proper in the circumstances. I was 
confronted with a most extraordinary situ- 
ation, which had no precedent in existence, 
and I had to decide on a course which 
would preserve the dignity of the court and 
gender justice to all who were concerned. 

‘I have nothing to say about Juror No. 1 
or Juror No. 12. Iam not responsible for 
what any juror may do or say. No juror 
was a factor in the outcome of the case. 

** Barbara Aub came to my residence last 
Thursday night with Mrs. Whittemore and 
another woman. Miss Aub made a volun- 
tary statement. I decided that nothing in 
regard to it should be formally recorded 
while the young girl might me considered 
as excited in an ecstatic sense. So her 
formal statement, made to and taken down 
by the court stenographer, was not in my 
possession until last Saturday night. 

‘* While no doubt there are excellent rea- 
eons for endearvoring to see Miss Aub, she 
must be protected against intrusion for 
some time. Dr. Owen J. Ward of the 
Tombs Prison tells me to-day that she 
needs rest, and requires much care and 
good nourishment, and, above all, the kind- 
est of treatment, and that she should 
not be subjected to the ordeal of promis- 
cuous interrogation. So at present she can- 
not be ‘ interviewed.’ 

“As to my consideration of Langerman 
gfter I had knowledge that the basic feat- 
ure of the complaint against him did not 
exist, I will take all responsibility. All 
things well considered, he has fared well. 
He could not have been released on Miss 
Aub’s first oral admission of complaisance, 
and the progress to securing his liberty 
had to be deliberate. 

“As to the punishment that should be 
meted out to Barbara Aub, I refrain from 
expressing an opinion as to whether it 
should be exemplary, deterrent, or technical 
in view of what the prime factor in her 

isery and the temptation to retaliation for 

rayal were. As to how far sinned 
against she was on May 7 last I am silent.”

After the interview with Col. Townsend, 
the Misses Smedley and the Princess Vi- 
roque talked with a reporter for THE NEw- 
York TIMEs. 

“J am,” said the younger Miss Smedley, 
speaking for herself and her companions, 
‘in doubt, as I have seen neither Miss Aub 
nor her confession, For myself, all that 
I have to say was said in THE TiIMgs to- 
day. That covered nearly the whole gro:ind, 
and I must say that I have been admirably 
treated by the newspapers. 

“T am ailing, worn out by fatigue, sur- 
prise, and emotion, and, as you see, I nave 
been crying bitterly over this affair. I want 
to see Barbara, but I am advised that it 
would be well to wait a few days until I 
am better and calmer. I tried to see her 

, but was not allowed to enter the 
Tombs. 

“As to her condition, my belief is that she 
is insane or hypnotized, or under a spell.

“Here it is: From last May to the time 
Mrs. Whittemore got hold of her, she 
never varied in her story of the treatment 
she received at the hands of Langerman, 
Now, in saying this I do not want to cast 
any reflection on Mrs. Whittemore. ;

MISS AUB’S CONFESSION. 


The Telling of One Falsehood Led to 
Many More. 


Assistant District Atorney McManus pre- 
sented Barbara Aub’s case to the Grand 
Jury, yesterday, and an indictment was 
promptly found on the testimony of Lang- 
erman, who was an extremely reluctant 
witness, and the showing of the confession 
made to Recorder Goff. 

After the finding of the indictment Dis- 
trict Attorney Fellows ordered that as soon 
as it was drawn up the confession should 
be made public, but in order to fortify the 
case for the people it was necessary for 
him to see and question Miss Aub. Word 
of Col. Fellows’s desire was sent to Warden 
Fallon, and Mrs. Foster saw to it that 


the prisoner was presentable for the in- 
terrogatory and accompanied her to Col. 
Fellows’s office. Keeper Brady came with 
them, but Mrs. Foster and the girl walked 
hand in hand and briskly, so that they 
were hardly noticed. 

Miss Aub appeared to have regained much 
of her comeliness, although her features 
were drawn and inexpressive, but she had 
paid attention to her toilet and was almost 
as stylish as her chaperon. They were in 
Col. Fellows’s room an hour, and what 
interrogatory was had was not recorded. 

After the conference Miss Aub’s confes- 
sion was made public in the Grand Jury 
room. The girl said in part: 

I am willing to be punished for wrong that I 
have done. 

I did receive the letter from Mrs. Roselle 
on the afternoon of May 6. She said: ‘‘ Here is 
a letter for you to take around to this gentle- 
man, who will subscribe for this book.’’ After 
dinner I went around and he was not home, and 
I came back, and she said to me: ‘‘You better go 
around again and see if he is not there.’’ So I 
went, and came back again. The next morning 
I went over to Mr. Langerman’s at 8 o’clock. 

I rang the bell and the door opened and I 
went in, and then the other door opened at the 
end of the hall-and I saw a man there, and 
asked if he was Mr. Langerman, and he said 
yes, and I said: ‘‘I have a letter for you.”’ I 
handed him the letter. I saw he was in his 
bathrobe, and I did hesitate, as I testified at the 
trial, about going in. He told me to come in 
and not to stand in the hall, and I,went in, and 
then he opened the note and read it, and told me 
to come down into the sitting room, and I went 
in and explained about the book. 

After I told him about the book he said there 
was nothing for him to do but sign for it, and 
so then he came up and kissed me, and I slapped 
him. After, a while he coaxed me, and I went 
with him of my own free will. 

All the testimony I gave in the police court, 
before the Grand Jury, and on the trial, as to 
my screaming and resisting, was all false. 

Certain parts of Langerman’'s testimony on the 
trial is absolutely false. 

I never thought of what had occurred between 
myself and Langerman until I got back ‘to Mrs. 
Roselie’s. She was ready to go out as I went 
in, and she simply said to me: ‘Get out my 
riding habit.’’ Then it dawned on me what had 
happened, but as far as saying anything to 
Emily about Mr. Langerman’s apartments, that 
was not true. I said nothing about his apart- 


ments. 
I then thought to myself what had taken place 
and I became frightened. I knew that I had 
no friends in the world to i ig to, and no home, 
and I became very frightened. I then determined 
I would go back and ask Mr. Langerman what 
I ought to do, and I went back to him and 
asked him what I should do. He laughed at me, 
and said: ‘‘ That is all right.’’ e did not 
make fun of me. 

My testimony to the effect that I went toward 
the river with the intention of drowning myself 
was false. I felt hurt at him because he did not 
seem to take any icular notice about it, and 
left me alone to the trouble, and did not 
show any sympathy for me at all. I felt very 
much hurt at him, and angered that he should 
treat me s0. 

I then immediately started for Miss Smed- 
ley’s, intending at that time to tell the truth 
to her as to what I had done. I found Miss 
Smediey had gone out, and then I went over to 
my father’s, intending to tell my stepmother the 
truth, and when I got over there papa had not 
been well, and they seemed to have had a 
great deal of trouble, and she kept telling me one 
thing and another about the troubles they had 
and then I could not teil them, and I let it 
and tried to think it out all day, what I would 
do, and then that evening, I went back to 
Miss Smedley’s, and she was out again, and I 
went to Dr. Burnett.

Miss 
Smedley has been just as kind and good to me 
as she possibly could be, and I believe she really 
thought she was doing what was right, and do- 
ing what she thought was right for a homeless 
and friendless girl, at great sacrifice to herself, 
and, moreover, she honestly and sincerely be- 
lieved in the truth of what I had told her. 

In reference to my bruises, they were made 
out worse than they really were, but I did have 
some bruises. 

In his testimony, Langerman told many false- 
hoods concerning me, among others that I asked 
for money. I never asked him for money, nor 
have I asked any person for money in connection 
with the matter. I had no idea and no motive 
for bringing this false charge against this man 
except the one I have already stated. 

I did not know anything about bringing these 
things into court, and did not realize the effect 
of what I was doing, for I had never even heard 
of anything of that kind being brought into 
court, but having once said it, I had to adhere 
to it. 

Appended to Barbara Aub’s recantation 
was an affidavit by Mrs. Emma Whitte- 
more, wife of Sidney Whittemore of 723 
Park Avenue, founder of the Door of Hope, 
and of Mary M. Kellard of 83 Madison 
Avenue, to the effect that they heard the 
young woman’s confession read, and that 
it was the same as she had made in their 
hearing to the Recorder at his house. 

A rumor that Lawyer Abraham Levy bad 
been retained to defend Miss Aub was de- 
nied by him yesterday. He said, however, 
that, if requested by her, he would act, #s 
he was interested in her case. Assistant 
District Attorney Townsend said that, in 
all probability, Miss Aub could not engage 
a lawyer, but would plead guilty and trust 
to the leniency of the Court. 

It does not appear, however, that Miss 
Aub’s confession can be considered final 
until her case is disposed of. An official of 
the District Attorney’s staff said that she 
might recant again, and there was a prece- 
dent for this in the case of Smiley, the boy 
murderer. 

At the Criminal Court “Building the ad- 
missions of several jurors who were, accord- 
ing to their afterthought, dubious as to the 
guilt of Langerman, were derided, and the 
consensus of opinion was that had they ab- 
stained from revealing their qualms of con- 
science they would have done well, after 
the complete vindication of the verdict by 
Recorder Goff,

She was such a pretty young woman. 
There was a deep red fiower in her dark 
hair and a cluster of similar flowers on 
the bodice of her pale blue low-cut evening 
gown of brocaded silk. In her hands she 
carried a large revolver of the most im- 
proved pattern, the metal of the brightest 
nickel plate, and the handle of mother of 
pearl. She held it carefully, sometimes 
pressed closely to her breast and »gain 
pointed at some unfortunate whose mis- 
chance had brought him in her way. 

It might have been the beginning of a 
terrible tragedy, but it was really only one 
of the prettiest women at the Cuban fair 
in Twenty-third Street last night selling 
chances on a brand-new revolver. 

It was really a case of “‘ your money or 
your life,”’ for who could resist such a 


pretty and insistent young woman asking 
money for so good a cause. There was 
perhaps only one man in the room who 
dared, and that was the policeman who had 
wandered in feeling, undoubtedly, secure 
behind his badge and uniform. If he 
thought that, he did not know the Daugh- 
ters of Cuba. There was nothing they were 
not anxious to give him a chance on, from 
the pearl-handled revolver to a monkey- 
faced doll, whose first price may have been 
a quarter, and which was amiably dis- 
posed of at 15 cents a share. 

The big policeman held out bravely, how- 
ever, and even a large and magnificent 
cluster of leather flowers on a frame failed 
to move his imperturbable smile or open 
his purse. But he was an exception to the 
rule, and if there was another man in the 
room who did not have a chance on a gay 
cologne atomizer, a share in a handsome 
lamp with a wonderful pink shade and a 
half-dozen shares in a marvelously large 
sofa pillow, it was because he had come 
absolutely empty handed.

These were all presented by 
a Cuban artist, Frank M. Nadal, who has 
only been in this country two months. 

The whole hall is bright with Cuban 
flags. ‘‘The prettiest flag in the world,” 
said Miss Frances Molina, one of the 
greatest workers at the fair. ‘“‘ That is not 
because it is my flag, either,’’ she went 
on, pulling out the folds of a silk banner, 
showing the single star, “but because it 
is so symmetrica!.”’ ;

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MORE JUST LIBEL LAW DEMANDED 





Propositions of Pennsylvania Editors Indorsed 
by the International League 
of Press Ciubs, 


The Pennsylvania State Editorial Associa- 
tion, recognizing the. necessity for reform in 
the libel laws of the country, in order that 
newspaper editors and publishers may have 
the protection given ordinary litigants, ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a series of reso- 
lutions bearing upon this subject. That com- 
mitteehas formulated a presentation of facts 
and a series of propositions on which ade- 
quate libel legislation can be framed. These 
will be offered at the annual meeting of the 
association, in January next, and will be 
formally adopted. 

The committee will also frame a new libel 
law, which will be presented to the next 
Pennsylvania State Legislature. Meanwhile 
the propositions have been submitted to 


every State editorial association, more than 
@ score in number, and have received in 
every instance unanimous approval. 

In Atianta, Nov. 14, they were considered 
by the Executive Committee of the Inter- 
national League of Press Clubs, represent- 
ing a large number of the press organiza- 
tions of the country, and received unani- 
mous and hearty indorsement. 

The propositions are: 


First—That civil or criminal suits for libel 
shall be instituted only in the county in which 
the newspaper has been actually printed. In 
this respect the present laws discriminate against 
the single profession of journalism. 

Second—Punitive damages. should not be recov- 
ered in any civil action for libel. They are a 
great temptation to perjury and in conflict with 
sound public policy. In this respect the laws of 
most of the States largely discriminate against 
journalists as a class by permitting a recovery 
of damages in excess of the amount actually sus- 
tained. 

Third—Premeditatedly malicious and false libels 
are crimes against journalism and against society 
and should be punished as such. Criminal actions 
for such libels should be maintained only when 
premeditatedly malicious and false lHibels are al- 
leged, to be proved as all other criminal charges 
are proved, without legal presumption of guilt. 
In some States the law presumes malice in 
libel, and thus discriminates against the single 
class of journalists. ’ 

Fourth—No civil or criminal suit for libel 
should be maintained unless the plaintiff or 
prosecutor notifies the publisher, editor, or 
writer of the error, or errors, in the publication; 
and if a full correction and retraction of the 
accusation shall be promptly made as conspicu- 
ously as the alleged libel was given, there should 
be no conviction in a criminal suit, and damages 
in any civil suit should be limited to the actual 
pecuniary loss sustained by the plaintiff, and 
such claim should be filed in the suit in itemized 
account. 

Fifth—The fact that the newspaper publishers 
of the cotintry are taxed annually nearly or 
quite $250,000 to defend in libel suits '_ which 
there is no recovery by the plaintiffs, clearly de- 
mands the enactment of equitable laws to protect 
successful defendants against the heavy expenses, 
costs, and fees necessarily incurred in purely 
speculative and vexatious sults. 

Sixth—In all civil actions for libel the plea 
of justification should be accepted as adequate 
when it is pleaded by the defendant that the 
publication is substantially true in every mate- 
rial respect, and if such plea shall be established 
to the satisfaction of the Court and jury, there 
should be no recovery. 

Seventh—Speculative libel suits, inspired chiefly 
or wholly by members of the bar who violate 
the fundamental principles of legal ethics, 
should reclude the appearance of such :t- 
torneys in the trial of any case if it shall be 
shown that they have a contract, expressed or 
implied, or understanding, direct or indirect, by 
which they shall receive a percentage of the 
amount recovered. In this movement the legiti- 
mate journalism of the United States has a right 
to expect the cordial co-operation of the self-re- 
specting members of the bar of the country, to 
maintain the dignity of an honored profession 
and eliminate from their fellowship those who 
degrade their professional efforts to individual 


greed. 

Eighth—Just laws should be enacted in every 
State for the impartial trial of all cases, includ- 
ing libel, wherein political or personal passions 
or prejudices become involved, providing for a 
change of venue when necessary, and for the 
selection of special jurors when the honest ad- 
ministration of justice reasonably calls for it. 


The outlook for a more just libel law in 
Pennsylvania is reported to be encouraging.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—President Cleveland 
sent his message to Congress at noon to- 
day. It is as follows: 


*To the Congress of the United States: 

The present assemblage of the legislative® 
branch of our Government occurs at a time 
when the interests of our people ‘and the 
needs of the country give especial prom- 
inence to the condition of our foreign rela- 
tions and the exigencies of our National 
finances. The reports of the heads of the 
several administrative departments of the 
Government fully and plainly exhibit what 
has been accomplished within the scope .of 
their respective duties and present such rec- 
ommendations for the betterment of our 
country’s condition as patriotic and intelli- 
gent labor and observation suggest. 

I therefore deem my executive duty ade- 
quately performed at'this time by. present- 
ing to the Congress the important phases 
of our situation as related to our inter- 
course with foreign nations, and a state- 
ment of the financial problems which con- 
front us, omitting, except as they are re- 
lated to these topics, any reference to de- 
partmental operations. 

I earnestly invite, however, not only the 
careful consideration, but the severely crit- 
ical scrutiny, of the Congress and my fel- 
low-countrymen to the reports. concerning 
these departmental operations. If justly and 
fairly examined, they will furnish proof of 
assiduous and painstaking care for the pub- 
lic welfare. I press the recommendations 
they contain upon the respectful attention of 
those charged with the duty of legislation, 
because I believe their adoption would pro- 
mote the people’s good. 

By amendatory tariff legislation in Jan- 
uary last, the Argentine Republic, recogniz- 
ing the value of the large market opened 
to the free importation of its wooils under 
our last tariff act, has admitted certain 
products of the United States to entry at re- 
duced duties. It is pleasing to note that the 
efforts we nave made to enlarge the ex- 
changes of trade on a sound basis of mutual 
benefit are in this instance appreciated by 
the country from which our woolen factories 
Grav their needful supply of. raw material. 
. The missions boundary dispute between 
-jthe Argentine Republic and Brazil, referred 
to -the President of .the United States as 
arbitrator during the term of my‘ grede;: 
cessor, and which was submitted” fo “me 
for determination, resulted in an- award in 
favor of Brazil upon the historical and 
documentary evidence presented, thus end- 
ing a long-protracted controversy and 
again demonstrating the wisdom and de- 
Sirability of settling international bound- 
ary disputes by recourse to friendly arbi- 
tration. 

Negotiations are progressing for a re- 
vival of the United States and Chilean 
Claims Commission, whose. work was ab- 
ruptly terminated last year by the expira- 
tion of the stipulated time within which 
awards could be made. 

The resumption of specie payments by 
Chile is a.step of great interest and im- 
portance both in its direct consequencés 
upon her own welfare and as evincing the 
ascendency of sound financial principles in 
one of the most influential of the» South 


American republics. 
. 


Treatment of Missions in China. 


The close of the momentous struggle be- 
tween China and Japan, while relieving the 
diplomatic agents of this Government from 
the delicate duty they undertook at the 
request of both countries, of rendering such, 
service to the subjects of either belligerent 
within the territorial limits of the other as 
our neutral position permitted, developed a 
domestic condition in the Chinese Empire 
which has caused much anxiety: and called 
for prompt and careful attention. Either 
as a result of a weak control by the central 
Government over the provincial ‘adminis- 
trations, following a diminution of’ tradi- 
tional governmental authority under the 
stress of an overwhelming national disas- 
ter, or as a manifestation upon good oppor- 
tunity of the aversion of the Chinese popu- 
lation to all foreign ways and undertakings, 
there have occurred in widely separated 
provinces of China serious outbreaks of the 
eld fanatical spirit against foreigners, 
which, unchecked by the local authorities, 
if not actually connived at by them, have 
culminated in mob attacks’ on foreign mis- 
sionary stations, causing much destruction 
of property, and attended with personal in- 
juries as well as loss of life. 

Although but one American citizen was 
reported to have been actually wounded, 
and although the destruction of property 
may have fallen more heavily upon*the mis- 
sionaries of other nationalties than our own, 
it plainly behooved this Government to take 
the most prompt and decided action to 
guard against similar or perhaps more 
dreadful calamities befalling the hundreds ) 
of American mission stations which have 
grown up throughout the interior of China 
under the temperate rule of toleration, cus- 
tom, and imperial edict. The demands of 
the United States and other powers for 
the degradation and punishment of the re- 
sponsible officials of the respective cities 
and provinces who, by neglect or other- 
wise, had permitted uprisings, and for the 
adoption of stern measures by the Emper- 
or’s Government for the protection of the 
life and property of foreigners, were fol- 
lowed by the disgrace and dismissal of 
certain provincial officials found derelict in 
duty, and the punishment by death of a 
mumber of those adjudged guilty of actual 
participation in the outrages. 

This Government also insisted that a spe- 
cial American commission should visit the 
province where the first disturbances oc- 
eurred, for the purpose of investigation. 
This latter commission, formed after much 
Opposition, has gone overland from Tien-tsin, 
accompanied by a suitable Chinese escort, 
and by its demonstration of the readiness 
and ability of our Government to protect 
its citizens will act, it is believed, as a 
most influential deterrent of any similar 
outbreaks. 

The energetic steps we have thus taken 
are all the more likely to result in future 
safety to our citizens in China, because 
the Imperial Government is, I am persuad- 
ed, entirely convinced that we desire only 
the liberty and protection of our own citi- 


have suffered, and that we have no ulterior 
designs or objects, political or otherwise. 
China’ will not forget either our kindly 
service to her citizens during her late war 
ner the further fact tnat, while furnishing 
all the facilities at our commiand to further 
the negotiation of a peace between her and 
Japan, we sought no advantages and inter- 
posed no counsel. : 

The Governments of both China and Japan 
have in special dispatches transmitted 
through their respective diplomatic repre- 
sentatives expressed in a most pleasing 
manner their grateful appreciation of our 
assistance to their citizens during the un- 
happy struggle and of the value of our aid 
in paving the way to their resumptign of 
peaceful relations. 


The Case of ex-Consul Waller. 


The customary cordial relations between 
this country and France have been un- 
disturbed, with the exception that afull 
explanation of the treatment of John L. 
Waller by the expeditionary military au- 
thorities of France still remains to be 
given. Mr. Waller, formerly United States 
Consul at Tamatave, remained in Madagas- 
ear after his term of office expired, and 
was apparently successful in procuring 
business concessions from the Hovas of 
greater or less value. After the occupation 
of Tamatave and the declaration of martial 
law by the French, he was arrested upon 
various charges, among them that of com- 
municating military information to the ene- 


mies of France, was tried and convicted 
by a military tribunal, and sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment. 

Following the course justified by abundant 
precedents, this Government requested from 
that of France the record of the proceed- 
ings of the French tribunal which resulted 
in Mr. Waller’s c6ndemnation. This request 
has been complied with to the extent of 
supplying a copy of the official record, from 
which appear the constitution and organiza- 
tion of the court, the charges as formulated, 
and the general courge and result of the 
trial, and by which it is shown that the ac- 
cused was tried in open court and was de- 
fended by counsel. But the evidence ad- 
duced in support of the charges—which was 
not received by the French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs till the first week in Octo- 
ber—has thus far been withheld, the French 
Government taking the ground that its pro- 
duction in response to our demand would 
establish a bad precedent. The efforts of 
our Ambassador to procure it, however, 
though impeded by recent changes in the 
French Ministry, have not been relaxed, 
and it is confidently expected. that some 
satisfactory solution of the matter will 
regs | be reached. Meanwhile it appears 
that Mr. Waller’s confinement has every 
alleviation which the state of his health 
and all the other circumstances of the case 
demand or permit. 

In agreeable contrast to the difference 
above noted respecting a matter of com- 
mon concern where nothing is sought ex- 
cept such a mutually satisfactory outcome 
as the true merits of the case require, is 
the recent resolution of the French Cham- 
bers favoring the conclusion of a perma- 
nent treaty of arbitration between the two 
countries. 

An invitation has been extended by France 
to the Government and people of the 
United States to participate in a great in- 
ternational exposition at Paris in 1900 as a 
suitable commemoration of the close of 
this; the world’s marvelous century of 
progress. I heartily recommend its accept- 
ance, together with such legislation as will 
~ re A provide for a due representation 
of this Government and its people on the 
occasion. 


German Trade Relations Unsatisfuc- 
tory. 

Our relations with the States of the Ger- 
man Empire are, in some aspects, typical 
of a condition ‘of things elsewhere found 
in countries whose productions and trade 
are similar to our own.~ The close rivalries 
of. competing indvstries; the influence of the 
delusive doctrine that the internal develop- 
ment of a -nation-is promoted and its 
wealth increased by a policy -whioh in un- 
dertaking to -reserveits. home imarkets for 


the exclusive use of its .awn producers 
heedsssarily ebstruets their-sales in foreign 
markets..and prevents free access to the 
Products of the world; the desire to re- 
tain’ trade in ‘time-worn ruts, regardless of 
the inexorable laws of new needs. and 
changed conditions of demand and supply, 
and our own halting tardiness in = invit- 
ing a freer exchange of commodities, and 
by this means imperiling our footing in 
the external markets naturally open to 
us, have created a situation somewhat in- 
jurious to American export interests, not 
only in Germany, where they are perhaps 
most noticeable, but in adjacent countries. 
The .exports affected are largely American 
cattle and other food products, the reason 
assigned for unfavorable discrimination be- 
ing that their consumption is deleterious to 
the public health. This is all the more 
irritating in view of the fact that no 
European State is as jealous of the excel- 
lence and wholesomeness of its exported 
food supplies as the United States, nor so 
easily able, on account of inherent sound- 
ness, to guarantee those qualities. 

Nor are these difficulties confined to our 
food products designed for exportation. 
Our great insurance companies, for exam- 
ple, having built up a vast business abroad 
and invested a large share of their-gains 
in foreign countries in compliance with the 
local laws and regulations then existing, 
now find themselves within a narrowing cir- 
cle of onerous and unforeseen conditions, 
and are confronted by the necessity of re- 
tirement from a field thus made unprofita- 
ble, if indeed they are not summarily ex- 
pelled, as some of them have lately been 
from Prussia. 

It is not to be forgotten that international 
trade cannot be one-sided. Its currents 
are alternating, and its movements should 
be honestly reciprocal. Without this, it 
almost necessarily degenerates into a device 
to gain advantage or a contrivance to se- 
cure benefits with only the semblance of a 
return. In our dealings with other nations, 
we ought to be open-handed and scrupu- 
lously fair. This should be our policy as a 
producing nation, and it plainly becomes us, 
as a ple who love generosity and the 
moral aspects of National good faith and 
reciprocal forbearance. 

These considerations should not, however, 
eonstrain us to submit to unfair discrimi- 
nation nor to silently acquiesce in vexatious 
hindrances to the enjoyment of our share 
of the legitimate advantages of proper 
trade relations. If an examination of the 
situation suggests such measures on our 
part as would involve restrictions similar 
to those from which we suffer, the way to 
such a course is easy. It should, however, 
by no means be lightly entered upon, since 
the necessity for the inauguration of such 
a policy would be regretted by the best 
sentiment of our people, and because it 
naturally and logically might lead to con- 
sequences of the gravest character. 

I take pleasure in calling to your atten- 
tion the encomiums bestowed on those ves- 
sels of our new navy which took part in 
the notable ceremony of the opening of the 
Kiel Canal. It was fitting that this extra- 
ordinary achievement of the newer German 
nationality should be celebrated in the pres- 
ence of America’s exposition of the latest 
developments of the world’s naval energy. 


Relations with Great Britain. 


Our relations with Great Britain, always- 
intimate and important, have demanded 
during the past year even a greater share 
of consideration than is usual. 

Severel vexatious questions were left un- 
determined by the decision of the Bering 
Sea arbitration tribunal. The application 
of the principles laid down by that august 
body has not been followed by the results 
they were intended to accomplish, either 


because the principles themselves lacked in 
breadth. and definiteness or because their 
execution has been more or less imperfect. 
Much correspondence has been exchanged 
between th: two Governments on the sub- 
ject of preventing the exterminating slaugh- 
ter of seals. The insufficiency of the British 
patrol of Bering Sea, under the regulations 
agreed on by the two Governments, has 
been pointed out, and yet only two British 
ships have been on police duty during this 
season in those waters. 

The need of a more effective enforcement 
of existing regulations, as well as the 
adoption of such additional regulations as 
experience has shown to be absolutely nec- 
essary to carry out the intent of the award, 
have been earnestly urged upon the Brit- 
ish Government, but thus far without ef- 
fective results. In the meantime the de- 

letion of the seal herds by means of pe- 
agic hunting has so alarmingly progressed 
that unless their slaughter is at once ef- 
fectively checked their extinction within. a 
few years seems to be a matter of absolute 
certainty. 

The understanding by which the United 
States was to pay, and Great Britain to re- 
ceive, a lump sum of $425,000 in full settle- 
ment of all British claims for damages aris- 
ing from our seizure of British sealing ves- 
sole unauthorized under the award of the 
Paris tribunal of arbitration, was not con- 
firmed by the last Congress, which de- 
clined to make the necessary appropria- 
tion. I am still of the opinion that this ar- 
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poous one for the Government, and I earnest- 
yrecomniend that it be againconsidered and 
sanctioned. ‘If, however, this does not meet 
with the fayor of Congress, it certainly will 
hardly dissent from the proposition that the 
Government is bound by every consideration 
of honor and good faith to provide for the 
speedy adjustment of these claims by arbi- 
tration as the only other alternative. 


Treaty of Arbitration Agreed Upon. 


A treaty of arbitration has therefore been 
agreed upon, and will be immediately laid 
before the Senate, so that in one of the 
modes suggested a final seftlement may be 
reached, 

Notwithstanding that Grat Britain origi- 
nated the proposal to enforce international 
rules for the prevention of collisions at sea, 
based on the recommendations of the mari- 
time conference of Washington, and con- 


curred in suggesting March 1, 1895, as the 
date to be set by proclamation for carrying 
these rules into general effect,. her Maj- 
esty’s Government. having encountered op- 
position on the nart of British shipping in- 
terests, announced its inability to accept that 
date, which was consequently canceled. The 
entire matter is still in abeyance, without 
prospect of a better condition in the near 
future. 

The Commissioners appointed to mark the 
international! boundary in Passamaquoddy 
Bay according to the description of the 
treaty of Ghent have not yet fully agreed. 


Alaskan Boundary Survey Should Be 
Completed. 


The completion of the preliminary survey 
of that Alasisan boundary which follows 
the contour of the coast from the southern- 
most point of Prince of Wales Island until 
it strikes the one-hundred and forty-first 
meridian at or near the summit of Mount 
St. Elias awaits further necessary appro- 
priation, which is urgently recommended. 
This survey was undertaken under the pro- 
visions of the convention entered into by 


this country and Great Britain July 22, 1892, 
and the supplementary convention of Feb. 
3, 1894. 

As to the remaining section of the Alaskan 
boundary, which follows the one hundred 
and forty-first meridian northwardly from 
Mount St. Elias to the Frozen Ocean, the 
settlement of which involves the physical 
logation of the meridian mentioned, no 
conventional agreement has yet been made. 
The ascertainment of a given meridian at 
a particular point is a work requiring much 
time and careful observations and surveys. 
Such observations and surveys were under- 
taken by the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey in 1890 and 1891, while sim- 
ilar work in the same quarters under Brit- 
ish auspices are believed to give nearly co- 
incident results; but these surveys have been 
independently conducted, and no interna- 
tional agreement to mark those or any other 
parts of the one hundred and forty-first 
meridian by permanent monuments has yet 
been made. In the meantime, the valley of 
the Yukon is becoming a highway through 
the hitherto unexplored wilds of Alaska, 
and abundant mineral wealth has been dis- 
covered in that region, especially at or near 
the junction of the boundary meridian with 
the Yukon and its tributaries. In these cir- 
cumstances it is expedient, and, indeed, 
imperative, that the jurisdictional limits of 
the respective Governments in this new 
region be speedily determined. Her Brit- 
annic Majesty’s Government has proposed 
a joint delimitation of the one hundred and 
fortv-first meridian by an international com- 
mission of experts, which, if Congress will 
authorize it, and make due provision there- 
for, can be accomplished with no unreason- 
able delay. It is impossible to overlook the 
vital importance of continuing the work al- 
ready entered upon, and supplementing it 
by further effective measures looking to the 
exact location of this entire boundary line. 

I call attention to the unsatisfactory de- 
limitation of the respective jurisdictions of 
the United States and the Dominion of 
Canada in the great lakes at the approach- 
es to the narrow waters that connect them. 
The waters in question are frequented by 
fishermen of. both. nationalities, and their 
nets are there used. Owing to. the uncer- 
tainty and ignorance as to the true bound- 
ary, vexatious disputes and injurious seiz- 
ures of boats and nets by Canadian. cruis- 
ers often occur, while any positive settle- 
ment thereof by an accepted standard is 
not easily to be reached. A joint commission 
to determine the line in those quarters, on a 
practical, basis, by measured courses fol- 
lowing range marks ‘on shore, is a necessity 
for. which. immediate provision should be 
made. 

Monroe Doctrine and Venezuela. 


It being apparent that the boundary dis- 
pute between Great Britain and the Re- 
public of Venezuela concerning the limits 
of British Guiana was approaching an acute 
stage, a definite statement of the interest 
and policy of the United States as regards 
the controversy seemed to be required both 
on its own account and in view of its re- 
lations with the friendly powers directly 
concerned. In July last, therefore, a dis- 


patch was addressed to our Ambassador 
at London for communication to the British 
Government in which the aititude of the 
United States was fully and distinctly set 
forth. The general conclusions therein 
reached and tormulated are in substance 
that the traditional and enensnes Perey 
of this Government is firmly opposed to a 
forcible increase by any Buropean power 
of its territorial possessions on this con- 
tinent; that this policy is as well founded 
in principle as it is strongly supported by 
numerous precedents; that as a consequence 
the United States is bound to protest 
against the enlargement of the area of 
British Guiana in derogation of the rights 
and against the will of Venezuela; that, con- 
sidering the disparity in strength of Great 
Britain and Venezuela, the territorial dis- 
pute between them can be reasonably set- 
tled only by friendly and impartial arbitra- 
tion, and that the resort to such arbitra- 
tion should include the whole controversy, 
and is not satisfied if one of the powers 
concerned is permitted. to draw an arbi- 
trary line through the tenstioez in debate 
and to declare that it will submit to ar- 
bitration only the portion lying on one side 
of it. In view of these conclusions, the dis- 
patch in question called upon the British 
Government for a definite answer to the 
question whether it would or would not sub- 
mit the territorial controversy between itself 
and Venezuela in its entirety to impartial 
arbitration. The answer of the ritish 
Government has not yet been received, but 
is expected shortly, when further commu- 
nication on the subject will probably be 
made to the Congress. 


Americans Protected in Hawaii. 

Early in January last an uprising against 
the Government of Hawaii was promptly 
suppressed, Martial law was _ forthwith 
proclaimed and numerous arrests were 
made of persons suspected of being in sym- 
pathy with the royalist party. Among 
these were several citizens of the United 
States, who were either convicted by a 
military court and sentenced to death, im- 
prisonment, or fine, or were deported with- 
out trial. The United States, while deny- 
ing protection to such as had taken the 
Hawaiian oath of allegiance, insisted that 
martial law, though altering the forms of 
justice, could not supercede justice itself, 
and demanded stay of execution until the 
proceedings had been submitted to this 
Government, and knowledge obtained there- 
from that our citizens had received fair 
trial. The death sentences were subse- 
quently commuted or were remitted on con- 
dition of leaving the islands. The cases 
of certain Americans arrested and expelled 
by arbitrary order without formal charge 
or trial, have had attention, and in 
some instances have been found to justify 
remonstrance and a claim for indemnity, 
which Hawaii has not thus far conceded. 

Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian Minister, hav- 
ing furnished this Government abundant 
reason for asking that he be recalled, that 
course was pursued, and his successor has 
lately been received. 

The deplorable lynching of several Ital- 
fan laborers in Colorado was  onat- 
urally followed by _ international ig 
resentations, and I am _ happy o 
say that thé best efforts of the 
State in which the outrages occurred have 
been put forth to discover and punish the 
authors of this atrocious crime. The de- 
pendent families of some of the unfortu- 
nate victims invite by their deplorable con- 
dition gracious provision for their needs. 

These manifestations against helpless 
aliens may be traced through successive 
stages to the vicious padroni system which, 
unchecked by our immigration and con- 
tract-labor statutes, controls these workers 
from the moment of landing on our 
shores, and farms them out in distant and 
often rude regions, where their cheapening 
competition in the fields of bread-winning 
toil brings them into collision with other 
labor interests. 


Padrone Labor System Repugnant. 

While welcoming, as we should, those 
who seek our shores to merge themselves in 
our body politic and win personal compet- 
ence by honest effort, we cannot regard 
such assemblages of distinctively alien la- 
borers, hired out in the mass to the profit of 
alien speculators and shipped hither and 


thither as the prospect of gain mgy dic- 
tate, as otherwise nh repugnant to the 
spirit of our civilization, rrent to in- 
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dividual advancement, and hindrances to 
the building up of stable communities rest- 
ing upon the wholesome ambitions of the 
eitizen and constituting the prime factor 
in the prosperity and progress of our Na- 
tion. If legislation can reach this J gpettas 
evil, it certainly should be attempted. 

Japan has furnished abundant evidence 
of her vast gain in every trait and charac- 
teristic that constitutes a nation’s great- 
ness. We have reason for congratulation 
in the fact that the Government of the 
United States, by the exchange of liberal 
treaty stipulations with the new Japan, 
was the first to recognize her wonderful 
advance and to extend to her the consider- 
ation and confidence due to her national 
enlightenment and progressive character. 

The boundary’ dispute which lately 
threatened to embroil Guatemala and Mex- 
ico has happily yielded to pacific counsels, 
and its determination has, by the joint 
agreement of the parties, been submitted 
to the sole arbitration of the United States 
Minister to Mexico. 

The commission appointed under the con- 
vention of Feb. 18, 1889, to set new monu- 
ments along the boundary between the 
United States and Mexico has completed 
its task. 

As a sequel to the failure of a scheme for 
the colonization in Mexico of negroes, most- 
ly emigrants from Alabama, under con- 
tract, a great number of these helpless and 
suffering people, starving and smitten with 
contagious disease, made their way or were 
assisted to the frontier, where, in wretched 
plight, they were quarantined by the Texas 
authorities. Learning of their destitute 
condition, I directed rations to be tempo- 
rarily furnished them through the War De- 
partment. At the expiration of their quar- 
antine they were conveyed by the railway 
companies at comparatively nominal rates 
to their homes in Alabama, upon my assur- 
ance, in the absence of any fund available 
for the cost of their transportation, that I 
would recommend to Congress an appro- 
priation for its payment. I now strongly 
urge upon Congress the propriety of making 
such an appropriation. It should be re- 
membered that the measures taken were 
dictated not only by sympathy and human- 
ity, but by a conviction that it was not 
compatible with the dignity of this Gov- 
ernment that so large a body of our 
dependent citizens should be thrown for re- 
lief upon the charity of a neighboring State. 


Nicaragua and the Mosquito Strip. 


In last year’s message I narrated at some 
length the jurisdictional questions then 
freshly arisen in the Mosquito Indian Strip 
of Nicaragua. Since that time, by the 
voluntary act of the Mosquito Nation, the 
territory reserved to them has been incor- 
porated with Nicaragua, the Indians for- 
mally subjecting themselves to be governed 
by the general laws and regulations of the 
republic instead of by their own customs 
and regulations, and thus availing them- 
selves of a privilege secured to them by 
the treaty between Nicaragua and Great 
Britain of Jan. 28, 1860. 

After this extension of uniform Nicarag- 
uan administration of the Mosquito Strip, 


the case of the British Vice Consul, Hatch. 
and of several of his countrymen, who had 
been summarily expelled from: Nicaragua 
and treated with considerable indignity, pro- 
voked a claim by Great Britain upon Nic- 
aragua for pecuniary indemnity, which, 
upon Nicaragua’s refusal to admit liability, 
was enforced by Great Britain. While the 
sovereignty and jurisdiction of Nicaragua 
was in no way questioned by Great Britain, 
the former’s arbitrary conduct in regard 
to British subjects furnished the ground 
for this ae 

A British naval force occupied without 
resistance she Pacific seaport of Corinto, 
but was soon after withdrawn upon the 
promise that the sum demanded would be 
paid. Throughout this incident the kindly 
offices .of the United States were: invoked 
and were employed in favor of as.peaceful 
a settlement.and as much consideration and 
indulgence toward Nicaragua as were con- 
sistent with the nature of the case. Our 
efforts have since been made the subject of 
appreciative and grateful recognition by 
Nicaragua. 

The coronation of the Czar of Russia at 
Moscow in May next invites the ceremonial 
participation of the United States, and in 
accordance with usage and diplomatic pro- 
priety our Minister to the imperial Court 
has been directed to represent our Govern- 
ment on the occasion. 
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Passports for Russian Jews. 


Correspondence is on foot touching the 
practice ofy;Russian Consuls within. the 
jurisdiction of the United States to interro- 
gate citizens ag to their race and religious 
faith, and upon ascertainment thereof to 
deny to Jews authentication of passports 
or legal documents for use in Russia. In- 
asmuch as such a proceeding imposes a 
disability, which in the case of succession 
to property in Russia may be found to 
infringe the treaty rights of our citizens, 
and which 1s un obnoxious invasion of our 
territorial jurisdiction, it has elicited fit- 


ting remonstrance, the result of which, it 
is hoped, will remove the cause of com- 
plaint. 

The pending claims of sealing vessels of 
the United States seized in Russian waters 
remain unadjusted. Our recent convention 
with Russia establishing a modus vivendi 
as to imperial jurisdiction in such cases 
has prevented further difficulty of this nat- 
ure. 

The Russian Government has welcored in 
principle our suggestion for a modus viven- 
di, to embrece Great Britain and Japan, 
looking to the better preservation of seal 
life in the North Pacific and Bering Sea, 
and the extension of the protected area de- 
fined by the Paris tribunal to all Pacific 
waters north of the thirty-fifth parallel. It 
is especially noticeable that Russia favors 
prohibition of the use of firearms in seal 
hunting throughout the proposed area and a 
longer closed season for pelagic sealing. 

In my last two annual messages I called 
the attention of the Congress to the posi- 
tion we occupied as one of the parties to a 
treaty or agreement by which we became 
jointly beund with England and Germany 
to so interfere with the government and 
control of Samoa as in effect to assume the 
management of its affairs. On the 9th day 
of May, 1894, I transmitted to the Senate a 
special message with accompanying docu- 
ments, giving information on the subject 
and emphasizing the opinion I have at all 
times entertained, that our situation in this 
matter was inconsistent with the mission 
and traditions of our Government, in viola- 
tion of the principles we profess, and in all 
its phases mischievous and -vexatious. 

I again press this subject upon the atten- 
tion of the Congress to ask for such legisla- 
tive action or expression as will lead the 
way to our relief from obligations both irk- 
some and unnatural. 


Neutrality on the Cuban Conflict. 


Cuba is again gravely disturbed. An in- 
surrection, in some respects more active 
than the last vreceding revolt, which con- 
tinued from 1868 to 1878, now exists in a 
large part of the eastern interior of the isl- 
and, menacing even some populations on 
the coast. Besides deranging the commer- 
cial exchanges of the island, of which our 
country takes the predominant share, this 
flagrant condition of hostilities, by arousing 
sentimental sympathy and inciting advent- 


urous support among our people, has en- 
tailed earnest effort on the part of this Gov- 
ernment to enforce obedience to our neutral- 
ity laws and to prevent the territory of the 
United States from being abused as a van- 
tage ground from which to aid those in 
arms against Spanish sovereignty. 

Whatever may be the traditional sym- 
pathy of our countrymen as individuals 
“with a people who seem to be struggling for 
larger autonomy and_= greater reedom, 
deepened as such sympathy naturally must 
be in behalf of our neighbors, yet the plajn 
duty of their Government is to observe in 
good faith the recognized obligations of 
international relationship. The perform- 
ance of this duty should not be made more 
dificult by a gk oe on the part of our 
citizens of the obligations growing out of 
their allegiance to their country, which 
should restrain them from violating, as in- 
dividuals, the neutrality which the Nation 
of which they are members is bound to ob- 
serve in its relations to friendly sovereign 
States. Though neither the warmth of our 
people’s sympathy with the Cuban insur- 
gents, nor our loss and material damage 
consequent upon the futile endeavors thus 
far made to restore peace and order, nor 
any shock our humane sensibilities may 
have received from the cruelties- which ap- 
pear to especially characterize this san- 
guinary and fiercely conducted war, have 
in the least shaken the determination of 
of the Government to honestly fulfill every 
international obligation, yet it is to 
earnestly hoped, on every ground, that the 
devastation of armed conflict may speed- 
ily be stayed, and order and quiet restored 
to the distracted island, bringing in their 
train the activity and thrift of peaceful 
pursuits. 


The Allianca Incident. 


One notable instance of interference by 
Spain with passing American ships has 
oceurred. On March 8 last the Allianca, 
while bound from Colon to New-York, and 
following the customary track for vessels 
near the Cuban shore, but outside the 
three-mile limit, was fired upon by a Span- 





ish gunboat. Protest was promptly made 
by the United States against this act as not 
being justified by a state of war, nor per- 


missible in respect of vessels on the usual 
paths of commerce, nor tolerable in view 
of the wanton peril occasioned to innocent 
life and property. The act wags disavowe.l, 
with full expression of regret, and assur- 
ance of nonrecurrence cf such just cause of 
complaint, while the offending officer was 
relieved of his command. 

Military arrests of citizens of the United 
States in Cuba have occasioned: frequent 
reclamations. Where held on criminal 
charges their delivery to the ordinary civ- 
il jurisdiction for trial has been demanded 
and obtained in conformity with treaty 
provisions, and where merely detained by 
way of military precaution under a pro- 
claimed state of siege, without formulated 
accusation, their relezse or trial has been 
insisted upon. The right of American con- 
sular officers in the island to prefer pro- 
tests and demands in such cases having 
been question by the insular authority, 
their enjoyment of the privilege stipulated 
by treaty for the consuls of Germany was 
claimed under the most-favored-nation pro- 
vision of our own convention and was 
promptly recognized. 

The long-standing demand of Antonio 
Maximo Mora against Spain has at last 
been settled by the payment, on the 14th 
of September last, of the sum originally 
agreed upon in liquidation of the claim. 
Its distribution among the parties entitled 
to receive it has proceeded as rapidly as 
the rights of those claiming the fund could 
be safely determined. 

The enforcement of differential duties 
against products of this country exported 
to Cuba and Puerto Rico prompte the 
immediate claim on our part to the benefit 
of the minimum tariff of Spain in return 
for the most favorable treatment permitted 
by our laws as regards the production of 
Spanish territories. A commercial arrange- 
ment was concluded in January last secur- 
ing the treatment so claimed. 

Vigorous protests against excessive fines 
imposed on our ships and merchandise by 
the customs officers of these islands for 
trivial errors have resulted in the remission 
of such fines in instances where the equity 
of the complaint was apparent, though 
the vexatious practice has not been wholly 
discontinued. 


Americans in Turkey to be Protcted. 


Occurrences in Turkey have continued to 
excite concern. The reported massacres of 
Christians in Armenia and the development 
there and in other districts of a spirit of 
fanatic hostility to Christian influences nat- 
urally éxcited apprehension for the safety 
of the devoted men and women who, as de- 
pendents of the foreign missionary societies 
in the United States, reside in Turkey un- 
der the guarantee of law and usage and 


in the legitimate performance of their edu- 
cational and religious mission. No efforts 
have been spared in their behalf, and their 
protection in person and property has been 
earnestly and vigorously enforced by ev- 
ery means within our power. 
I regret, however, than an attempt on our 
art to obtain better information concern- 
ng the true condition of affairs in the dis- 
turbed quarter of the Ottoman Empire, by 
sending thither the United States Consul at 
Sivas to make investigation and report, was 
thwarted by the objections of the Turkish 
Government. This movement on our part 
Was in no sense meant as a gratuitous en- 
tanglement of the United States in the so- 
called Eastern auestion, nor as an officious 
interference with the right and duty which 
belong by treaty to certain great European 
powers, calling for their intervention in 
political matters affecting the. good govern- 
ment and religious freedom of the non-Mus- 
sulman subjects of the Sultan, but it arose 
solely from our desire to have an accurate 
knowledge of the conditions in our efforts 
to gare for those entitled to our protection. 
The presence of our naval vessels which 
are now in the vicinity of the disturbed lo- 
ecalities affords opportunities to acquire a 
measure of familiarity with the condition of 
affairs, and will enable us to take suitable 
steps for the protection of any interests 
of our countrymen within reach of our ships 
that might be found imperiled. . 
The Ottoman Government has lately is- 
sued an imperia’ iradé expemting forever 
from taxation an American college for girls 
at Scutari. Repeated assurances have also 
been obtained by our envoy at. Constan- 
tinople that similar institutions maintained 
and administered by our countrymen shall 
be secured in the enjoyment of all rights, 
and that our citizens throughout the empire 
shall be protected. 


European Powers Should Act. 


The Government, however, in view of ex- 
isting facts, is far from relying upon such 
assurances as the limit of its duty. Our 
Minister has been vigilant and alert in 
affording all possible protection in individ- 
ual cases where danger threatened or safe- 
ty as imperiled. We have sent ships as 
far toward the points of actual disturb- 
ance as it is possible for them to go, where 
they offer refuge to those obliged to flee, 
and we have the promise of other powers 
which have ships in the neighborhood that 
our citizens, as well as theirs, will be re- 
eeived and protected on board those ships, 
On the demand of our Minister, orders have 
been issued by the Sultan that Turkish 
soldiers shall guard and escort to the coast 
American refugees. 

These orders have been carried out, and 
our latest intelligence gives assurance of 
the present personal safety of our citizens 
and missionaries. Though thus far no lives 
of American citizens have been sacrificed, 
there can be no doubt that serious loss 
and destruction of mission property have re- 
sulted from riotous conflicts and outrageous 
attacks. 

By treaty several of the most powerful 
European powers have secured a right and 
have assumed a duty not only in behalf of 
their own citizens and in futherance of 
their own interests, but as ggents of the 
Christian world. Their right is to enforce 
such conduct of Turkish Government as will 
restrain fanatical brutality, and if this fails 
their duty is to so interfere as to insure 
against such dreadful occurrences in Tur- 
key as have lately shocked civilization. The 
powers declare this right and this duty 
to be theirs alone, and it is earnestly hoped 
that prompt and effective action on their 
part will not be delayed. 

he new Consulates at Erzeroum and Har- 
poot, for which appropriation was made 
last session, have been provisionally filled 
by trusted employes of the Department of 
State. These appointees, though now in 
Turkey, have not yet received their ex- 
equaturs. p 

The arbitration of the claim of the Ven- 
ezuela Steam Transportation Company, 
under the treaty of Jan. 19, 1892, between 
the United States and Venezuela, resulted 
in an award in favor of the claimant. 

The Government has used its good offices 
toward composing the differences between 
Venezuela on the one hand and France and 
Belgium on the other, growing out of the 
dismissal of the representatives of those 
powers, on the ground of a publication 
deemed offensive to Venezuela. Although 
that dismissal was coupled with a cordial 
request that other more personally agree- 
able envoys be sent in their stead, a rupture 
of intercourse ensued, and still continues. 


To Improve the Consular Service. 


In view of the growth of our interests 
in foreign countries, and the encouraging 
prospects for a general expansion of our 
commerce, the question of an improvement 
in the Consular Service has increased in 
importance and urgency. Though there is 
no doubt that the great body of Consular 
officers are rendering valuable services to 
the trade and industries of the country, the 
need of some plan of appointment and con- 


trol which would tend to secure a higher 
average of efficiency cannot be denied. 

The importance of the subject has led the 
Executive to consider what steps might 
preperty be taken without additional legis- 
ation to answer the need of a better sys- 
tem of consular appointments. The matter 
having been committed to the consideration 
of the Secretary of State, in pursuance of 
his recommendations, an Executive order 
was issued on the 20th of September, 1895, 
by the terms of which it is provided that 
after that date any vacancy in a consular 
or commercial agency, with an annual sal]- 
ary or compensation from official fees of 
not more than $2,500 or less than $1,000, 
should be filled either by transfer or pro- 
motion from some other position under the 
Department of State of a character tending 
to qoality the incumbent for the position to 
be filled, or by the appointment of a person 
not under the Department of State, but 
having previously served thereunder and 
shown his capacity and fitness for consular 
duty, or by the appointment of a person 
who, having been selected by the President 
and sent to.a board for examination, js 
found, upon such examination, to be quali- 
fied for the position. Posts which pay less 
than $1,000 being usually, on account of 
their small compensation, filled by selection 
from residents of the locality, it was not 
deemed practicable to put them under the 
new system. 

The compensation of $2,500 was adopted 
as the maximum limit in the classification 
for the reason that consular officers re- 
ceiving more than that sum are often 
charged with functions and duties scarcely 
inferior in dignity and importance to those 





of diplomatic agents, and it was therefore 
thought best to continue selection 
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in the discretion of the Executive without 
subjecting them to examination before a 
board. xcluding seventy-one places with 
compensation at present less than $1,000, 
and fifty-three places above the maximum 
in compensation, the number of positions 
remaining within the scope of the order 
is 96. is number will undoubtedly be 
increased by the inclusion of consular offi- 
cers whose remuneration in fees, now less 
than $1,000, will be augmented with the 
growth of our foreign commerce and a re- 
turn to more favorable business conditions. 


There Should Be Consular Inspection. 


In execution of the Executive order re- 
ferred to, the Secretary of State has des- 
ignated as a board to conduct the prescribed 
examinations the Third Assistant Secretary 
of State, the Solicitor of the Department of 
State, and the Chief of the Consular Bu- 
reau, and has specified the subjects to which 
such examination shall relate. 

It is not assumed that this system will 
prove a full measure of consular reform. 


It is quite probable that actual experience 
will show particulars in which the order 
already issued may be amended, and dem- 
onstrate that, for the best results, appro- 
priate legislation by Congress is imperative- 
ly required. 

In any event these efforts to improve 
the Consular Service ought to be immedi- 
ately supplemented by legislation providing 
for consular inspection. This has frequent- 
ly been a subject of Executive recommenda- 
tion, and I again urge such action by Con- 
gress as will permit the frequent and thor- 
ough inspection of consulates by officers ap- 
pointed for that purpose or by persons al- 
ready in the Diplomatic or Consular Serv- 
ice. The expense attending such a_ plan 
would be insignificant compared with its 
usefulness, and I hope the legislation neces- 
sary to set it on foot will be speedily forth- 
coming. 

I am thoroughly convinced that, in addi- 
tion to their salaries, our Ambassadors and 
Ministers at foreign Courts should be pro- 
vided by the Government with official res- 
idences. The salaries of these officers are 
comparatively small, and in most cases in- 
sufficient to pay, with other necessary ex- 
penses, the cost of maintaining household 
establishments in keeping with their impor- 
tant and delicate functions. The usefulness 
of a nation’s diplomatic representative un- 
deniably depends much upon the appropri- 
ateness of his surroundings, and a country 
like ours, while avoiding unnecessary glitter 
and show, should be certain that it does not 
suffer in its relations with foreign nations 
through parsimony and shabbiness in its 
diplomatic outfit. These considerations and 
the other advantages of having fixed and 
somewhat permanent locations for our em- 
bassies would abundantly justify the mod- 
erate expenditure necessary to carry out 
this suggestion. 

Finances Demand Prompt Treatment. 

As we turn from a review of our foreign 
relations to the contemplation of our Na- 
tional financial situation we are immediate- 
ly aware that we approach a subject of do- 
mestic concern .more ‘important than any 
other that can engage our attention, and 
one at present in such a perplexing and del- 
icate predicament as to require prompt and 
wise treatment. 

We may well be encouraged to earnest 
effort in this direction when we recall the 
‘steps already taken toward improving our 
economic and financial situation, and when 
we appreciate how well the way has been 
prepared ior further progress by an aroused 
eat intelligent popular interest in these sub- 
ects. 

By command of the people, a customs 
revenue system, designed for the protec- 
tion and benefit of favored classes at the 
expense of the great mass of our country- 
men, and which, while inefficient for the 
purpose: of revenue, curtailed our trade re- 
lations and impeded our entrance to the 
markets of the world, has been superseded 
by a tariff policy which, in principle, is 
based upon a denial of the right of the 
Government to obstruct the avenues to our 
people’s cheap living or lessen their com- 
fort and contentment for the sake of ac- 
cording especial advantages to favorites, 
and which, while encouraging our inter- 
course and trade with other nations, ‘rec. 
ognizes the fact that American self-rell- 
ance, thrift, and ingenuity can build up 
our country’s industries and develop its 
resources more surely than enervating pa- 
ternalism. 

The compulsory purchase and coinage of 
silver by the Government, unchecked, and 
unregulated by business conditions, and 
heedless of our currency needs, which for 
more than fifteen years diluted our circu- 
lating medium, undermined confidence 
abroad in our financial ability, and at last 
culminated in distress and panic at home, 
have been recently stopped by the repeal of 
the laws which forced this reckless scheme 
upon the country. 

The things thus accomplished, notwith- 
standing their extreme importance and 
beneficent effects, fall far short of curing 
the monetary evils from which we suffer 
as a result of long indulgence in ill-advised 
financial expedients. 

Greenbacks a War Currency. 

The currency denominated United States 
notes and commonly known as_ greeh- 
backs was issued in large volume during 
the late civil war, and was intended origi- 
nally to meet the exigencies. of that period. 
It will be seen by a reference to the de- 
bates in Congress at the time the laws 
were passed authorizing the issue of these 
notes that their advocates declared they 
were intended for only temporary use and 
to meet the emergency of war. In almost, 
if not all, the laws relating to them, some 
provision was made contemplating their 
voluntary or compulsory retirement. A 
large quantity of them, however, were kept 
on foot and mingled with the currency otf 
the country, so that at the close of the year 
1874 they amounted to $381,999,073. 

Immediately after that date, in Jan- 
uary, 1875, a law was passed providing tor 
the resumption of specie payments, by 
which the Secretary of the Treasury was 
required, whenever additional circulation 
was issued’ to National banks, to retire 
United States notes equal in amount to sv 
per cent. of such additional National bank 
circulation until such notes were reduced 
to $300,000,000. This law further provided 
that on and after the ist day of January, 
1879, the United States notes then outstand- 
ing should be redeemed in coin, and in or- 
der to provide and prepare for such re- 
demption the Secretary of the Treasury was 
authorized not only to use any surplus rev- 
enues of the Govenment, but to issue bonds 
of the United States and dispose of them 
for coin, and to use the proceeds for the 
purposes contemplated by the statute. 

In May, 1878, and before the date thus 
appointed for the redemption and retire- 
ment of these notes, another statute was 
passed forbidding their further cancellation 
and retirement. Some of them had, how- 
ever, been previously redeemed and can- 
celed upon the issue of additional National 
bank circulation, as permitted by the law 
of 1875, so that the amount outstanding at 
the time of the passage of the act for- 
bidding their further retirement was $346,- 

1,016. 

“The law of 1878 did not stop at distinct 
prohibition, but contained, in addition, the 
following express provision: 

And when any of said notes may be redeemed 
or be received into the Treasury, under any law, 
from any source whatever, and shall belong to 
the United States, they shall not be retired, 
canceled, or destroyed, but they shall be re- 
issued and paid out again and kept in circulation. 

his was the condition of affairs on the 
asst day of January, 1879, which had been 
fixed upon four years before as the date 
for entering upon the redemption and re- 
tirement of all these notes, and for which 
such abundant means had been provided. 


Redemption That Did Not Redeem. 


The Government was put in the anomalous 
situation of owing to the holders of its 
notes debts payable in gold on demand, 
which could neither be retired by receiving 
such notes in discharge of obligations due 
the Government, nor canceled by actual pay- 
ment in gold. It was forced to redeem 
without redemption and to pay without ac- 





quittance.

of the Treasury. It was, however, declared 
in the act to be “the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other upon the 
present legal ratio, or such ratio as may be 
provided by law.”” In view of this declara- 
tion it was not deemed permissible for the 
Secretary of the Treasury to exercise the 
discretion in terms conferred on him, by 
es to pay gold on these notes when 

emanded, because by such discrimination 
in favor of the gold dollar the so-called 
parity of the two metals would be de. 
Stroyed, and grave and dangerous conse- 
quences would be precipitated by affirming 
or accentuating the constantly widening 
disparity between their actual values under 
the existing ratio. 

It thus resulted that the Treasury notes 
issued in payment of silver purchases under 
the law of 1890 were necessarily treated as 
gold obligations, at the option of the holder. 
These notes on the Ist day of November,

The Instraments of Depletion. 


The notes of this description now oute 
Standing added to the United States notes 
still undiminished by redemption or can- 
cellation constitute a volume of gold obli- 
gations amounting to nearly $500,000,009, 
These obligations are the instruments 
which, ever since we have had a gold re- 
serve, have been used to deplete it. 

This reserve, as has been stated, had 
fallen in April, 1893, to $97,011,330. It hag 
from that time to the present, with very 


few and unimportant upward movements, 
Steadily decreased, except as it has been 
temporarily replenished by the sale of 
bonds. ‘ 

Among the causes for this constant and 
uniform shrinkage in this fund may be 
mentioned the great falling off of exports 
under the operation of the tariff law until 
recently in force, which crippled our ex- 
change of commodities with foreign nations 
and necessitated to some extent the pay- 
ment of our balances in gold; the unnatural 
infusion of silver into our currency, and 
the increasing agitation for its free and 
unlimited. coinage, which have created ap- 
prehension as to our disposition or ability 
to continue gold payments; the consequent 
hoarding of gold at home and the stoppage 
of investments of foreign capital, as well 
as the return of our securities already sold 
abroad, and the high rate of foreign ex- 
change, which induced the shipment of our 
gold to be drawn against as a matter of 
speculation. 

In -consequence..ef these conditions, the 
gold reserve on thé ist day of February, 
1894, was reduced to $65,438,377, having lost 
more than $31,000,000 during the preceding 
nine months, or since April, 1898. Its re- 
plenishment being necessary, and no other 
manner of accomplishing it being possible, 
resort was had to the issue and sale of 
bonds provided for by the resumption act of 
1875. Fifty millions of these bonds were 
sold, yielding $58,633,295.71, which was add- 
ed to the reserve fund of gold then on hand. 
As a result of this operation, this reserve, 
which had suffered constant and large with- 
drawals in the meantime, stood, on the 6th 
day of March, 1894, at the sum of $107,446,- 
802.° Its depletion was, however, immediate- 
ly thereafter so accelerated that on the 
30th day of June, 1894, it had fallen to $64,- 
873,025. thus losing by withdrawals more 
than $42,000,000 in five months, and dropping 
slightly below its situation when the sale 
of $50,000,000 in bonds was effected for its 
replenishment. 

This depressed condition grew worse, and 
on the 24th day.of November, 1894, our gold 
reserve being reduced to $57,669,701, it be- 
came necessary to again strengthen it. This 
was done by another sale of bonds, amount- 
ing to $50,000,000, from which there was 
realized $58,538,500, with which the fund was 
increased to $111,142,021, on the 4th day of 
December, 1894. 


Congress Refused to Act. 


Again disappointment awaited the anxious 
hope for relief. There was not even a lull 
in the exasperating withdrawals of gold. 
On the contrary, they grew larger and 
more persistent than ever Between the 
fourth day of December, 1894, and 
early in February, 1895, a period of scarcely 
more than two months after the second re- 
inforcement of our gold reserve by the sale 
of bonds, it had lost by such withdrawals 
more than $69,000,000, and had fallen to 
$41,840,181. Nearly $43,000,000 had been with- 
drawn within the month immediately pre- 
ceding this situation. ; 

In anticipation. of impending trouble, I 
had, or the twenty-eighth day of January, 
1895, addressed a communication to the 
Congress fully setting forth our difficulties 
and dangerous position, and earnestly rec- 
ommending that authority be given the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to issue bonds bear- 
ing low rate of interest, payable by their 
terms in gold, for the purpose of maintain- 
ing a sufficient gold reserve, and also for 
redemption and cancellation of outstanding 
United States notes and the Treasury notes 
issued for the purchase of silver under the 
law of 1890. This recommendation did not, 
however, meet with legislative approval. 
_In February, 1895, therefore, the situa- 
tion was exceedingly critical. With a_re- 
serve perilously low and a refusal of Con- 
gressional aid, everything indicated that the 
end of gold payments by the Government 
was imminent. .The results of prior bond 
issues had been exceedingly unsatisfactory, 
and the large withdrawals of gold imme- 
diately succeeding their public sale in open 
market gave rise to a reasonable suspicion 
that a large part of the gold paid into the 
Treasury upon such sales was promptly 
Grawn out again by the presentation of 
United States notes or Treasury notes, and 
found its way to the hands of those who 
had only temporarily parted with it in the 
purchase of bonds. 

In this emergency, and in view of its sur- 
rounding perplexities, it became entirely 
apparent to those upon whom the struggle 
for safety was devolved not only that our 
gold reserve must, for the third time in less 
than thirteen months, be restored by an- 
other issue and sale of bonds bearing a high 
rate of interest and badly suited to the pur- 
pose, but that a plan must be adopted for 
their disposition — better results 
than those realized on previous sales. 


Work of the Bond Syndicate. 

An agreement was therefore made with a 
number of financiers and bankers whereby 
it was stipulated that bonds described in 
the resumption act of 1875, payable in coin 
thirty years after their date, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum, 
and amounting to abovt $62,000,000, should 
be exchanged for gold, receivable by 
weight, amounting to a little more than 
$65,000,000. 

This gold was’to be delivered in such in- 
staliments as ‘would complete its delivery 
within about'six months from the date of 


the cortract, and at least one-half of the 
amount was ‘to be furnished from abroad. 
It was also agreed by those supplying this 
gold that during the continuance of the con- 
tract the; would, by every means in their 
power, protect the Government against gold 
withdrawals. The contract also previded 
that if Congress would authorize their issue, 
bonds payable by their terms in gold and 
bearing interest at the rate of 3 per cent. 
per annum, might, within ten days, de sub- 
stituted at par for the 4 per cent. bonds

er the dav Bus contract was made itm

was stated that Mote than $16,000,000 
saved to the Government if gold bonds 
bearing 3 per cent. interest were authorized 
to be substituted for those mentioned in 
ihe contract. 

The Congress having declined to grant 
the necessary authority to secure this sav- 
ing, the contract, unmodified, was carried 
out, resulting in a gold reserve amounting 
to $107,571,230 on the eae day of July, 
1894. The performance of this contract not 
only restored the reserve, but checked for 
a time the withdrawals of gold, and brought 
on a perted of restored confidence and such 
peace and quiet in business circles as were 
of the greatest possible value to every in- 
terest that affects our people. I have never 
had the slightest misgiving concerning the 
wisdom or propriety of this arrangement, 
and am quite willing to answer for my full 
share of responsibility for its promotion. I 
believe it averted a disaster the iunminence 
of which was, fortunately, not at the time 
generally understood by our people. 


The Tide Stayed Only for a Time. 


Though the contract mentioned stayed for 
a time the tide of gold withdrawal, its 
good results could not be permanent, Recent 
withdrawals have reduced the reserve from 
$107,571,230, on the eighth day of July, 
1895, to $79,333,966. How long it will remain 
large enough to render its increase un- 
necessary, is only a matter of conjecture, 
though quite large withdrawals for ship- 
ment in the immediate future are pre- 
dicted in well-informed quarters. About 
$16,000,000 has been withdrawn during the 
month of November. 

The foregoing statement of events and 
eonditions develops the fact that after in- 
creasing our interest-bearing bonded indebt- 
edness more than $162,000,000 to save our 
gold reserve, we are nearly where we start- 
ed, having now in such reserve $79,833,966, 
as against $65,438,377 in February, 1894, 
when ihe first bonds were issued. 

Though the amount of gold drawn from 
the Treasury appears to be very large, as 
gathered from the facts and figures herein 
presented, it actually was much larger, 
considerable sums having been acquired by 
the ‘Treasury within the several periods 
stated without the issue of bonds. On the 
twenty-eighth of January, 1895, it was re- 
ported by the Secretary of the Treasury 
that more than $172,000,000 of gold had 
been withdrawn for hoarding or shipment 
during the year preceding. e now reports 
that from Jan. 1, 1879, to July 14, 1890, a 
period of more than eleven years, only a 
little over $28,000,000 was withdrawn, and 
that between July 14, 1890, the date of 
the passage of the law for an increased 
purchase of silver, and the first day of 
December, 1895, or within less than five and 
one-half years, there was withdrawn nearly 
$375,000,000, making a total of more than 
$403,000,000 drawn from the .Treasury in 
gold since Jan. 1, 1879, the date fixed in 
i875 for the retirement of the United States 
notes. 

Nearly $327,000,000 of the gold thus with- 
drawn has been paid out on these United 
States notes; and yet every one of the 
346,000,000 is still uncanceled, and ready 
to do service in future gold depletions. 

More than $76,000,000 in gold has, since 
their creation in 1890, been paid out from 
the Treasury upon the notes given on the 
purchase of silver by the Government; and 
vet the whole, amounting to  $155,000,000, 
except a little more than £16,000,000, which 
have been retired by exchanges for silver 
at the request of the holders, remains out- 
standing and perpared to join their older 
and more experienced allies in future raids 
upon the Treasury’s gold reserve. 

Government Owes Notes Once Paid. 

In other words, the Government has paid 
in gold more than nine-tenths of its United 
States notes, and still owes them all. It 
has paid in gold about one-half of its notes 
without extin- 
dollar

all this we are reminded 
hat to carry on this astounding financial 
cheme the Government has incurred a 
bonded indebtedness of $95,500,000 in estab- 
and of $162,315,400 
it; that the annual 


lishing a gold reserve, 
in efforts to maintain 
interest charge on such bonded indebted- 
ness is more than $11,000,000; that a con- 
tinuance in our present course may result 
in further bond issues, and that we have 
suffered or are threatened with all this for 
the sake of supplying gold fot foreign 
shipment or facilitating its hoarding at 
home, a situation is exhibited which cer- 
tainly ought to arrest attention and pro- 
voke immediate legislative relief. 

I am convinced the only’ thorough and 
practicable remedy for our troubles is found 
in the retirement and cancellation of our 
United States notes, commonly called green- 
backs, and the outstanding ‘Treasury notes 
issued by the Government in payment oi: 
silver purchases under the act of 1890. 

I believe this could be quite readily ac- 
‘-omplished by the exchange of these notes 
for United Stetes bonds of small as well 
as large denominations, bearing a low rate 
of interest. They should be long-term 
bonds, thus increasing their desirability as 
investments, and because their payment 
could be well postponed to a period far re- 
moved from present financial burdens and 
perplexities, when with tucreased prosperity 
and resources they would be more easily 
met. 

To further insure the cancellation of these 
notes and also provide a way by which gold 
may be added to our currency in lieu of 
them, a feature in the plan should be an 
authority given to the Secretary of the 
Treasury to dispose of the bonds abroad for 
gold if necessary to complete the contem- 
plated redemption and cancellation, permit- 
tine him to use the proceeds of such bonds 
to take up and cancel any of the notes that 
may be in the Treasury or that may be 
received by the Government on any ac- 
count. 

Benefits from Retiring Greenbacks. 


The increase of our bonded debt involved 
in this plan would be amply compensated 
by renewed activity and enterprise in all 
business circles, the restored confidence at 
home, the reinstated faith in our monetary 
strength abroad, and the stimulation 
every interest and industry that would fol- 
low the cancellation of the gold-demand ob- 
ligations now afflicting us. In any event 
the bonds proposed would stand for the ex- 
tinguishment of a troublesome indebtedness, 
while in the path we now follow there 
lurks the menace of unending bonds, with 
our indebtedness still undischarged and ag- 
gravated in every feature. The obligatious 
necessary to fund this indebtedness would 
not equal in amount those from which we 
have been relieved since 1884 by anticipa- 
tion and payment, beyond the requirements 
of the sinking fund, out of our surplus 
revenues. ; 

The currency withdrawn by the retire- 
ment of the United States notes and Treas- 
ury notes, amounting to probably less than 
£486,000,000, might be supplied by such gold 
as would be used on their retirement or by 
an increase in the circulation of our Nation- 
al banks. Though the aggregate capital of 
those now in existence amounts to more 
than $664,000,000, their outstanding circula- 
tion based on bond security amounts to only 
about $190,000.000. They are authorized to 
issue notes amounting to 90 per cent. of the 
bonds deposited to secure their circulation, 
but in no event beyond the amount of their 
capital stock, and they are obliged to pay 
1 per cent. tax on the circulation they issue. 

I think they should be allowed to issue 
circulation equal to the par value of the 
ponds they deposit to secure it, and that the 
tax on their circulation should be reduced 
to one-fourth of 1 per cent., which would 
undoubtedly meet all the expenses the Gov- 
ernment incurs on their account, In addi- 
tion they should be allowed to substitute or 
deposit in lieu of the bonds now required 
as security for their circulation those which 
would be issued for the purpose of retiring 
the United States notes and Treasury notes. 

The banks already existing, if they de- 
sired to avail themselves of the provisions 
of law thus modified, could issue circulation 
in addition to that already outstanding, 
amounting to $478,000,000, which would near- 
ly or quite equal the currency proposed to 
be canceled. At any rate, I should confi- 
dently expect to see the existing National 
banks or others to be organized avail them- 
selves of the proposed encouragements to is- 
sue circulation, and promptly fill any vac- 
uum and supply every currency need. 


Heroic Treatment May Be Needed, 

It has always seemed to me that the 
provisions of law regarding the capital of 
National banks which operate as a limita- 
tion to their location fails to make proper 
compensation for the suppression of State 
banks, which came near to the people in 
all sections of the country and readily fur- 
nished them with banking accommodations 
and facilities, Any, inconvenience or em- 
parrassment arising from these restrictions 
on the location of National banks might 
well be remedied by better adapting the 
present system to the creation of banks in 
smaller communities or by permitting banks 
of large capital to establish branches in 


such localities as would serve the people— 
so regulated and restrained as to secure 
their safe and conservative control and 
management. 

B ? there might not be the necessity for 
such an addition to the currency by new 
Yssues of bank circulation as at first glance 
is indicated. If we should be relieved from 
maintaining a gold reserve under conditions 
that constitute it the barometer of our 
_golvenecy, and-if our Treasury should no 
jo be the foolish pupveyer of gold for 
nations abroad or for speculation and 
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do not overlook the fact that the can- 
cellation of the Treasury notes issued un- 
der the silver-purchasing act of 1890 would 
leave the Treasury in the aetual owner- 
ship of sufficient silver, including, seignior- 
age, to coin nearly $178, ,000 in’ standard 
dollars. It is worthy of consideration 
whether this might not, from time to time, 
be converted into dollars or fractional coin 
and slowly put into circulation, as in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the Treasury 
the necessities of the country should re- 
quire. 

Whatever is attested should be en- 
tered upon fully appreciating the fact that 
by careless, easy descent we have reached 
a dangerous me ey and that our aseent will 
not be accomplished witheut latorious toil 
and struggle. We shall be wise if we re- 
alize that we are financially ill:and that our 
restoration to health may require heroic 
treatment and unpleasant remedies. 


The Situation Touches National Credit. 


In the present stage of our difficulty it 
is not easy to understand how the amount 
of our revenue receipts directly affects it. 
The important question is not the quantity 
of money received in revenue payments, but 
the kind of money we’ maintain and our 
ability to continue in sound financial con- 
dition. We are considering the Govern- 
ment’s holdings of gold as related to the 
soundness of our money and as affecting our 
National credit and monetary strength. 

If our gold reserve had never been im- 


paired, if no bonds had ever beén issued to 
replenish it, if there had been no fear and 
“muidity concerning our ability to continue 
gold payments, if any part of our revenues 
were now paid in gold, and if we could 
look to our gold receipts as a means ot 
maintaining a safe reserve, the amount of 
our revenues would be an influential factor 
in the problem. But, unfortunately, all the 
circumstances that might lend weight to 
this consideration are entirely lacking. 

In our present predicament no gold is 
received by the vernment in payment 
of revenue charges, nor would there be ii 
the revenues were incr@éased. The receipts 
of the Treasury, when not in silver certifi- 
cates, consist of United States notes and 
Treasury notes issued for silver purchases. 
These forms of money are only useful to the 
Government in paying its current ordinary 
expenses, and its quantity in Government 
possession does not in the least contribute 
toward giving us that kind of safe financial 
standing or condition which is built on 
gold alone. 

If it is said that these notes if held by 
the Government can. be used to obtain 
zold for our reserve, the answer is. easy. 
The people draw gold from the Treasury 
on demand upon United States notes and 
Treasury notes, but the proposition that 
the Treasury can on demand draw gold from 
them would be regarded in these days with 
wonder and amusement. And even if this 
could be done, there is nothing to prevent 
those thus parting with their gold from 
regaining it the next day, or the next 
hour, by the presentation of the notes they 
received in exchange for it. 

The Secretary of the Treasury might use 
such notes taken from a surplus revenue’ to 
buy gold in the market. Of course he 
could not do this without paying a pre- 
mium. Private holders of gold, unlike the 
Government, having no parity to maintain, 
would not be restrained from making the 
best bargain possible when they furnished 
gold to the Treasury, but the moment the 
Secretary of the Treasury bought gold on 
any terms above par he would establish 
a general and universal premium upon it, 
thus breaking down the parity between 
gold and silver which the Government is 
pledged to maintain, and opening the way 
to new and serious complications. 


Accumulation by Taxes Unjust. 


In the meantime the premium would rot 
remain stationary, and the absurd spectacle 
might be presented of a dealer selling gold 
to the Government, and with United States 
notes or Treasury notes in his hand imme- 
diately clamoring for its return and a resale 
at a higher premium. 

It may be claimed that a large revenue 
and redundant receipts might favorably 
affect the situation under discussion by 
affording an opportunity of retaining these 
notes in the Treasury when received, and 
thus preventing their presentation for gold. 
Such retention, to be useful, ought to be 
at least measurably permanent; and this is 
precisely what is prohibited, so far as 
United States notes are concerned, by the 
law of 1878, forbidding their further re- 
tirement. That statute in so many words 
provides that these notes, when received 
into the Treasury, and belonging to the 
United States, shall be “ paid out again 
and kept in circulation.” 

It will, moreover, be readily seen that the 
Government could not refuse to pay out 
United States notes and Treasury notes 
in current transactions when demanded, and 
insist on paying out silver alone, and still 
maintain the parity between that metal 
and the currency representing gold. Be- 
sides, the accumulation in the Treasury 
of currency of any kind exacted from the 
people through taxation is justly regarded 
as an evil, and it cannot proceed far with- 
out vigorous protest against an unjustifi- 
able retention of money from the business 
of the country, and a denunciation of a 
scheme of taxation which proves itself to 
be unjust when it takes from the earnings 
and income of the citizen money so much 
in excess of the needs of Government sup- 
port that large sums can be gathered and 
kept in the Treasury. Such a condition has 
heretofore in times of surplus revenue led 
the Government to restore currency to the 
people by the purchase of its unmatured 
bonds at a large premium, and by a large 
increase of its deposits in National banks, 
and we easily remember that the abuse of 
Treasury accumulation has furnished a 
most persuasive argument in favor of 
legislation radically reducing our tariff tax- 
ation, 

Due to Lack of Confidence. 

Perhaps it is supposed that sufficient rev- 
enue receipts would in a sentimental way 
improve the situation by inspiring confi- 
dence in our solvency and allaying the fear 
of pecuniary exhaustion. And yet, through 
all our struggles to maintain our gold re- 
serve, there never has been any apprehen- 
sion as to our ready ability to pay our way 
with such money as we had; and the ques- 
tion whether or not our current receipts 
met our current expenses has not entered 
into the estimate of our solvency. Of 
course, the general state of our funds, ex- 
clusive of gold, was entirely immaterial 
to the foreign creditor and investor. His 
debt could only be paid in gold, and his only 
concern was our ability to keep on hand 
that kind of money. 

On July 1, 1892, more than a year and a 
half before the first bonds were issued to 
replenish the gold reserve, there was a net 
balance in the Treasury, exclusive of such 
reserve, of less than $13,000,000, but the- 
gold reserve amounted to more _ than 
$114,000,000, which was the quieting 
feature of the situation. It was when 
the stock of gold began rapidly to 
fall that fright supervened and our se- 
curities held abroad were returned for sale 
and debts owed abroad were pressed for 
payment. In the meantime extensive ship- 
ments of gold and other unfavorable indi- 
cations caused restlessness and fright 
among our people at home. Thereupon the 
general state of our funds, exclusive of 
gold, became also immaterial to them, and 
they, too, drew gold from the Treasury for 
hoarding against all contingencies. This is 
plainly shown by the large increase in the 
proportion of gold withdrawn which was 
retained by our own people as time and 
threatening incidents progressed. During 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, nearly 
$85,000,000 in gold was withdrawn from the 
Treasury and about $77,000,000 was sent 
abroad, while during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1895, over $117,000,000 was drawn 
out, of which only about $66,000,000 was 
shipped, leaving the large balance of such 
withdrawals to be accounted for by domes- 
tic hoarding. 

Inasmuch as the withdrawal of our gold 
has resulted largely from fright, there is 
nothing apparent that will prevent its con- 
tinuance or recurrence, with its natural 
consequences, except such a change in our 
financial ‘methods as will reassure the 
frightened and make the desire for gold less 
intense. It is not clear how an increase in 
revenue, unless it be in gold, can satisfy 
those whose only anxiety is to gain gold 
from the Government’s store. 

It cannot therefore be safe to rely upon 
increased revenues as a cure for our present 
troubles, 


Bonds for Credit, Not Expenses. 


It is possible that the suggestion of in- 
creased revenue as a remedy for the diffi- 
culties we are considering may have origi- 
nated in an intimation or distinct allega- 
tion that the bonds which have been issued 
ostensibly to replenish our ‘gold reserve 
were really issued to supply insufficient rev- 
enue. Nothing can be further from the 
truth. Bonds were issued to obtain gold for 
the maintenance of our National credit. As 


has been shown, the gold thus obtained has 
been drawn again from the Treasury upon 
United States notes and Treasury notes. 
This operation would have been promptly 
prevented if possible, but these notes hav- 
ing thus been passed to the Treasury, they 
became the money of the Government, like 
any other ordinary Government funds, and 
there was nothing to do but to use them in 
paying Government expenses when needed. 





At no time when bonds have been issued

ons, excluéi the gold in our réserve. 
In Feb . 1894, when the first issue of 
bonds was made, such surplus amounted to 
over. - $18,000,000; in November, when the 
second issue was made, it amounted to more 
than 000,000, in February, 1895, 
ye ‘: 
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,000. It now amounts to 072,420.80. 

Besides all this, the Secretary of the 
Treasury had no authority whatever to 
issue bonds to increase the ordinary rev- 
enues or pay current expenses. 

I cannot but think there has been some 
confusion of ideas regarding the effects of 
the issue of bonds and the results of the 
withdrawal of gold. It was the latter proc- 
ess and not the former that by 8 
ing in the Treasury United States notes and 
Treasury notes for gold increased by their 
amount the money which was in the first 
instance subject to ordinary Government 
expenditure. 


Trouble Due to Silver Purchases. 


Although the law compelling an increased 
purchase of silver by the Government was 
passed on the 14th day of July, 1890, with- 
drawals of gold from the Treasury upon the 
notes given in payment on such purchases 
did not begin until October, 1891. Im- 
mediately following that date the with- 
drawals upon both these notes and United 
States notes increased very largely, and 
have continued to such an extent that since 


the passage of that law there has been 
more than thirteen times as much gold 
taken out of the Treasury upon United 
States notes and Treasury notes issued for 
silver purchases as was thus withdrawn 
during the eleven and a half years imme- 
diately prior thereto, and after the Ist day 
of January, 1879, when specie payments 
were resumed. 

It is neither unfair nor unjust to charge a 
largé share of our present financial per- 
plexities and dangers to the operation of the 
laws of 1878 and 1890, compelling the pur- 
chase of silver by the Government, which- 
not only furnished a new Treasury obliga- 
tion upon which its gold could with- 
drawn, but so increased the fear of an 
overwhelming flood of silver and a forctd 
descent to silver payments that even the 
repeal of these laws did not entirely cure 
the evils of their existence. 

While I have endeavored to make a plain 
statement of the disordered condition of 
our eurrency and the present dangers men- 
acing our ag gag and to suggest a way 
which leads to a safer financial system, 
I have constantly had in mind the fact that 
many of my untrymen, whose sincerity 
1 do not doubt, insist that the cure for the 
ills now threatening us may be found in the 
single and simple remedy of the free coin- 
age of silver. The contend that our mints 
shall at once be thrown open to the free, 
unlimited, and ee oe de coinage of both 
gold and silver dollars of full Lopes tender 
quality, regardiess of the action of any other 
Governmentt, and in full view of the fact 
that the ratio between the metals which 
they suggest calls for 100 cents’ worth of 
gold in the gold dollar at the present stand- 
ard, and only 50 cents in intrinsic worth of 
silver in the silver dollar. 

Were there infinitely stronger reasons 
than can be adduced for hoping that such 
action would secure for us a‘ bimetallic cur- 
rency, moving on lines of arity, an experi- 
ment so novel and hazardous as that pro- 
posed might well stagger those who believe 
that stability is an imperative condition of 
sound money. 

No Government, no human contrivance or 
act of legislation, has ever been able to 
hold the two metals together in free coinage 
at a ratio appreciably different from that 
which is established in the markets of the 


world. 
Free Coinage Will Not Work. 


Those who believe that our independent 
free coinage of silver at an artificial ratio 
with gold of 16 to 1 would restore the parity 
between the metals, and consequently be- 
tween the coins, oppose an unsupported and 
improbable theory to the general belief and 
practice of other nations, and to the teaeh- 
ing of the wisest statesmen and economists 
of the world, both in the past and present, 
and, what is far more conclusive, they run 
counter to our own actual experiences. 

Twice in our earlier history our lawmak- 


ers, in attempting to establish a bimetallic 
currency, untertook free coinage upon a 
ratio which accidentaily varied from the 
actual relative .values of the two metals 
not more than 8 per cent. In both cases, 
notwithstanding greater difficulties and cost 
of transportation than now exist, the coins 
whose intrinsic worth was undervalued in 
the ratio gradually and surely disappeared 
from our circulation and went to other 
countries where their real value was better 
recognized. 

Acts-of Congress were impotent to create 
equality where natural causes decreed even 
a slight inequality. 

Twice in our recent history we have 
signally failed to raise by legislation the 
value of silver. Under an act of Congress 
pased in 1875 the Government was required 
for more than twelve years to expend an- 
nually at least $24,000,000 in the purchase 
of silver bullion for coinage. The act of 
July .14, 1890, in a still bolder effort, in- 
creased the amount of silver the Govern- 
ment was compelled to purchase, and forced 
it to become the buyer annually of 54,000,000 
ounces, or practically the entire product of 
our mines, Under both laws silver rapidly 
and steadily declined in value. The prophecy 
and the expressed hope and expectation of 
those in the Congress who led in the pass- 
age of the last-mentioned act, that it would 
re-establish and maintain the former parity 
between the two metals, are still fresh in 
our memory. 

In the light of these experiences, which 
accord with the experiences of other na- 
tions, there is certainly no secure ground 
for the belief that an act of Congress 
could now bridge an inequality of 50 per 
cent. between gold and silver at our pres- 
ent ratio, nor is there the least possibility 
that our country, which has less than one- 
seventh of the silver money in the world, 
could by its action alone raise not only our 
own but all silver to its lost ratio with 
gold. Our attempt to accomplish this by 
the free coinage of silver ataratio differing 
widely from actual relative values would be 
the. signal for the complete departure of 
gold ‘from. our: circulation, the immediate 
and large contraction of our circulating 
medium, and a shrinkage in the real value 
and monetary efficiency of all other forms 
of currency as they settled to the level of 
silver monometallism: Every one who re- 
ceives a fixed salary and every worker for 
wages would find the dolar in his hand 
ruthlessly scaled down to the point of bit- 
screens if not to pinching pri- 
vation. 


Firm Stand for Sound Money. 


A change in our standard to silver mono- 
metallism would also bring on a collapse 
of the entire system of credit which, when 
based on a standard which is recognized 
and adopted by the world of business, is 
many times more potent and useful 
than the entire volume of currency and is 
safely capable of almost indefinite expan- 
sion to meet the growth of trade and enter- 
prise. In a self-invited struggle through 
darkness and uncertainty our humiliation 
would be increased by the consciousness 
that we had parted company with all the 
Note urns and progressive nations of the 
world, and were desperately and hopelessly 
striving to meet the stress of modern com- 
merce and competition with a debased and 
unsuitable currency and in association with 
the few weak and laggard nations which 
have silver alone as their standard of value. 

All history warns us against rash experi- 
ments which threaten violent changes in 
our monetary standard, and the de a- 
tion of our currency. The past is full of 
lessons teaching not only the economic 
dangers, but the National {mmorality that 
follows in the train of such experiments, I 
will not believe that the American people 
can be persuaded, after sober déliberation 
to jeopardize their nation’s prestige an 
proud standing by agg ng financial 
nostrums, nor. that they will yleld to the 
false allurements of cheap money, when 
they realize that it must result in the weak- 
ening of that financial integrity and recti- 
tude’ which thus far in our history has 
been so devotedly cherished as one of the 
traits of true Americanism. 

Our country’s indébtedness, whether ow- 
ing by the Government, or existing between 
individuals, has been contracted with ref- 
erence to our present standard. To decree 
by act of Congress that these debts shall 
be payable in less valuable dollars than 
those. within the contemplation and inten- 
tion of the parties when contracted, would 
operate to transfer, by the flat of law, and 
without compensation, an amount of prop- 
erty and a volume of rights and interests 
almost incalculable. 


“Blind Plunge” to Free Coinage. 


Those who advocate a blind and headlong 
plunge to free coinage in the name of bi- 
metallism, and professing the belief, con- 
trary to all experiénce, that we could thus 
establish a double standard and a concur- 
rent circulation of both metals in our coin- 
age, are certainly reckoning from a cloudy 
standpoint. Our present standard of value 
is the standard of the civilized world, and 
permits the only bimetallism now possible, 


or atleast that is within the independent 
reach of any single nation, however pow- 
erful thet nation may be. While the value 
of gold as a stan is steadied by almost 
universal commercial and business use, it 
does not despise silver, nor seek its ban- 
ishment. Wherever this standard is main- 
tained, there is at its side in free and un- 
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standard of value and a currency for mone- 
tary use, The ndard must necessarily 
be fixed and certain. The currency may be 
in divers forms and of various kinds. No 
silver-standard country has a gold currency 
in circulation, but an enlightened and bigs 
system of finance secures the benefits o 
both gold and silver <s curréncy and cir- 

culating medium by keeping the stan 
stable and all other currency at par with 
it. Such a system and such a standard also 
give free scope for the use and expansion 
of safe and conservative credit, so indis- 
penee*e to broad and wing commercial 
ransactions and so well substituted for the 
actual use of money. If a fixed and stable 
standard is maintained such as the magni- 
tude and safety of our commercial transac- 
tions and business require, the use of money 

itself is conveniently minimized. 

Every dollar of fixed and stable value 
has through the agency of confident credit 
an astonishing capacity of multiplying it- 
self in financial work. Every unstable and 
fluctuating dollar fails as a basis of credit, 
and in its use begets gambling speculation 
and undermines the foundations of honest 
way 

I have ventured to express myself on this 
subject with earnestness and plainness of 
speech because I cannot rid myself of the 
belief that there lurks in the proposition for 
the free coinage of silver, so strongly ap- 
ei ge and so enthusiastically advocated 

y a multitude of my countrymen, a se 
rious menace to our prosperity and an in- 
sidious ages Rory en of our people to wander 
from the allegiance they owe to public and 
private integrity. It is because I do not 
distrust the good faith and sincerity o 
those who press this scheme that I have im- 
perfectly, but with zeal, submitted my 
thoughts upon this momentous subject. 


Congress Asked to Act Promptly. 


I cannot refrain from begging them to re- 
examine their views and beliefs in the light 
of patriotic reason and familiar experience, 
and to weigh again and again the conse- 
quences of such legislation, as their efforts 
have invited. Even the continued agitation 


of the subject adds greatly to the diffi- 
culties of a dangerous financial situation 
already forced upon us. 

In conclusion, I especially entreat the 
people’s representatives in the Congress, 
who are charged with the responsibility of 
inaugurating measures for the safety and 
prosperity of our common country, to 
promptly and effectively consid@er. the ills 
of our critical financial plight. X have sug- 
gested a remedy which my judgment ap- 
proves. I desire, however, to assure the 
Congress that I am prepared to co-operate 
with them in perfecting any other measure 
promising thorough and practical relief, and 
that I will —., labor with them in every 
patriotic endeavor to further the interests 
and guard the welfare of our countrymen 
whom in our respective places of duty we 
have undertaken to serve.

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FLATBUSH CITIZENS GET EXCITED

The fight 
followed a public hearing before Mayor 
Schieren on the proposition of City Works 
Commissioner Alfred T. White, to renew 
for a term of five years the city’s lease of 
the fire hydrants of the Flatbush Water 
Company. 

The hearing was held in the Mayor’s 
office shortly after noon. Mr. Morrison, who 
is tall, dignified, and sixty years old, ap- 
peared against the proposition to renew 
the lease. Mr. White spoke in favor of the 
lease. Mr, Neefus, who is seventy-six years 
ojd, and very thin and spry, was there 
as an adherent of the water company which 
wants the lease renewed. 

After the hearing was over, and while 
the party was passing through the ante- 
room, Mr. Neefus took exception to some 
things that had been said by Mr. Mor- 
rison. Mr. Neefus, also, it is alleged, 
timated that Mr. Morrison was a liar, or 
something of that sort. Mr. Morrison is 
alleged to have retorted that the aged’ Mr. 
Neefus was a loafer. Immediately, Mr. 
Neefus swung his bony right hand, and it 
struck Mr. orrison’s nose, causing Mr. 
Morrison’s spectacles to fly off at a tangent.

Col. Asa Bird Gardiner won a victory in 
the Board of Aldermen yesterday in the

Mr. Morgan 
doubted whether the Aldermen had even 
read the report. At any rate the Van Ars- 
dale heirs would not be bound by it.

Leading Bankers Indorse the Presi- 
dent’s Recommendations.

Party lines usually disappear in the finan- 
cial district when President Cleveland 
makes public utterance, and that occurred, 
as a@ matter of course, in yesterday’s dis- 
cussion of the message. 

Although there was hardly time in busi- 
ness hours for a careful reading of the 
paper by men so much occupied as those 


composing the financial community, it was 
well scanned throughout and its financial 
features received much attention. 

The President’s views commended them- 
selves strongly in every quarter. His facil- 
ity for original and sturdy expression im- 
pressed bankers as it had done in previous 
papers, and the language in which he set 
forth the currency evil met with universal 
approval. *- 

By common agreement, the message could 
not have- been more ably drawn, to disarm 
criticism and to enlist legislative co-opera- 
tion in the work of restoring a sound sys- 
tem of finance. 

Henry W. Cannon, President of the Chase 
National Bank, in speaking of the matter, 
said: ‘I think the message will be reas- 
suring to the business interests of the 
country. 

“His restatement of his sound-money 
views is admirably phrased, and he shows 
wisdom in omitting to recommend radical 
general legislation. The bond-syndicate 
contract is handled so well that it must 
justify for all time that operation. 

“There can be no question that the 
statements regarding the gold reserve inui- 
cate his fixed intention to protect the Treas- 
ury, even if a further issue of bonds may 
be necessary in order to do so. The sug- 
gestion that the Secretary of the Treasury 
be authorized to borrow money on long- 
time bonds is excellent. 

“I fully approve of the recommendation 
that the banks should be allowed to issue 
circulation to the par value of the United 
States bonds deposited as security therefor, 
and that the tax on circulation should be 


reduced. I made a similar recommenda- 
tion to Congress when Controller of the 
Currency eleven years ago, and my opin- 
ion on that subject is well settled.”

“That clause is the ety best part of 
the entire message, as it gives the assur- 
ance that as executive he is not going to 
play the réle of President Johnson by veto- 
ng indiscriminately bills passed by this 
Congress solely from antagonism; but will 
put his signature to them whenever com- 
mendable, and that party politics will not 
enter into the situation.

_ The pombe of the message relating to 
Cuba pleased the friends of the insurgents. 

Horatio 8. Rubens, counsei to the Cu- 
ban Revolutionary party, analyzed the mes- 
sage from the standpoint of the sympa- 
thizers with Cuba as follows: 

“T have carefully read President Cleve- 
land’s message on the subject of the Cuban 
insurrection, and the very cautious lan- 
guage in which it is couched shows the 
thought that has been devoted to it, as 
well as the sentiment underlyi it.

But, instead of. taking this course, he 
expressly points out how this ‘ insurrec- 
tion,’ (not rebellion, mark you,) is in some 
respects more active than the last preceding 
revolt. 

“Once for’ all, therefore, the precedent 
which it is claimed was established by 
Grant falls to the ground, because the 
facts upon which it was based differ from 
those of this insurrection. 

“Tt is bet! of note inthis connection to 
mark the statements of fact of the Presi- 
dent; his recitals, for instance, of ‘the 
derangement of Cuban commerce, of which 
our country takes a predominant share,’ 
‘the flagrant conditions of hostilities,’ ‘ our 
loss and material damage consequent upon 
the futile endeavors thus far made to re- 
store peace,’ ‘the shock our human sensi- 
bilities may have received from the cruel- 
ties which, it appears, especially characterize 
this sanguinary and fiercely conducted war.’ 

“Surely, all these statements, based as 
they are, not upon mere newspaper reports 
or private correspondence, but upon the 
official reports of our Consuls in Cuba, are 
strong enough to warrant the most careful 
consideration of the question of the rights 
of belligerency of the Cubans. 

“Moreover, the warm sympathy of cur 
people for the Cubans is proclaimed to the 
world, as is also the opinion of our chief 
Executive that ‘Such sympathy naturally 
aol ny be deepened in behalf of our neigh- 
ors.’ 

“There is no word to indicate that the 
President is unfavorably inclined against 
granting belligerency to Cuba, while che 
whole message indicates the gravity with 
which he reviews the strongest grounds 
possible for such ge gs oes the strength 
of the insurrection, the futility of endeav- 
ors for its suppression, the loss to Ameri- 
ean intérests, and the inhumanity which 
especially characterizes this war. 

“The fact that the President calls upon 
the citizens of this country to observe neu- 
trality and the necessity of our honestly 
fulfilling our international obligations, is 
not in any sense directed against the Cu- 
bans as a body. Moreover, Keep it in mind 
that even after the recognition of the Cu- 
bans as bélligerents, the neutrality laws 
and other international obligations must be 
as strictly observed then as now. 

‘On the whole, therefore, I consider his 
attitude as not only sy thetic but indi- 
cating the importance of the insurrection 
and his readiness to act on this subject 
when the proper moment arrives in the 
manner most favorable to the Cubans.”

He Says He Visited Ludlow Street Jail 
Disguised as a Minister and 
Carried in Revolvers. 


The trial of Sheriff Tamsen was begun 
yesterday. Tamsen is to be tried on one 
of two indictments found against him in 
August for allowing three alleged Post 
Office robbers, Russell, Allen, and Killoran, 
to escape from Ludlow Street Jail on the 
morning of July 4. 

The charge, being a misdemeanor, is pun- 
ishable with six months’ imprisonment or 
$500 fine, or both. The Sheriff, the former 
Warden, Raabe, and ex-Keepers Schoen 


and Schneer are jointly indicted under Sec- 
tion 89 of the Penal Code. 

At the request of District Attorney 
Weeks, when the proceedings opened in 
Part If. of the General Sessions yester- 
day, Judge Allison ofdered the trial of 
the Sheriff alone. Section 89 of the Penal 
Code Bays: 

A Sheriff, or other officer, or person who 
allows a prisoner lawtetiy ain his custody in any 
action or proceeding, civil or criminal, or in’ any 
prison under his charge or control, to escape or 
go at large, except as permitted by law, or 
connives at or asists such escape, or omits any 
ect or duty whereby such escape is occasioned 
or contributed to or asisted, is, (1) if he 
corruptly and willfully allows, connives at, or 
assists to escape, guilty of a felony; (2) in 
any other case is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Judge Fitzgerald rendered a decision Oct. 
24, on the argument in demurrer against 
this indictment and another one which 
had been entered by ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Tracy, who is one of Tamsen’s coun- 
sel. The Court Overruled the demurrer to 
the indictment found under Section 8&4 of 
the Penal Code and sustained the demurrer 
to the indictment which charged the Sheriff 
with nepiect of duty in not removing Ward- 
en abe and Keepers Schoen and Schneer, 
who were in charge of the jail at the time 
of the escape, 

As soon ag the trial of the Sheriff is con- 
cluded the Warden and two keepers will 
be tried jointly.

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PUBLIC SCHOOL BILL 


N EW 


CUM MISSIONER STRAUSS WOULD 
CORRECT EXISTING EVILS. 


A Board of Education Committee Dee« 
cides Against Adopting the Penny 
Provident Fund Pian. 


The Committee on School System of the 
Board of Education, at a meeting held last 
evening, discussed the question whether or 
not the Penny Provident Fund should be 
come a part of the public school system 

The idea had been suggested to the com- 
mittee by ex-Mayor Hewitt, who is Chair- 
man of one of the committees of the Penny 
Provident Fund, 

Miss Julia Xicnman, Grammar School 77; 
Miss Cordelia 8. Kilmer, Grammar School 
79; Principal William A. Owens, Grainmar 
School 86, and James Kilman, Assistant in 
Grammar School 96, were questioned by 
Chairman Charles Strauss and the other 
members of the committee as to how such 
a scheme as that proposed by ex-Mayor 
Hewitt would work in connection with the 
schools. They all agreed that it could be 
carried out without much difficulty. 

The committeee, however, decided that, 
while the scheme was a very laudable one, 
they could not recommend the Board of 
Education to make it part of the school 
System, as it might interfere with existing 
arrangements. 

The members of the committee present 
were Charles Strauss, Chairman; Robert 
McClay, President of the board; Charles 
Hubbell, August P. Montant, Charles L. 
Holt, and William H. Hurlbut. 

Commissioner Strauss has prepared a new 
school bill, with a view to correcting exist- 
ing evils in the public schools of the city. 
“At the meeting of the Board of Education 
to Re held to-day reference may be made 
to it, 

The Commissioner has been at work on 
the bill for several months past, and in its 
preparation he has consulted almost every 
school Trustee in the city. The opinions of 
experts on school matters have been ob 
tained. 

The subject of redistricting the city is also 
dealt with at considerable length in the 
bill. If the bill is accepted by the board 
the districts will be so formed that each 
Board of Trustees will have supervision of 
an equal number of schools, It has been gen- 
erally conceded by the Trustees that, in view 
of the great amount of patronage "given te 
some of them, the city needs redistricting. 

The new bill provides that the city be di- 
vided into forty districts, and that each 
Board of Trustees have about five school 
buildings under its jurisdictjon. 

It is provided that the school inspection 
districts shall be increased from eight to 
fifteen. The bill does not favor the division 
system of Superintendents in place of the 
present system. 

The chief feature of the new bill is that

A MURDEROUS ORGAN GRINDER 


Shot Who 
His Atrocious Playing, 
House of Death. 


A funeral and a pistol-shooting lialian 
organ grinder created much more than the 
usual amount of excitement in Navy Street, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning. 

Michielo Geraso of 106 Navy Street plant- 
ed his hand organ in front of Bernard 
Lyons’s saloon, Navy and Tillary Streets, 
at 9:30 A. M., and began to grind out 
atrocious music. Lyons’s place was closed 
on account of the death of his daughter... and 
the funeral was in progress. Thomas No- 
lan, a friend of Lyons, ordered the organ 
grinder to move on. 

The Italian refused to go, and, as is al- 
leged, without any further provocation, pro- 
duced a pistol and fired three shots, one of 
which took effect in Nolan's wrist. A 
crowd collected in a minute, there was a 
cry of *‘ Kill the guinea; he’s shot a man!” 
and Geraso abandoned his organ and 
Started off as fast as his legs could carry 
him. The crowd was at his heels yelling 
and gathering recruits at every corner. 

Patrolman George Danzgiock of the Twen- 
ty-first Precinct saw the crowd chasing the 
organ grinder, and he jumped from a cross- 
town car at Park Avenue and Navy Street 
and joined in the pursuit. Being fleet of foot 
he gained rapidiy on Geraso, who finally 
dashed in a hallway. Danzglock pulled the 
Italian out of a coalbin under the stairway. 
The fellow had covered himself to his eyes 
with coal. The pollceman put the muzzle 
of his revolver agairst the organ grinder’s 
head. The man made no resistance. 

When searched at the station house it 
was found he had thrown away his pistol. 
Geraso was taken to the Homeopathic Hos- 
pital and there identified by Nolan, who had 
gone there to get his wound dressed. Geraso 
Was arraigned before Police Justice Hag- 
gerty and held for trial. He denied the 
sheoting, and said that Nolan had struck 
him in the eye. 

The Italian said that he did not mean 
any harm, but was merely serenading a 
friend, who had recently been married. The 
police did not find Geraso’s pistol.

TO CHRISTIANIZE THE FOREIGN ELEMENT 


Archdeaconry of New-York will Un- 
dertake Mission Work in the City. 


At the annual meeting of the Archdeacon- 
ry of New-York, held yesterday at Grace 
Church, Bishop Potter presiding, the ques- 
tion of missionary work in the city by the 
Archdeaconry was taken up. 

The New-York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society has hitherto done the 
largest part of this work, and it was pro- 
posed that, to prevent any overlapping of 
effort, the Archdeaconry should bend its 
energiees toward Christianizing the foreign- 
speaking people, while the City Mission 


should confine itself to the English-speaking 
portion of the peation. 

The Rev. Archdeacon C. C. Tiffany spoke 
in favor of the plan, on the ground that 
few of the churches at present carried on 
any work among foreigners, and a resolu- 
tion was then adonses that the Archdeacon- 
ry should undertake work as soon as oppor- 
tunity shall offer among the foreign-speak- 
ing people in the county, as follows: The 
Scandinavians, the Germanic races, the 
Spanish, French, Italians, Oriental Christ- 
ians, and Chinese. 

The Rev. Dr. Satterlee’s request that the 
lines of Calvary Parish be extended to in- 
clude the territory lying between Fourth 
and Fifth Avenues an Nineteenth and 
Twenty-seventh Streets, was laid on the 
table. Charles P. Bull and James Pott 
were re-elected as the Secretary and Treas- 
urer of the body, respectively, for the ensu- 
ing year.

The Famous Jumel Collection Exhibited at 
the Fair of the Women’s Guild of 
st. Andrew's Church. 


That the Napoleonic craze has not yet 
died out was made evident by the crowd of 
enthusiasts who attended the opening of the 
loan exhibit of the Jumel collection of 
Napoleonic relics last evening in St. An- 
drew’s Church, Fifth Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-seventh Street. 

The exhibit includes other historic relics, 
and is being held in connection with a 
sale of fancy and useful articles, con- 
ducted by the Women’s Guild of the church. 
The fair, as it may be termed, will last 
until Friday evening, and the ladies hope 
to realize $1,000, which will be used to help 
wipe out the indebtedness on the church. 

The Decorating Committee have so taste- 
fully decorated the room where the fair is 
being held, that it resembles a fairy bow- 
er, and the goods to be sold are arranged 
in such a tempting manner that the finan- 
cial success of the fair is assured. 

The loan exhibit is partitioned from the 
fair proper, and is arranged in strict ad- 
herence to Napoleonic taste.

Ucles, was purchased by M. Jumel from 
Mme, le Comtesse de la Pagerie, a niece of 
Josephine, and an intimate friend of Mme. 
Jumel. Mrs. Caryl is a grand-niece of 
Mme. Jumel, and the relics came to her 
by inheritance. 

; Probably the most interesting object in 
the collection is Napoleon's army chest, in 
which he carried all his charts, maps, plans 
of battle, and valuable documents, It was 
carried through all his campaigns, from 

Toulon to Waterloo, and was presented by 
him, through Gen. Bertrand, to Mme. 
Jumel on the day before his embarkation 
for St. Helena. It was badly damaged in 
the great fire at Moscow. The chest had 
a secret lock, the key of which never left 
Napoleon's person, 

I he bed which he slept on in 1800, when 
First Consul, attracts a great deal of at- 
tention. The desigr and finish are ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. On the headboard is 
represented power and wisdom in a profile 
bust of Minerva, helmeted with Napoleon's 
bird, the owl. Palm trees and seven stars 
complete the mystic symbol. 

Four chairs, which were used by the 
Great Consul in 1800, are objects of in- 
terest. They have never been remounted, 
and still retain their pristine Napoleonic 
finish in empire green and stars. Other 
relics to be seen are Napoleon's chess- 
board and chessmen, his clock, a table, the 
marble top of which Napoleon brought from 
Rome, where it was excavated behind the 
Capitol; a great pair of eagle wings, and 
the jeweled comb, earrings, and watch of 
Empress Josephine. These latter are al- 
most invaluable, the watch itself contain- 
ine more than 240 large diamonds.

CHARGES AGAINST SMITH THE CAUSE

missioner Robbins had a spirited quarrel 
yesterday at a meeting of the Fire Com-

missioners, who were ,hearing the com- 


plaint of unfairness made by the Gamewell 


Company against Superintendent Smith of 
the Telegraph Bureau. 

Mr. Robbins appeared in behalf of Smith, 
and said he was willing to testify that 
either President Stover of the Gamewell 
Company or some one of its representatives 
Stated on different occasions that they did 
not care to bid on alterations to alarm 
boxes. 

** How do you come here?’’ Commissioner 
Ford asked Mr. Robbins. 

“IT come as a citizen who believes Smith 
is an honest man,” replied Mr. Robbins. 

“It took you a long time to come here.” 

‘What do you mean?” 

“We have tried to get you here to answer 
as Trustee of the Fire Pension Fund.” 

“You have tried, have you? What have 
you got to do with that, anyhow?” 

Commissioner Ford lost his temper as he 
responded: 

“You have refused to come here, have 
been discourteous to the Trustees of the 
fund and to the City of New-York. This 
has been going on too long.” 

““T am to blame and I take the responsi- 
bility,”” Commissioner Sheffield interrupted. 

‘No Commissioner can take responsibility 
for his fellow-Trustees,” President La 
Grange remarked. 

“When Mr. Ford says that ex-Commis- 
sioner Robbins, as you please to call me, 
has not been here, he makes a statement 
which he knows nothing about—one which 
is not correct,’’ Mr. Robbins remarked. 

“ By what right are you here, anyhow?” 
Commissioner Ford demanded. 

‘By my right as a citizen.” 

“I did not mean to hurt Mr. 
feelings.” 

“You can’t hurt my feelings, 
plied Mr. Robbins. 

“ Mr. Robbins brought Mr. Savage here 
in a carriage, but the other Commissioners 
were not here,’’ Commissioner Sheffield 2<- 
plained, 

The meeting was opened with the reading 
of the Gamewell Company’s complaints pre- 
sented at Friday’s meeting. 

In the report a reference was made to «x- 
Commissioner Robbins’s statement, as re- 
peated by President La Grange, that he had 
written for estimates for electrical work 
and had received no replies. 

President Stover of the Gamewell Com- 
pany claimed that he had not received a 
letter which Superintendent Smith claimed 
he had sent. 

Ex-Commissioner 
the statement that 
had attributed to him. 

“Who is the gentleman?” asked Commis- 
sioner Ford. 

**Mr. Commissioner Robbins. I thought 
you had met,” replied President La Grange. 

“Oh, you’re here, are you?’ Commis- 
sioner Ford remarked, sarcastically. 

There was an awkward pause until Com- 
missioner Ford turned to ask Superintend- 
ent Smith a question about the letter of 
which Mr. Stover claimed he had seen the 
copy. 

‘I would like to understand,”’ interrupt- 
ed Alderman Olcott, ‘“‘ whether this is a 
hearing of charges against Mr. Smith.” 

“There are no charges against Superin- 
tendent Smith,” explained President La 
Grange, ‘‘ we are simply trying to get an 
explanation of complaints made.”’ 

‘“‘A number have been made,” said Com- 
missioner Ford, ‘‘and we want to get te 
the bottom of them.” 

Commissioner Ford explained that he had 
shown a copy of the letter, which Mr. Stover 
had seen. 

Superintendent Smith said the letter nev- 
er came back to him after he sent it te 
Commissioner Ford. 

The letters asked for by Mr. Stover were 
then read. They showed a difference of 
nineteen days between the bids to the first 
and the last companies. 

Commissioner Sheffield said the contents 
showed that bids had not been asked for 
the same articles in all the _ letters. 

Mr. Stover claimed that the lapse of nine- 
teen days opened the door for unfair treate 
ment of bidders. 

After a conference between the Com- 
missioners, President La Grange announced 
that the hearing in the Smith case wouid 
be continued to-day at 2 P. M. 

Commissioner Sheffield said that appar- 
ently the Gamewell Company had not been 
asked to bid on as many articles as were 
other companies. 

‘* Ex-Commissioner Robbins, as well as 
myself and Superintendent Smith,” he 
seid. ‘“‘understood that that company, 
which is a big concern, did not care to bid 
on repairs. Of course, this depariment 
wishes to get the best and cheapest goods, 
and if the Gamewell Company wishes to 
bid in the future on everything, it will cer- 
tainly get the chance.” 

Secretary Jussin, after the meeting, was 
directed to bring Edward Savage, Secretary 
of the Pension Fund to headquarters. 

Secretary Jussin reported that Secretary 
Savage was too ill to leave his house. 

Later in the day the Commissioners, with 
ex-Commissioner Robbins present,took an in- 
ventory of the bonds of the Relief Fund. 
They footel up $639,707. The cash balance 
was over $31,000. 

‘Here it says that the bonds can be 
transferred at holder’s option,’’ Mr. Ford 
remarked to Mr. Robbins. “ Practically you 
have been the holder of the bonds. This 
shows the importance of turning over the 
bonds.”’ :

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MKANE’S ICE CONSPIRACY 





Mr. Grout Says the Gravesend Boss 
Made a Gang of Swindlers. 


ACCUSES A BROOKLYN TRUST COMPANY 


Denies There Was Any Such Corpo- 
ration as the Hygienic Ice Com- 
pany—Says It Was Organ- 
ized Fraudulently. 


The suit of the Kings County Trust Com- 
pany of Brooklyn to foreclose a mortgage 
of $250,000 on the plant of the Hygienic 
Ice Company of Gravesend came up for 
trial yesterday before Supreme Court Jus- 


tice Gaynor in Brooklyn. Edward M. 
Grout, late Democratic candidate for May- 
or, appeared for W. P. Leggett, the re- 
ceiver of the ice company, which was cr- 
ganized by John Y. McKane and his cro- 
nies. In behalf of the receiver Mr. Grout 
denied that there was any such corpora- 
tion as the Hygienic Ice Company, or that 
the plant was ever mortgaged to the Kings 
County Trust Company. 

Mr. Grout charged, further, that the Hy- 
gienic Ice Company was organized fraud- 
ulently by McKane and his associates, and 
Was given a bogus capital of $300,000 so 
that bonds could be floated. 

It was charged that McKane unlawfully 
eonspired with William G. Pierson, John H. 
O’Rourke, John Curran, 8. Stryker William- 
son, John A. Cook, Michael J. Dady, 
R. V. B. Newton and Kenneth F. Suther- 
land to unlawfully obtain the franchise of 
the ice company. The incorporators, it 
was alleged, divided 220 shares of the stock 
illegally, and then falsely certified that 10 
per cent. of the capital stock had been paid 
in and falsely certified that the company 
had adopted by-laws. It was further 
charged that the ice company circulated 
the statement. it owned the plant and had 
_— in all of the $300,000 capital stock. 

hen, it was charged, the company bought 
supplies on credit, claiming assets of ~ 

when it had actual assets of only 
$100,000, s 

Mr. Grout,,acting for the receiver, charged 
that before the ice company filed an an- 
nual report, and while the plant and. prop- 
erty stood in McKane’s name, the Kings 
County Trust Company agreed with the 
conspirators to aid in the conspiracy, urd 
received $250,000 in mortgage bonds. The 
Kings County Trust Company, it was de- 
clared, converted all but thirty-six of the 
bonds to its own use, the others being 
turned over to McKane and his fellow con- 
spirators. 

The receiver charged that the trust com- 
pany never sought to enforce payment on 
the bonds until suits had been instituted by 
judgment creditors. The Court reserved 
decision.

TO PROTECT THE MILK SUPPLY 


Yoint Committees from the State and City 
Boards of Health to Meet—Adul- 
terations Defined. 


The Board of Health yesterday appointed 
the following committee to meet in confer- 
ence a committee of the State Board of 
Health, already appointed, to consider 
measures to protect from contamination the 
milk supply of the City and State of New- 

- York, and especially to prevent the sale 
ef milk from tuberculous cows: President 
Charles G. Wilson, Dr. George B. Fowler, 
Dr. Hermann M. Biggs, and Dr. Ernest J. 
Lederle. 

President Wilson said he did not know 
when the joint committees would meet, nor 
exactly in what way they would proceed. 
This would be a subject, he said, for the 
committees to determine later. 

The board amended Section 186 of the 
Sanitary Code to read as follows: 

No milk which has been watered, adulterated, 
reduced, or changed in any respect by the ad- 
dition of water or other substance, or by the re- 
moval of cream, shall be brought into, held, kept, 
or offered for sale at any place in the City of 
Wew-York; nor shall any one keep, have, or offer 
for sale in the said city any such milk. 

‘“* Adulterated ’’ milk means milk contain- 
ing more than 88 per cent. of fluids, less than 
12 per cent. of milk solids, less than 3 per 
cent. of fats; milk from cows fed on dis- 
tillery waste; milk from cows kept in an un- 
healthy condition; milk from which any 
part of the cream has been taken or to 
which any foreign substance has been 
added. 





TO FORCE BOARDS TO MEET IN ALBANY 


Legislation-Proposed to Meet What Is 
Claimed to be an Abuse. 


ALBANY, Dec. 3.—Legislation to compel 
the meeting of State boards in Albany is 
proposed. The demand for it grows out of 
the actions of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, the State Board of Health, the State 
Commission in Lunacy, and the State Rail- 
road Commission, holding sessions in va- 
rious parts of the State. The State Con- 
troller about a year ago refused to pay the 
hotel bills of the Civil Service Commission- 
ers when the board met in Albany, his con- 
tentio nbeing that Albany was the home 
residence of all State officers. The Civil 
Service Commission demurred, and the opia- 


fon of the Attorney General was asked. 
The Controller was upheld in his position. 
Very few sessions of these boards, save 
the Railroad Commission, whose expenses, 
by the way, are paid ultimately by the 
railroad companies of the State, have since 
been held in Albany. The reason for this 
plan of holding sessions in different parts of 
the State, it is said, is to have the hotel 
bills of the Commissioners paid by the State. 
If the session were held in Albany the Com- 
missioners would be forced to pay their 
hotel bills out of their personal purses. 

The Railroad Commissioners receive sal- 
aries of $8,000 each and the Civil Service 
Commissioners $2,000 each, while the mem- 
bers of the State Board of Health receive 
no salary, but are paid the expenses in- 
curred while engaged in the performance 
of official duties.

GAMES OF THE STREET. 


The Rev. Percy Grant amd the Rev. 
Henry Van Dyke Speak to the 
New-York Association. 


The New-York Kindergarten Association 
held an interesting meeting in Sherry’s 
large ballroom yesterday afternoon, with 
the Rev. Percy Stickney Grant and the Rev. 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke as the principal speak- 
ers. Hamilton W. Mabie, President of the 
association, presided. 

“Perhaps one of the greatest failings of 
the American people,”’ said Mr. Grant, the 
first speaker, ‘‘is rowdyism and uncouth- 
ness. It is worse than a crime; it is a 
fault. 

‘But the evil of bad manners can be cor- 
rected. They originate in the coarseness 
or selfishness of the individual. The kin- 
dergarten will do much to eradicate these 
tendencies. The kindergarten cultivates in- 
telligence and inculcates sweetness, truth, 
and purity. I am interested in the games of 
children—those of the little girls; the boys 
play games without words. 

“There is no poetry in them, I find, al- 
though they may rhyme; no real sentiment 
and no industrial idea is conveyed. What- 
ever sentiment there is is of a maudlin nat- 
ure, and there is in some of the words even 
a touch of immorality. The children repeat 
for hours these games of the street, or, I 
might say, of the gutter. 

‘Contrast these with the games of the 
kindergarten, in which everything is noble, 
pure and true, and usually poetic. The 
work of the kindergarten is missionary 
work. The mothers who do not send their 
children to kindergartens or give other 
mothers a chance to do so are robbing the 
children. 

‘Nothing better could be done for the 
city than to establish in it numerous kin- 
Gergartens. A great many people are in- 
terested in founding day nurseries. It is 
sometimes necessary to make an effort to 
keep these nurseries at a sufficient distance 
to enable each to do its legitimate amount 
of work. Why could not some of this 


energy be directed into the channel of the 
kindergarten, which can be supported for 
much less money? 

‘The kindergarten gives to a child the 
mental and moral support which will re- 
main with it through life and throws over 
all a garment of sweet manners.” 

Miss Darling, who was introduced as a 
“sample kindergartner,” said a few words 
about the value of kindergartens. 

“The kindergartens are not for poor 
children only. But for the poorer children 
in New-York they solve the problem for 
the mother of whether the little ones shall 
hinder her in the house or learn the good 
and the evil which they do from the street. 
I have often wondered myself which I 
should prefer: to have the child dull and 
heavy from the house life or to take with 
the evils the strength and vigor which cer- 
tainly come from the life in the streets.’ 

Miss Darling told of the benefit of the 
kindergarten to the child and the help to 
the mother, and her appreciation. ‘‘ You do 
not know what a tribute to the kinder- 
garten it is,’’ she said, “that so many 
mothers make application for their children 
to enter.”’ 

“When I thought of what it might be 
to me,’”’ said Dr. Van Dyke, “if I was so 
situated that I should wish to kneel down 
at night and pray for a kindergarten in the 
neighborhood, I felt that I must accept the 
invitation to speak here to-day. 

‘I am an old-fashioned man, and I be- 
lieve that nothing takes the place of home 
training for a child, but I realize that 
there have grown up around us a great 
many homes that are not old-fashioned.” 
Dr, Van Dyke closed his address with an 
appeal for money. 

In the reports of officers previously read 
the announcement was made that $10,000 
was needed for the support of the associa- 
tion’s fifteen kindergartens this coming year 
and $1,500 this month. 

Mrs. George D. Riggs (Kate Douglass 
Wiggin) the Vice President of the society, 
spoke at the close of the meeting. 

It was voted to raise the dues of the as- 
sociation from $3 to $5 a year to all but ac- 
tive working members. 

The following directors, whose term of 
office expires this year, were re-elected: Mrs. 
T. H. Bosworth, Mrs. R. W. Gilder, Miss C. 
R. Lowell, Mrs. R. W. Chapin, Mrs. John 
Townsend Williams, Mrs. Seth Low, Mrs. 
Sedgwick, Mrs. Ralph H. Shainwald. 

Mrs. Esther Herrman, who has a way of 
presenting $1,000 to societies in which she 
is interested, might have been seen yes- 
terday after the meeting conferring very 
earnestly with the treasurer, 5 . Ma- 
son of 10 Wall Street, and it is probable 
that there is now a generous sum for a 
nestegg in the association treasury.

THEY ACCUSE G. 8. BENSON 


Several Men Charge Him with Swin- 
dling Them. 





“THE AMERICAN PATRIOT” SCHEME 


J.J. Hillbert Says He Lost $3,000 in 
the Proposed Publication—Al- 
leged Misuse of Gen. O, O. 
Howard's Name. 


The case of George S. Benson, who is 
charged with having fraudulently solicited 
subscriptions and employed agents for a 
publication he called ‘‘The American Pa- 


triot,” and to which he said ex-President 
Harrison, Chauncey M. Depew, and other 
prominent men would contribute, promises 
to bring out some interesting testimony if 
the statement of various complainants are 
true. 

A hearing in the case was to have been 
held before United States Commissioner 
Shields in the Federal Building yesterday, 
but at the request of Benson’s counsel it 
was adjourned until Dec. 11. 

J. J. Hillbert of 145 Concord Street, Brook- 
lyn, one of the men who accuse Benson, 
and who says he lost $3,000 through placing 
confidence in him, said yesterday: 

Benson came to me in April, 1804, and said 
that with $3,000 he could start a jucrative scheme. 
He could purchase The Magazine of American 
History, he said, from Victor Constant, its 
owner, for from $6,000 to $7,000. As a result of 
negotiations Constant turned over certain p- 
erty to Benson and myself, and we open an 
account in the Seventh National Bank. I de- 
posited $250, and gave Benson $50, and inside of 
two weeks I had put up $750 in all. This I in- 

ased ysubsequently, so that I put $3,000 in 
bank all told. 

Benson did not advance a dollar. He used my 
money for expenses, he said, but the truth is 
he appropriated over $1,500 to his own private 
uses. 

My first suspicions were aroused when Gen. 
O. O. Howard came to our office, 61 Cortlandt 
Street, and demanded to be informed by what 
right we were using his name as editor in chief 
of the magazine. Benson was absent at the 
time, ostensibly in Vermont, but I have since 
learned that he was having a good time with 
my money, at Rockaway. told Gen. Howard 
that I did not know his name was being used 
without authority. 

It was shortly before this that Benson had told 
me of a scheme to form a stock company, with 
a@ capital of $100,000, to issue the magazine. My 
$3,000 had been all used up by September, and 
when I demanded that he should return it he 
asked for time, saying that he was in trouble 
because Gen. Howard fad been induced to retire 
from the editorship, by some one inimical to 
him, (Benson.) 

Hillbert is very bitter against Benson, 
and threatened to strike him while in the 
Commissioner’s office, but a Deputy Mar- 
shal prevented any attack. 

Henry Bettler of 808 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-third Street, a deaf and dumb 
printer, has written a story to the effect 
that Benson had obtained from him in 
Sagust on a promissory note at thirty days 
which was never d. 

Frank Fussell of 61 Cortlandt Street, one 
of the complainants, said that John Bros- 
nan, a liquor dealer in Fulton Street, told 
him that Benson had swindled him out of 
10 on a check. He also said that Charles 

alker, an undertaker, at ‘Bridge 
Street, Brooklyn; James McHenry, a liquor 
dealer at Concord and Pearl Streets, and 
Jos W. Kay of 107 Prince Street, Brook- 
lyn, related to him alleged unfortunate 
experiences with Benson. 

swald J. Waite of the law firm of L. 
Eckerson & Co. of 99 Nassau Street, said 
that he had vainly tried to collect on a 
note given by Benson to Henry Arndt and 
transferred to Fannie Marks, a milliner, of 
a Avenue, near WNinety-fourth 
treet. 


COL. ROGERS HAS A FIGHT. 





Trouble in Court with Ward’s Island 
Keepers. 


There was another scene in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday when Col. A. H. 
Rogers was brought into court from Ward’s 
Island under the writ of habeas corpus 
obtained by Samuel J. Hyman, his counsel. 

In the return the Ward’s Island authori- 
ties said that Col. Rogers was insane, and 
that it was dangerous to have him at large, 
although he had neither suicidal nor homi- 
cidal mania. In the traverse made yester- 
day it was declared that Col. Rogers was 
entirely sane. 

Mr. Hyman stated that under the return 
made Col. Rogers should be given his lib- 
erty. Having neither of the manias that 
would make him dangerous, there was no 
reason for his detention. 

Justice Andrews said that there were only 
three ways to have the sanity of Col. 
Rogers passed upon. One was to send him 
to a retreat, which would be expensive; 
another was a reference, which would roll 
up referee fees, and the simplest was by 
affidavits. It was finally determined to 
submit affidavits to-day. 

When Col. Rogers was first brought 
into the court he said that he had had 
nothing to eat, and his lawyer sent out to 
the stand in the hall for coffee and sand- 
wiches. Col. Rogers sat in the courtroom 
and ravenously devoured the sandwiches 
and coffee. This was before Justice An- 
drews appeared. Three keepers were with 
him, and their presence seemed to irritate 
him, as they insisted in sitting close to him, 
and for most of the time holding his 
arms. 

When it was decided to submit the affi- 
davits to-day Col. Rogers went to the 


bar and said that he wanted to address 
the Court. Justice Andrews said «hat he 
could not hear him, as there was a great 
deal of business to attend to. Col. Rogers 
then said that he wanted time to consult 
with his attorney, and the Court said that 
he might heve this permission. 

“I also want to move to punish these 
keepers for contempt in not obeying your 
Honor’s order to give me food yesterday,” 
he said. 

‘““We will hear that later,” 
Andrews. 

“Very well, Sir. Thank you very much,” 
said Col. Rogers. 

He then walked out into the hail, but 
the keepers insisted on holding his =.

Then turning to the policeman in the 
corridor he said: ‘“‘I place myself in your 
charge, officer.’’ 

The policeman took him by the arm and 
he went quietly enough, but the keepers 
seized him again, and a fight followed on 
the stairs. All the court officers inter- 
fered, and the keepers and Col. Rogers 
were finally hustled out into the street. 

Mr. Hyman said that he would have the 
keépers brought up for contempt for not 
allowing a consultation between him and his 
client. The affidavits will probably be sub- 
mitted to-day. 

Col. Rogers was placed in a carriage by 
the keepers and was driven in haste to the 
office of the Corporation Counsel, who de- 
sired to obtain an affidavit from one of the 
keepers as to Col. Rogers’s actions. The 
Corporation Counsel will appear as counsel 
for Dr. Macy of Ward's Island, in opposi- 
tion to the application for Col. Rogers’s 
release. 

The keeper made an affidavit specifying 
certain alleged acts on the part of Rogera, 
indicative of the latter’s defective mental 
condition. While the affidavit was being 
taken, Col. Rogers interjected vigorous de- 
nials. He was taken back to Ward’s Isl- 
and.

CABLE GRIP. 


Decision in Favor of the New-York 
and Brooklyn Bridge. 


An opinion written by Justice Shipman 
has been handed down in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, Second District, 
reversing a decision by Judge Coxe in the 
United States Circuit Court, enjoining the 
Cities of New-York and Brooklyn, as the 
owners of the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge from continuing the use of the 
cable grip, or a certain important part of 
it, now and at the time the action was 
brought, attached to the bridge cars. 

In his opinion, Judge Shipman holds that 
the improvement to the grip in question 
cannot be. patented, and hence the bridge 
authorities may continue its use. 

The complainant in the action is the 
American Cable Railway Company, which

In the opinion just handed down it is 
related that a connecting rod by which 
both grip pulleys can be simultaneously 
raised constitutes the improvement at issue. 
The opinion contiues: 

The question is, whether two disconnected pulleys 
having been known and the obvious disadvantages 
from their being disconnected having become ap- 
parent when the cable railway system came into 
use, was it a patentable invention to join the 
two pulleys by a rod? 

The connection of the pulleys by a rod, 
the opinion declares, ‘“‘ would be with- 
in the ordinary scope of the mechanic,” 
that the connecting rod was ‘‘an ordinary 
mechanical expedient,” and that the im- 
provement “‘ was an obvious and natural 
one.”’ 

The Circuit Court decree against the 
cities is reversed, with costs of court. 


S. H. Simon Sues His Wife. 


Samuel H. Simon has obtained an at- 
tachment for $4,344 against his wife, Mary 
E. Simon, dealer in hair goods at 947 Broad- 
way, for alleged wrongful conversion of per- 
sonal property. 

Mr. Simon says that his wife, formerly 
known as Mary E. Thompson, proposed in 


October, 1894, that if he would advance her 
$2,500 and anti & her she would transfer 
her business to him and would manage it 
for him. He advanced her $1,037, and 
the business was conveyed to him, and on 
Jan. 8, 1895, the couple were married. Later 
he paid her $3,307. Then, he says, she re- 
fused to give him possession of the proper- 
ty, and refused to live with him. ‘ 

Mr. Simon says his wife has disposed of 
the property, and he has brought suit to 
recover the money he advanced to her. 


NEWS OF THE COURTS IN BRIEF. 


—An application was made in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, before Justice Andrews, in 
behalf of Jefferson Patton, an engineer, to 
restrain Neil Burgess, the actor, from using 
the patent appliances in the chariot race 
scene in the play ‘‘ The Year One.”’ Patton 
says that he contracted with Burgess to 
produce the scene with devices of his pat- 
aahee 3 B ess, however, he _ alleges, 
brought his invention into disrepute and 
infringed his patent by the way in which it 
was used. 


—Another suit has grown out of the fight 
between Louis Sternberger and his wife for 
the possession of their two children, and 
yesterday Sternberger, through his attor- 
wneys, Smith & Dougherty, brought a suit to 
the Supreme Court against his father-in- 
law and mother-in-law, Solomon and Pau- 
line Stein, in which he demands $200,000 
damages from them for their alleged alien- 
ation of the affections of his wife. 


—Judge Beach, in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday handed down a decision setting 
aside as excessive an award made by Com- 
missioners who appraised the value of cer- 
tain easements taken by the elevated road 
in Pearl Street. The property in question 
belongs to the O’Sullivan estate, at 92 and 
148 to 152 Pearl Street. The Commissioners 
made an award of $75,000. 


—Edward C. Du Barry of Lakewood, N. 
J., was arrested yesterday by Deputy Sher- 
iff Walgerin on an order of arrest issued 
by Justice Fitzsimons in the City Court in 
an action brought against him by Minnie 
Walters for $1, damages.

WAR DEPARTMENT TO PAY THE BILL 


Attorney General Settles a Dispute 
Between Government Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—An_ interesting 
question regarding the transportation of mil- 
itary prisoners has arisen in the War De- 
partment, and been settled by the Attorney 
General. An enlisted man of the infantry 
was sent, by court-martial convened in the 
State of Washington, to a term of imprison- 
ment in the United States Penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan. <A recent law 
transferred the old military prison at that 
post from the War Department to the De- 


partment of Justice, and it was to be known 
and used as a United States penitentiary. 
The question was whether the sentenced 
soldier should be transported to Leaven- 
worth by a military officer, or turned over 
to the United States Marshal of Washing- 
co, and by him conveyed to the peniten- 
tiary. 

It was contended in the War Department 
that the transportation should be required 
of the Marshal, and the expense of the 
transportation should be paid out of the 
regular Judiciary Fund under a law that 
provided that the transportation of all 
United States prisoners sentenced to im- 
prisonment in a United States penitentiary 
and their delivery thereat should be by the 
Marshal of the district where the con- 
viction occurred. The Attorney General has 
decided that this provision applies only 
to prisoners convicted by the civil courts 
of the United States, and does not apply to 
prisoners sentenced by court-martial. 

The provision of a recent law that prison- 
ers sentenced by court-martial may be con- 
fined in United States penitentiaries, merely 
puts such prisoners in charge of the civil 
authorities on their delivery at the prison, 
which must be made by the proper officer 
of the War Department. The transporta- 
tion of prisoners who are sentenced by 
court-martial, will, therefore, be under the 
authority of military officers, and the ex- 
pense must be paid out of the regular ap- 
propriation for the army. 








The Casino Case Appealed. 


The General Term of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas- has granted a stay, and given 
permission to the Bixby estate to appeal 
to the Court of Appeals the case of the 


New-York Casino bondholders vs. the 
Bixby estate. This is the case in which 
the New-York Casino Company was dis- 
possessed for non-payment of taxes, and in 
which Judge Giegerich of the Court of 
Common Pleas recently decided there 
should have been an action of ejectment 
brought, instead of an action to dispossess. 

It will probably be three or four years 
before the case will be reached in Albany. 
In addition to the tax question, the Casino 
Company was also dispossessed for non- 
payment of rent, from which there can be 
no appeal. 

In the meantime, Canary & Lederer re- 
main in possession of the Casino, having 
leased it for five years from Robert F. 
Bixby, the executor of the Bixby estate.

DECIDED APTER’ A SHARP FIGHT 


An Electric Railway Will Carry Pas- 
sengers Between New-Rochelle and 
New-York for Fifteen Cents— 
Other Railroad Matters. 


New-RocHELLE, N. Y. Dec. 8-—The 
Board of Village Trustees at the monthly 
meeting last evening granted the street 
electric railway franchise to.the Westches- 
ter Electric Railroad Company, which is 
the Westchester end of the Union Railway 
Company, commonly known as the “ Huckle- 
berry *’ Company. , 

The Westchester Blectric Railroad Com- 
pany controls the street horse railway 
already in operation.in Huguenot Street, 
Rose Street, Main Street, Franklin Avenue, 
(entre Avenue, and Pelham Road to Glen 
Island. The action of the board ends a 
jong and sharply contested struggle among 
the three roads that were seeking the 
franchise. The other applicants were the 
Worth Mount Vernon Railway Company and 
the New-York, Westchester -and Connecti- 
cut Traction Company. 

The meeting was a stormy one, and lasted 
until after 11 o’clock P. M. Hot words 
were exchanged between some of the rep- 
resentatives of the companies present. The 
Committee on Franchises, consisting of C. 
H. Morgan, John Sheehan, and Joseph T. 
Brown, handed in their report immediately 


efter the discussion was ended, recom- 
mending the adoption of the proposition 
gade by the Westchester Electric Railroad 
Company. Patrick Fox was also on the 
committee, but would not permit his name 
no be signed to the resolution, The recom- 
anendation of the commattee was adopted. 
There has been much opposition in New- 
Rochelle to the granting of this franchise 
to the Westchester Electric Railroad Com- 
pany, and the comment is this morning that 
the Board of Trustees should heve deferred 
acting on the recommendation of the com- 
mittee until another meeting. The town iias 
suffered so long from inadequate transpor- 
tation facilities, however, that there is 
among most of the eitizens a feeling of re- 
lief that the Trustees have reached a de- 
cision. 

The Westchester Electric Railroad Com- 
any promised to carry passengers to New- 
fork City for 15 cents. The company’s 
line extends already to Pelhamville. The 
fare to Pelhamville from New-Rochelle, ac- 
cording to the understanding, will be 5 
cents. 

The final proposition of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
any to construct two bridges, one over 
fing’s Highway and the other over the 
Boston Post Road, each fifty feet between 
abutments, with thirteen feet headway, 
Was accepted. This matter also had been 
under discussion for many months, 


S00 Line Precipitates a Rate War, 
CuHIcaGo, Dec. 3.—As was predicted, the 
failure of the Soo line to come into the 
Chicago-St. Paul Association caused a 
rate war, which is now on.

SUIT TO PREVENT CONSOLIDATION 





Case of the Chicago Gas Trust Before a 
Federal Judge—Opening Ar- 
gument Made. 


CuiIcaGco, Dec. 3.—The case of Pitt Bar- 
rows, who wants a Federal court injunction 
to prevent the consolidation of the Chicago 
gas companies composing the famous trust, 
came before Judge Showalter this morning 
in the United States District Court. James 
B. Lowrie, William A. Butler and Mr. Jo- 
line of New York appeared for the plaintiff. 
The trust was represented by ex-Attorney 
General Hunt of Illinois, Frederick S. Wins- 
ton, J. R. Custer and Mr. Griffin. 

The morning session was wholly occupied 
by Mr. Lowrie’s opening argumert and he 
had hot finished when court took a recess. 
He held that the Chicago Gas Trust Cem- 
pany was prejudged by the decision cf the 
Illinois Supreme Court, which operated as 
a pergetual injunction against the crust 
corporation holding any shares of stock 
owned by the several operating companies. 
He declared that the trust deed was an un- 
lawful, tricky, and evasive subterfuge, re- 
sorted to regardless of the charter re- 
quirements of the companies and the laws 
of Illinois. 

Mr. Lowrie continued his argument at 


the afternoon session. He said his client 
was not opposed to awy plan which could 
rehabilitate the Chicago Company, accord- 
ing to law. The plan which was now in 
contemplation, he asserted, was not such 
a plan. In it the word “ consolidate” ap- 
peared several times, and such consolida- 
tion had been expressly forbidden by the 
decree of the Illinois courts, confirmed by 
the Supreme Court. He then took up the 
charters of the various companies, cne by 
one, seeking to prove that each expressly 
forbade the grantee from entering into any 
combination with any other company. 

He also objected strenuously to the rules 
made by the committee which was seeking 
to reorganize the company. These rules, 
he said, absolved the members from all 
responsibility—put matters into such shape, 
in fact, that any member of the committee 
could relegate his entire powers to any em- 
ploye of the gas companies, no matter how 
humble, with such an arrangement what 
security had the bondholders? 

To-morrow morning ex-Attorney General 
Hunt will present the case for the gas 
companies. 

ALBANY, Dec. 3.—Attorney General Han- 
cock returned to Albany this afternoon ard 
in answer to an inquiry said he would hear 
the attorneys in the application directed 
against the Chicago gas companies Dec. 11. 

Mr. Hancock said he knew nothing ex- 
cept what he saw in the newspapers about 
a reported intention on his part to bring 
suit against the Sugar Trust. 

He denied the story sent out from Syra- 
cuse two days ago to the effect that Attor- 
ney EE. N. Wilson of that city had filed 
with him a petition on behalf of the John 
Moore Company and Andrews Brothers cf 
Syracuse, and Thomas Kingsford’s Sons 
of Oswego, against the American Sugar 
Refining Company, asking that the trust 
be prohibited from doing business in New- 
York State. Mr. Hancock said no such 
papers had been filed with him.

NOT READY TO PROSECUTE LATHROP 


The Investigation into the Conduct of Clinton 
Prison Postponed Against the Wishes 
of the Superintendent. 


ALBANY, Dec. 8.—The hearing on the 
charges made against Gen. Austin Lathrop, 
Superintendent of State Prisons, has been 
postponed until Dec. 16, the prosecution not 
being ready to proceed to-day. 

Commissioner Elon R. Brown of Water- 
town, who was appointed by Gov. Morton 
to take the testimony in the charges which 
were preferred by ex-Congressman Wever 
of Plattsburg, and ex-Sheriff White of Clin- 
ton County opened the proceedings this 
morning in the Attorney General's office. 

Gen. Lathrop, the Wardens of the State 
presons, and Senator-elect Brackett of Sar- 
atoga, counsel for Superintendent Lathrop, 
were present. No one directly representing 
the prosecution was in attendance. 

Deputy Attorney General Kisselburg, who 
is to reprenent the State at the hearing 
before the Commissioner, asked that the 
matter be postponed until Dec. 10, as 
Messrs. Wheeler and Woodward of Piatts- 
burg, counsel for the prosecution, had 
other professional engagements and could 
not proceed until that time.

PRINCETON-RUTGERS FEUD ENDED 


Trouble Caused by a Cannon Years 
Ago Almost Forgotten. 


NEw BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 3.—The ap- 
pearance of the members of the Banjo, 
Mandolin and Guitar Clubs of Princeton 
College here to-night marks a new era in 
the two colleges. For nearly a quarter of 
a century there has been no love lost be- 
tween Rutgers and Princeton. 

The ill-feeling began many years ago. The 
Princetonians had a cannon on their cam- 


pus and it was their delight to tell the 
Rutgers men when they met how they had 
Rutgers’s cannon. This went on for years 
till Rutgers determined to bring the cannon 
here and they did it.

The Rainy Days Were Cheering. 
From The Pittsburg (Penn.) Bulletin. 

What was doubtless the most cheering lot 
of rainy, disagreeable weather on record 
was the portion of Pittsburgers early in the 
past week.

Police Commissioners Cite Him to 
ah Examination Friday. 


NEW RULES MADE FOR PROMOTION 


Seniority, Meritorious Work, and 
Superior Capacity the Principal 


Points — The New Lists 


of Eligibles. 


At the meeting of the Police Board yes- 
terday the following rules for promotion 
in the department were adopted: 


First—Promotions of officers and members of 
the police force shali be made by the Board of 
Police on the grounds of seniority, meritorious 
Police service, and superior capacity. 

Second—Promotions shal! be made as follows: 
Sergeants of police shall be selected from patrol- 
men assigned to duty as Roundsmen, Captains 
from among the Sergeants, Inspectors from 
among the Captains, Deputy Chief of Police from 
among Inspectors and Captains, Chief of Police 
from among Deputy Chief. Inspectors, and Cap- 
tains. 

Third—All promotions shall be made from eligi- 
bie lists for each grade, prepared at such times 
as the Board of Police shall direct. 

Fourth—Eligible lists shall: contain the names 
of those candidates who have obtained a rating 
of 75 or over out of a maximum of 100. The 
maximum shall consist of the total of the fol- 
lowing elements: Meritorious police service and 
seniority, 65; superior capacity, 35. 

Fifth—The rating for meritorious police service 
and seniority shall be determined by the Board of 
Police, and shall be based upon past records for 
integrity, efficiency, and zeal in the department, 
ability and success as commanding officers; in- 
telligence and discretion in the performance of 
guty, personal character and standing as private 
citizens, special gallant or commendable service, 
involving hazard or danger; the successful detec- 
tion and punishment of criminals, reports of 
superior officers, length of service in the depart- 
rent, and in general a full and complete consid- 
eration of the officer’s record in the department, 
giving, in all cases where other considerations are 
equal, the advantage to seniority. 

Sixth—The rating for superior capacity shal}, be 
determined by a competitive examination, eld 
under the direction of the Police Board. This 
examination shall be practical‘in its a 
and consist of a careful investigation as to e 
candidate’s knowledge of the laws of the State of 
New-York in regard to the suppression of crime, 
preservation of the peace, the apprehension of 
criminals, and practice in the minor courts; the 
ordinances of the city, minor military tactics, 
rules and regulations of the department, and 
such other practical subjects as may be added 
from time to time by order of the Board of Police. 

Commissioner Andrews recommended the 
adoption of the rules and moved that Act- 
ing Chief Conlin be cited to appear before 
the Board of Commissioners at noon Fri- 
day to be examined for the position of 


Chief. The motion was passed. 

Under the new rules, all members of the 
force can ask to be examined for promo- 
tion, but the .\Commissioners will decide 
whether they shall be cited for examina- 


tion. 

Commissioner Grant said yesterday that 
promotions would be made as rapidly as 
possible from now on. ‘ We first want to 
appoint the Chief,’’ he said. ‘Conlin is 
the only man who has applied so far to be 
examined. After that we may appoint the 
Inspectors, but we may first have the ex- 
aminations for Captains, there are so many 
vacancies of Captains and so few Cap- 
tains to compete for Inspectorships. 

‘“‘We have three acting Inspectors now 
and we will appoint five altogether. The 
Deputy Chief will not be appointed until 
after the first of the year, but the other 
promotions will be made pretty soon now. 

Capt. Donald Grant of the Madison Street 
Station and Capt. Adam Cross of Leonard 
Street, it is said, stand a good chance for 
being made Inspectors. Acting Inspectors 
Cortright, Brooks, and McCullagh will be 
confirmed, it is said. It is also understood 
that Acting Capt. O’Brien will be left in 
charge of the Detective Bureau. e 

Treasurer Andrews received from the Na- 
tional Horse Show Association a check 
for $350, the amount of the first, second, 
and third prizes won by the mounted’ po- 
lice at Madison Square Garden. The police- 
men who were awarded the prizes will be 
allowed te receive the money subject to 
a deduction of 20 per cent., which goes 
into the Pension Fund. 

Roundsman John W. Goodwin of the 
West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street 
Station, who was arrested Saturday last 
for being drunk, was ordered to be ex- 
amined by the Board of Surgeons. Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt said it had been reported 
that Goodwin was insane, but he had heard 
that the policeman was suffering from de- 
lirium tremens.

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PRESIDENT OF THE BROADWAY 
LINE TESTIFIES. 


He Tells the Assembly Committee How 
the Roads Are Run and What 
They Jointly Earn. 


The Metropolitan Traction Company was 
the subject of the inquiry yesterday by the 
Assembly Special Committee on Street Rail- 
ways. 

H. H. Vreeland, President and General 
Manager of the.company, said the company 
was formed May 28, 1894, chiefly by con- 
solidation of other companies. The trackage 
of the company’s lines was about 140 miles. 
Between 32 and 34 miles of this were oper- 
ated by cable and electricity, the latter by 
underground bar conductors. 

“In New-York,” Mr. Vreeland said, “* we 
prefer the underground electric system, al- 
though it is much more expensive to con- 
struct. Ours is the only road in this coun- 
try operated in this way. It is largely ex- 
perimental. There are five miles of this sys- 
tem in operation now, and there are fifteen 
ears running on the Lenox Avenue line 
propelled by electricty. 

“The maximum speed attained is twelve 
miles an hour. Our company is operating 
300 cable cars, the speed being to a great 
extent regulated by the density of street 
tra ffic.”’ 

Mr. Vreeland explained that collisions 


were caused on the cable roads by a strand 
of the cable wire loosening behind 
the grip and forcing the car along 
until the power house was notified to stop 
the cable, signal boxes for that purpose be- 
ing placed along the line at intervals of 
500 feet. 

It was impossible to run more cars, but 
new cars have been ordered, and would be 
put into service as soon as certain terminal 
changes now. making were completed. 

If the Lenox Avenue underground elec- 
tric System proved a success after a severe 
Winter’s test, he said, it was intended to 
apply it to all its roads not operated by 
cable. The company runs 650 horse cars and 
employs 2,800 operatives. 

On the Broadway line the men worked 
nine hours and fifteen minutes a day. 

The system of transfers, Mr. Vreeland 
said, was comprehensive and adequate. The 
Broadway line issued transfers to all cross- 
town lines running to the ferries, with the 
exception of the Twenty-third Street line. 
Under the transfer system a passenger on 
the Broadway line could ride nine and a 
half miles for 5 cents. 

The Broadway line issued on Nov. 26, 87,- 
803 transfers, and on Nov. 29, 84,215. The 
daily average is 80,000, or 30,000,000 a year, 
which, Mr. Vreeland said, represented 
$1,500,000 in fares. 

“The transfer system is used mainly by 
working people,” said he, ‘‘ and, in our opin- 
ion, we give the working people of New- 
York $1,000,000 a year in car fares.’ 

The company’s capital stock was $16,500,- 
000 and the bonded debt $9,400,000. The 
company paid the city last year $182,000 as 
percentage of its receipts. 

Referring to a law proposed last Winter 
to compel companies to give each passenger 
a seat, Mr. Vreeland said that it was im- 
‘practicable in this city under the present 
conditions. 
aed 4 that was in force now,’ he said, 

200,000 people would be unable to-night to 
get home from their work in lower New- 
York. It would be impossible to run cars 
enough to give each passenger a seat.” 

In reference to consolidation of com- 
panies, Mr. Vreeland said that the operating 
expenses have been materially reduced by 
it, and that if it had not been done it would 
have been impossible for the companies to 
have existed and furnished the people the 
present facilities. 

The company’s gross receipts for the last 
fiscal year were approximately $6,000,000. 
It paid yearly about $165,000 in city taxes 
and in all character of taxes $439,933.07. 
Last year a 3 per cent. dividend was paid. 

The chief cost of constructing a cable line, 
Mr. Vreeland said, was not that of laying 
rails and constructing the cable conduit, 
but of relaying gas and water pipes, pneu- 
matic tubes, and electric and other conduits, 

He said no complaint of injury by elec- 
trolysis had been made along the line ofthe 
Lenox Avenue electric road, and there could 
not be any, for there was no possibility of 
escape to the earth of any part of the mo- 
tor current. 

After recess, Edward Lauterbach, Chair- 
man of the Republican County Committee, 
who is counsel for the Third Avenue Cable 
Company, appeared before the committee 
and announced that Albert J. Elias, Presi- 
dent of the company, was indisposed and 
could not appear until to-day. 

Counsel Wade tried to get George J. Gould 
on the telephone. 

Col. Hain, General Manager of the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad, told Mr. Wade 
President Gould would be on hand to-mor- 
row morning. 

The committee then adjourned until this 
morning, when President Elias will be 
called as a witness.

The Excise Reform Association has fin- 
ished its Sunday Submission Excise Dill 
and submitted it to the Chamber of Com- 
merce Excise Committee. The Dill is’ as 
follows: 

AN ACT 
For the submission to the people in cities of 
the first class of the question, Shall wine, ale, 
and beer be sold on Sunday between the hours of 
1 P. M. and 10 P. M.? 

The people of the State of New-York, repre- 
oemtad in Senate and Assembly, do enact as fol- 

8: 

Section 1. A special election shall be held in 
each. city of the first class in this State on 
Tuesday, the 5th day of May, in the year 1896, 
at which election the following question shall 
be submitted to the duly qualified electors in 
such city: ’ 

Shall wine, ale, and beer be sold on Sunday, 
between the hours of 1 P. M. and 10 P. M.? 

The votes upon such question shall be_ can- 
vassed and returned to the proper County Clerks 
in like manner as is provided by law for the can- 
vass and return to County Clerks of votes upon 
a proposition or question submitted to the electors 
of a county only. 

Section 2. The County: Board of Canvassers of 
each county to which such returns are made 
shall determine whether the said question has 

nm answered in the affirmative or the negative 
in each city of the first class within such county. 

Such determination shall be reduced to writing, 
signed, filed, and recorded and published in like 
manner as is provided by law shall be done upon 
the determination of a question submitted to the 
voters of a county only. 

Section 3. If the result of such vote in any 
city as shown by such determination of the 
county canvassers respecting such city shall show 
a majority of affirmative votes, then the sale of 
wine, ale, and beer between the hours of 1 P. 
M. and 10 P. M. on Sunday ‘shall be lawful in 
such city, subject to all the provisions of the 
excise law as to the sale of ale, wine, and beer 
at other times.
